Perhaps homesickness is not such a sad feeling, after all. The 
longing in it tells us what we have cherished most, what we 
long to create for our own children. And perhaps no parent 
could hear happier words from a grown child back for a visit 
than that grateful expression, “home again!”

We often have dinner with Todd and 
Diana in Vermont. Tom doesn’t want to 
feel he’s imposing, and in a way, he is 
right. You mustn't let family ties have any 
strings attached. But for Diana cooking is a 
creative gift and she loves it.

Tom and I have chosen this traveling 
family life because of the most devastating 
blow of our lives. Fifteen years ago we lost 
our son Tommy when he was 19. His 
death changed our world. Never again 
would we be the same family, never again 
would I cut the breakfast grapefruit for six. 
Never again would I see Tommy. 

It took me five years to settle into a 
somewhat normal state. What is normal? 
What I did know was that I wanted to see 
our family more, hear their voices, touch 
them—and not just by frequent telephone 
calls or occasional trips. 

But did they want us? We took a chance. 
We went to Vermont and while on a canoe 
trip with Diana and Todd we proposed 
our idea for summer living. Not on their 
doorstep, but nearby. And we've been pad- 
dling the same canoe together ever since. 

Not everyone, because of a loss, can 
gain a piece of a new life. But we think we 
have, even though it isn’t always easy bal- 
ancing two houses. ['m vain enough to 
think Thornhill still needs me all the time, 
and crazy enough to think I can grow a lily 
garden in the rocky soil of Vermont. But 
its all worth it. 

If 1 hadn't been in Vermont I wouldn't 
have heard Meriwether’s poetic protest 
when I tried to get her to bed—*No, Mom- 
ma Dee, I haven't seen enough of the day 
yet!” And in Maryland the other day I had 
the excitement of taking Albert to buy his 
Cub Scout uniform.

Restored family 
photos can bring 
warmth and tradition 
into your rooms

Old family photographs are telling trea- 
sures. Display them in groups and inti- 
mate life stories unfold. Not only are 
collections of imaginatively framed vin- 
tage photos a way of sharing your past, 
they can also be the focus of a room—as 
they are in the study seen here 

“Old family photographs add comfort, warmth, 
a feeling of tradition,” says decorator Sam Blount, a 
partner in the New York firm Irvine & Fleming. Blount’s own 
collection of vintage shots spans the tabletops, bookshelves and 
walls of his apartment. “They can also add elegance. I like to put 
frames of different shapes and sizes all together in One group. It

looks spontaneous. To me, what 


phx tos are all 
about—informal, inviting collections you can add to and change.” 
Frames not only enhance old photos, they protect them from 
damage. But not everyone's old phot graphs are displayable 
Cracks, tears and stains—from age and neglect—can keep one’s 
cache relegated to a box in the attic or basement. “But the environ 
mental conditions in attics and basements are what damage photo- 
graphs in the first place,” says Washington, D.C., photo conservator 
Peter Mustardo. “Unique originals have enormous sentimental 
value, if not monetary value as well.

A professional restorer worked wonders with 
the kind of beloved but battered old prints 
most of us have stored away 


(the inherent dangers to a print—sunlight, heat, humidity—are 
unavoidable, even when the most careful precautions are taken). 
The key is finding a professional photo restorer who is conserva- 
tion-oriented—one who is especially concerned with preserving a 
photo's original character. 

In the photo restoration process, the original print is usually not 
altered. Instead, a negative is made and from it a new print is 
produced on which the work is done. Depending on the age and 
quality of the original print, a photo restorer will use filters, 
airbrushes, dyes, bleaches, blades or pencils on the work print to 
remove cracks and stains, add tone, or replace missing sections. 

“There’s really nothing we can't do to a photograph,” says 
professional photo restorer Iris Devereux, president of New York 
City’s Devereux, Ltd. In her 16 years of experience, she has done 
everything from removing unwanted figures from groups to re- 
constructing faces. “I've even repaired bullet holes,” she says. 

nce the final changes are made, a photo restorer pro- 
duces a second negative, then a final print on paper that 
matches the color and texture of the original. “Great care 
should go into tinting the final print,” Devereux explains. 
Some restorers add color by dipping paper into pre- 
mixed, sepia-tone baths. Devereux goes a step further: ‘I 
mix all my own colors by hand. Most old photographs have become 
discolored with age, so they are rarely one tone. Sometimes they 
have subtle shades of grays or browns in them which can enhance 
he picture. f like to capture that character in the final print.” 

Discoloration of photographs occurs for many reasons: the print 
was fixed improperly, exposed to harmful chemicals or atmo- 
spheric pollutants, or subjected to humidity, direct sunlight or 
wide fluctuations in temperature. 

Different photographic processes can also account for variations 
in color. Though the vast majority of old photographs were devel- 
oped using a silver-gelatin process that became popular in 1870 
and is still in use today, other types exist. Albumen-paper prints,

for example—popular from about 1850 to 1900—have a yellowish 
tone. Daguerrotype photographs, made from 1839 to 1800, have a 
highly reflective, silvery surface. Early photographers also experi- 
mented with ambrotypes and tintypes in the mid-19th century. 
Some of these cannot be reprinted safely. A restorer’s experienced 
eye should be able to identify these rarer phototypes and treat—or 
not treat—the photograph accordingly. 
hether you plan to exhibit the original print or a 
restored copy, certain frames and mats will pro- 
long the life of a photograph and maintain a vin- 
tage look. “There are so many ways to present old 
photographs well,” says Jared Bark, conservation 
framer, president and founder of New York City’s 
Bark Frameworks, Inc. “These small, intimate objects are so vital, 
so interesting. Unlike delicate drawings, they can stand up to a 
strong frame. You can play with different decorative elements and 
end up with a jewellike object.” 

Bark’s favorites are simpie frames made from exotic woods— 
curly maple, rosewood, Swiss pear. “Because most old photo- 
graphs are warm in tone, they look great with a range of woods.” 

Mats, too, are an option to consider. Acid-free mat boards come 
in a variety of antique whites and ivories that can be matched to 
the tone of a photograph. “One should try to get the frame and mat 
to pick up the feeling of the print,” says Bark. 

Because mats keep the photo from touching and sticking to the 
glazing material, they serve a protective function as well as a 
decorative one. If, for aesthetic reasons, you do not mat a photo, 
Bark suggests inserting a spacer, or fillet, in the frame to keep the 
photo and glass apart. Other framing musts according to Bark: 
® Use acid-free paper when mounting and matting photographs. 
Acid contained in cardboard and low-grade paper will discolor 
your photo over time and cause it to disintegrate. 
® Keep your old photos out of the sun and out of fluorescent light,

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REDISCOVERING THE OLD CARIBBEAN 


Far from the crowded, 
glitzy island resorts, you can 
step back into the Caribbean 

as it used to be—especially 
uf your inn was 

once a plantation house

s the tropical sky darkened we 
gathered for ‘“sundowners” (a 
British colonial expression for 
before-dinner drinks) on the 
veranda of The Golden Lemon 
Inn on St. Kitts. We were a 
small group of off-season guests: an En- 
glish family on vacation and I. The family, a 
witty, urbane couple and their financier 
son from London, had been coming to the 
Golden Lemon for years. They love the inn 
because it reminds them of a house they 
once owned in Africa. And I, an American, 
was enchanted to be in a place that exudes 
old Caribbean charm with a house-party 
spirit. The setting made me feel as if I had 
been written into a 19th-century novel 
about a far corner of the British Empire. 

No wonder. The “great house” at the 
Golden Lemon was built when St. Kitts was 
an English colony. One of a score of Carib- 
bean plantation houses that have been re- 
stored, refurnished and opened as roman- 
tic inns, the Golden Lemon recalls the 
islands as they were before resort hotels 
and package tours began to intrude 

The pastoral, mountainous islands of St. 
Kitts and Nevis offer the largest concentra- 
tion of plantation inns, but the former 
French colony of Martinique has several as 
do other islands. 

These houses were first built in the 
1700s and early 1800s by nouveau-riche 
sugar planters who celebrated their suc- 
cess by emulating the elegant country es- 
tates of their native countries. They im- 
ported silver and porcelain and had local 
cabinetmakers make copies of furniture 
they had always admired. 
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Behind The Golden Lemon Inn, a 
restored plantation house (above) in 
Dieppe Bay, St. Kitts, rises Mt. 
Liamuiga. A stone carving typical of 
St. Kitts folk art fastens the 
hurricane shutters here (right). 


With the emancipation of slaves in the 
early 1800s, many plantations (always la- 
bor-intensive ) fell into ruin and stayed that 
way for over a hundred years until entre- 
preneurs saw the possibilities for turning 
them into inns. 

From the outside these inns have a lot in 
common: Most are located in the foothills 
of the mountains, surrounded by lush 
lawns and colorful gardens, and all have 
wraparound verandas designed to shield 
the planters from the tropical sun. 

The plantation houses have much. in 
common on the inside as well: louvered 
windows, high ceilings, canopied beds and 
ceiling fans that keep tropical breezes 
moving through the rooms. 


The Colonial Heritage of 

St. Kitts and Nevis 

Notable for the brilliant sun-yellow paint 
of its second story and the yellow-and- 
white-striped awnings, The Golden Lem- 
on Inn, with stone walls on the first floor 











and great arched entryways, was built in 
1025. The house was remodeled in the 
18th century by the English merchant John 
Gould, who shipped sugar to Bristol from 
his Dieppe Bay pier. 

The present owner of the Golden Lem- 
on, Arthur Leaman, was once an editor at 
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House and Garden, and his expertise in the 
decorative arts shows. When he was furnish- 
ing John Gould’s house and the surround- 
ing “villas” (built in contemporary style) 
Leaman combed St. Kitts to find fainting 
couches (“the ladies drank sherry till they 
passed out”), mahogany wardrobes, and 
four-poster beds carved with pineapples. 

At night Leaman presides in the dining 
room where the glow of candles in hurri- 
cane shades reflects in the burnished tops 
of mahogany tables. Dinners of island-in- 
spired fare include fresh seafood and local 
specialities such as soursop pudding 
(made from a native fruit) for dessert. 

To get to nearby Ottley’s Plantation 
Inn you drive along the island’s jagged 
coastline of black volcanic rocks. What is 
most dramatic about Ottley’s is its vast 
lawn—35 acres of undulating green punc- 
tuated by terraced gardens, mango or- 
chards, an avenue of royal palms and the 
ruins of a sugarcane factory. 

The stone-and-wood house, now flanked 
by stone English-style guest cottages, was 
built about 1832 in typical great-house style 
with two-story verandas and large storm 
shutters (painted bright yellow). 

Guests convene each evening in the hall 
of the main house where chintz-covered 
sofas mix with rattan furniture. Then they 
take a short walk down the hillside to

the dining pavilion in the old boiling house 
where sugarcane was crystallized. 

St. Kitts and Nevis, only two miles apart, 
are connected by ferry. Docking at Nevis’s 
tiny capital of Charlestown you can see 
colonial buildings painted the bright col- 
ors typical of Caribbean architecture. The 
elegant Nisbet Plantation Beach Club is 
a short drive north of Charlestown. 

Nisbet is famous in the island’s history 
as the home of Fanny Nisbet, the Nevisian 
socialite who married Admiral Lord Hora- 
tio Nelson in 1787, but what you will re- 
member best is the dramatic allée of palm 
trees sweeping from the veranda right 
down to the white sand beach. The house 
itself, built in 1778, is a classic example of 
West Indian architecture, with double ve- 
randas enclosed with louvered shutters. 
The rattan sofas and chairs on the veranda 
might be too casual for Fanny Nisbet's 
taste, but she would feel right at home 
with the mahogany tables, gleaming silver

and rose medallion china in the dining 
room. Thirty-eight pale yellow cottages 
scattered around the grounds are named 
after former Nevisian estates—Indian Cas- 
tle, Butler’s, Gingerland. 

At the opposite end of Nevis, a stone- 
walled road leads to Montpelier Planta- 
tion Imn—the estate where Fanny Nisbet 
married Lord Nelson two centuries ago. 
“The great house was a ruin in 1871, and by 
the time we got here in 1963 there was 
precious little else—only an old stone wind- 
mill,” says English expatriate James Milnes 
Gaskell, who owns Montpelier with his wife 
Celia. Gaskell designed the present inn to 
look like an old Caribbean house. 

The Gaskells have furnished the public 
rooms with traditional furniture and com- 
fortable sofas upholstered in floral cottons, 
and they have hung their own ancestral por- 
traits on the thick stone walls. Guests, who 
stay in simply furnished cottages clustered 
on the hillside, dine each evening on the 
main-house veranda high above the ocean. 

Sequestered even higher up on the Ne- 
vis mountainside, Hermitage Plantation 
resembles a charming farmhouse. The 
1740s shingled building—the oldest wood 
house in the Antilles—is the centerpiece 
of a mountainside cottage colony. Tiny Ca- 
ribbean guest cottages built in the vernac- 
ular style have lacy latticework and are 
painted the colors of a tropical rainbow. 


The French Flavor of Martinique 
Only a short helicopter ride from St. Kitts 
and Nevis, Martinique, once a French colo- 
ny, retains a Gallic flavor in food, architec- 
ture and history. Napoleon’s Empress Jose- 
phine was born on a sugar plantation here; 
and Gauguin, enchanted by the island’s 
vivid beauty, painted here in 1887. 

Leyritz Plantation Inn in northern 
Martinique overlooks the ruins of a formal 
French parterre. The pink stucco house 
with lacy wrought-iron balconies was built 
in the early 1700s by Michel de Leyritz, a 
young French officer with architectural 
training. Because Leyritz could not find 
masonry workers on the island, he 
shipped its volcanic stone back to France 
to be dressed and cut. The present owners 
of Leyritz, who face the same problem 
today, plan to import a stonemason from 
France to restore the house. 

Perhaps the most fantastic plantation

GARDEN GUIDE 


Plant a whole bed of dahlias, cannas and other tender bulbs 
so you can dig up and store them easily every 
fall, then replant and enjoy the flowers every summer 





By KEN DRUSE 
hen the seed and plant cata- 
logs arrive this month, the kid- 
in-a-candy-store syndrome 
takes over. Everything looks so 
good that enthusiasm tends to 
overtake the limitations of 

space, climate and time. For me this seems 

especially true with tender bulbs. 

Iam delighted by exotic calla lilies in sherbet 
tints (top right) richly colored dahlia flowers 
(all others right), colossal tropical cannas and 
spiky gladiolus for cutting. However, the 
bulbs—actually tubers and corms of these 
tropical plants—cannot survive a winter out- 
doors in most parts of the country. After bloom- 
ing, they must be dug up and stored indoors 

For years I planted these tender bulbs 
among my perennials for one glorious season 
of color. I let the plants die in the ground 
because it was impossible to dig them up with- 
out uprooting every adjacent plant. What a 
waste! Now | plant one garden entirely with 
tender bulbs, as in the plan below, so I can dig 
them up together. Such a bulb bed can take any 
form, and this four-by-five-foot plan can certain- 
ly be scaled down or adapted. Plant each bulb 
in the spring, being careful to follow package 
instructions. As new shoots emerge, mulch the 
area around them with a thick layer of coarse 
material—shredded pine bark, mini bark nug- 
gets or hay, but not peat moss. Then feed the 
plants periodically with a fertilizer high in

phosphorus and potassium. 

Next fall, when foliage has withered after the 
first hard frost, pry up the soil carefully with a 
garden fork. You will be astonished at what you 
see. A dahlia tuber, for example, which resem- 
bled a small sweet potato when you bought it 
will have grown to look like a bunch of ba- 
nanas. Keep all the varieties separated and la- 
beled so you can control colors and heights 
when you replant next spring. 

Fleshy tubers should be washed and stored 
in crates or baskets in a dry, cool but not 
freezing place. Layer the tubers in nearly dry 
peat moss or vermiculite to cushion the roots 
and keep them from drying ovt completely. 
Sprinkle water on the peat moss now and then. 
Before replanting in spring, cut tubers apart, 
including at least one growing eye. 

Bulbs with scaly skins, such as gladiolus, 
should be stored dry in old mesh onion bags or 
nylon stockings—not plastic-film bags—and 
hung in an airy place out of danger of freezing 
Proper drying and good air circulation usually 
ward off pest problems, but many people dust 
these bulbs with an insecticide-fungicide mix 
ture before putting them away. 

Before replanting, you will find it best to 
separate large and small corms. The large ones 
will bloom the first year. After a spring and 
summer of growth in the ground the cormlets 
will reach blooming size—ready to fill out an- 
other bed of bountiful tender bulbs next time 
you plant them. ™@

the accessories and features you order. For 
example, are you adding a sun space to 
gain light? Are you more interested in so- 
lar heat benefits? Should the solar heat 
warm one room or several? Perhaps you 
have more than a single goal in mind. 

A sun space used for raising flats of 
flowers should not be equipped in the 
same way as one created for intimate din- 
ner parties Or One expected to house a spa 
tub. Conditions ideal for exotic greenery 
are not necessarily ideal for people. To 
guarantee a comfortable nighttime tem- 
perature, be sure to select a forced-air 
system that produces quick warmth even 
in cold weather. If you want a place where 
plants will flourish, provide for as much 
overhead light as possible through roof 
glazing or skylights, and you might want to 
include a hose hookup with a drain set 
into a brick or ceramic tile floor. 

As you plan your sun space, consider 
the impact it will have on traffic flow in 
other rooms. Because people will be 
drawn to the new space, think about a 
design that allows access from more than 
one room—say from the kitchen and an 
adjoining dining room or even the living 
room. And if you plan to dine and enter- 
tain in your sun space, be sure you locate 
it near the kitchen or a pantry that has a 
refrigerator and sink. 

“A sun space on the west side of the 
house won't give you effective solar gain,” 
Watson warns. So if solar heating is your 
major aim, plan for a sun space that faces 
south, southeast or southwest. Be sure to 
choose furnishings that can withstand the 
effects of strong, steady sunlight and make 
insulating, air-cooling and venting provi- 
sions to take the edge off summer. In all 
but the hottest climates, just planting a 
deciduous tree may satisfy that need, so 
long as you do not site it close enough to 
be threatening in a storm. The tree will 
shade your sun space in summer, and 
when the leaves are gone, it will give you 
sunlight all winter. [f you are concerned 
about summer heat, omit Overhead glass 
entirely and plan a sun space with glass 
walls shielded from summer sun by a shal- 
low overhang. 

“There’s no need to go overboard on 
solar heat gain,” says Eddie Cazayoux, who 
heads the architecture department at the 
University of Southwestern Louisiana in La- 
fayette. “The more purposes your space 
serves, the better off you'll be.” According 
to Cazayoux, it is possible to design a 
plant-filled indoor-outdoor addition that 
gains heat and functions as an informal 
family room. 





Sun-Space Variations 
A sun space need not always be used to 
extend a house; it can also be effective in 
joining existing spaces. For example, add- 
ing a sun space to a courtyard between the 
wings of an L- or U-shaped house results in 
airy space that can be reached from more 
than one room. Or consider a lean-to de- 
sign to open up a solid outside wall: anoth- 
er way to open several rooms to the light, 
a view and the potential for solar heat gain. 
Sun spaces do not have to be added at 
ground level. A lean-to or other design can 
open up a top floor hallway. Or think 
about replacing a traditional dormer with 
a sun space that expands an upstairs room. 
Why not add a sun space to a north bed- 





room or study to gain subtle, calming 
light? By the simple use of roof glazing, the 
sun room and any adjoining rooms open 
to it will feel much larger, even though 
you may be adding only a few square feet 
of usable space. 

No matter what your home’s architectur- 
al style is, you will find a sun-space kit 
made to suit it, from a Victorian conserva- 
tory to a curved-eave contemporary. The 
best advice would be integrate the new 
structure as much as possible with the old. 
“Select a design with the same roof pitch 
as the roof of your house,” suggests Mi- 
chael Probach of Lindal Cedar Sun Rooms 
in Seattle. 

If you choose a site-built sun space in-

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stead of a manufactured kit, plan to in- 
clude the same materials as the existing 
building. “Take your design cues from the 
original structure,” says R.P.L.’s Donald 
Watson. For example, if your windows 
have painted mullions, be sure to build a 
sun space with mullions you can paint. 
“There is an art to designing a sun space,” 
he cautions, “It’s a specialty. Become in- 
formed yourself before hiring an architect 
or contractor.” The information you need 
is available, just for the asking, from sun- 
space manufacturers. 


The Cost Factor 
You should expect to pay only a little more 
to buy and install a sun-space kit than you 


would for a standard room addition. “After 
all,” says Knight, “you’re building a room 
that’s essentially all windows. And a really 
good window costs more than the wall 
that surrounds it.” 

Sun-room kits start at about $4,500 for a 
basic 9-by-9-foot model and can cost 
$50,000 and more for grander spaces. Bear 
in mind these figures do not include the 
cost of the footings, foundation or installa- 
tion. Many kit dealers will provide installa- 
tion, or at the very least supply a list of 
subcontractors familiar with their product 
and capable of installing it. You should 
budget about two-and-a-half times the cost 
of the kit so you have enough money to 
build a foundation, assemble the compo-

Here are the questions to ask before 
you sign a contract: 


1. How strong is the structure? 
Building codes vary; make sure the 
unit you like meets recommended 
weight loads (wind- and snow-load 
capacity) for your area. 


2. If you have chosen a wood-frame 
sun space, are the components pre- 
servative-treated? Epoxy coatings, 
for example, are formulated to pro- 
long the life of redwood and cedar. 


3. Is the sun space put together with 
stainless-steel or aluminum screws, 
nuts and bolts?

4. Is the sun space designed to dis- 
perse condensation?

ust down the road from Telluride, Colo., 
lies a valley where the land dips and rises to- 
ward the mountains in the distance. In summer 
the air is full of birdsong, and green grass sweeps 
into the distance like the sea; in winter, snow muffles 
the world for weeks at a time. But always, winter and sum- 
mer, the sun seems to find its way here. 

It took Lynn and Kurt Kircher years, and thousands of 
miles, to find their own paths to this peaceful valley and to 
build their house, which sits among the cottonwood trees 
as if it grew there. “We looked all over the West,” says 
Lynn Kircher, “but when we came here we knew wed 
come home.” 

She had grown up in New York State, he in Sweden; she 
had gone off to Australia “to find herself”; he had come to 
America and taught cross-country skiing. She moved to 
Colorado, took his course, liked the sport, loved the in- 
structor. They married and went to Europe for several 
months. 

“I came home full of ideas about what I wanted in a 
house,” Lynn Kircher says. When the time came to build, 
they found this 40-acre property with good pastureland, a 
stream that never freezes, and “the views ... oh, the 
views.” 

Those floods of Colorado sunshine were important, 
too, for the Kirchers planned a passive solar-heated house. 
Such a house requires a roof overhang to shield windows 
in summer, yet welcome the low sun of winter, and abun- 
dant insulation to retain the heat at night. 

The north side of the house is buried four to six feet 
into the soil to prevent heat loss, so the plans called for 
lots of concrete and tile to soak up and radiate the natural 
energy. “In the winter our indoor temperature varies just 
four degrees from day to night.” The Kirchers have a wa- 
ter heater and a wood stove, but no furnace. They use a 
“sun space,” a glassed-in room below the bathroom, to dry 
their clothes—a process that also helps humidify the 
house. >

ynn Kircher’s 
memories of European houses 
showed up in the design, especial- 
ly when the energy efficiency of 
the structure was reinforced: A 
steeply pitched roof sheds snow 
easily; a small bedroom “almost 
like a Swedish box bed” stays 
warm and cozy despite the cold. 

The Kirckers moved in during 
a snowstorm on Christmas Eve, 
dragging their belongings on sleds 
over the road they had built, past 
the well they had drilled. Though 
they had tailored the house plan 
to their needs and wishes—a 
sleeping porch for summer 
nights, an open-plan lower level, a 
small fireplace just for settling 
nearby with a book or a compan- 
ion—living in the house still pro- 
vided pleasant surprises. 

“We had the most extraordi- 
nary craftsmen,” Lynn Kircher 
says. “The stonemason, the iron- 
worker, the carpenters all did very 
special things here—the beauty of 
their work was like a gift to us, 
and it gave a special spirit to the 
house.” Lynn settled down to a 
year of sewing curtains, slipcovers 
and pillows until the sanetlooded 
house was full of warm, rich col- 
ors. “There’s a wonderful combi- 
nation of surfaces—ironwork, 
plaster, and old beams we brought 
from a tumble-down building. 
And we're surrounded by things 
we love.”

ela and Don 
Gleason’s secret 
for family success 
seems remarkably 
old-fashioned— 
making us think of

When the Gleasons started their fur- 
niture company, Summer Hill, six 
years ago, the design studio was in the 
little cottage by the pool. “The 
kids—then in their early teens—were 
around for every decision, and Keri 
helped out on many catalog photo 
shoots,” says Rela. 

Eight years ago Rela and Don built 
the cottage across the lawn from the 
main house, a ranch they had remod- 
eled and moved into in 1972.

n their honeymoon at 
the lake in the Adirondack Moun- 
tains, Thad and Barbara Collum 
went to a party at this very 
boathouse and fell in love all over 
again—this time with the quirky 
turrets, the great stone fireplace, 
the splendid views.

ustus D. Shepard in 1921—the 
ey of the great Adirondack 
camps—is connected to a separate 
structure of the same vintage con- 
taining four bedrooms. The prop- 
erty also includes two smaller, 
winterized cabins, once home to 
guides and maids. 

Barbara Collum, a decorator 
who has made Adirondack style 
her specialty, filled the wood- 
lined rooms with antique rustic 
and twig furniture found in the 
area, including some museum- 
worthy pieces. “Many were built 
for the great camps by local care- 
takers during the long winters, 
she says. Banas has put together 
a significant collection of oil 
paintings, bronzes and European 
silver representing stags or trout. 

Every Memorial Day, when the 
season opens, the boathouse hosts 
a grand family reunion, bringing 
grown Collum kids from far and 
wide. Barbara—dubbed “an 
amazing cook” by her son Doug- 
las—produces a fabulous feast, 
and neighbors who drop by are 
handed a plate. The siblings dare 
each other into the frigid water by 
day, and have long, serious talks 
on the deck by moonlight. ‘ ‘For 
this family,” says its father, 
“Memorial Day at the lake is an 
even more important reunion 
time than Christmas. The 
boathouse is our heart’s home.”

ith the eager help of their three chil- 
dren, Geof and Kathie Foote spent two years gath- 
ering cast-off building materials, Their most sig- 
nificant finds, three settlement-era log cabins, 
form the core of the house that Geof’s brother, 
Jonathan, an architect based in Livingston, Mont., 
helped design. Says Geof: “We wanted to create 
something really gentle that would fit in with the 
natural beauty around us.” 

Although everyone pitched in to reconstruct 
the disassembled houses, no one excelled at 
carpentry like young Geoff, then 13. So impressed 
was builder Eric Johnson that four years ago he 
hired Geoff, now 28, to join his building crew. 
That first autumn, the windows were still not in- 
stalled and not enough wood had been chopped 
for fires. Fortunately for the Footes, it was unsea- 
sonably mild. 

“Almost everything we live on comes off the 
ranch,” says Geof, proud of the farm’s progress 
since those early days. Potatoes, onions, squash, 
rhubarb and other vegetables abound in the gar- 
den, and herbs thrive in the greenhouse year- 
round. “The only fruit I’ve had any luck growing 
other than currants and a few berries is arctic crab 
apples,” says Kathie, who barters for or buys the 
apples, apricots and peaches she needs for her 
jams. The Footes breed Belgian horses, which 
they use instead of tractors to work the ranch. In 
the snow, the family can be found gliding in a 
horse-driven sleigh on their daily visits to the cor- 
rals of sheep organically raised for their wool, hides 
and meat. Their Pennsylvania wild turkeys have 
grown from a flock of 7 just a few years ago to 75. 
“We love the birds and animals,” says Geof. “They 
keep us company during the long winters.” Hl

ime has not stood still at Janice and 
Jerry Jacobs's Washington, D.C., house 
in the 15 years that have passed since 
they moved in with their three small chil- 
dren.

thers might have 
been put off by the 
bungalow’s jerry-built 
construction, small rooms 
and shabby state, but Mar- 
shall Watson saw great potential 
in the little structure. Commissioned by 
his client, New York theatrical producer 
Paul Sparks, to completely renovate the 
house and garage, Watson devised his 
plan: a mc bedoees main house and 
separate guesthouse linked by a brick- 
paved terrace (above left). Turning his at- 
tention first to the main house, Watson 
removed the wall between a tiny sun 
porch and equally cramped living room 
to create a single 15-by-15-foot living 
space (opposite). By adding a pair of 
French doors at one end he opened the 
room to the lush patio. 

Then Watson turned to the garage, a 
bare room with a mud floor. Once he saw 
it Sheetrocked and with a new floor and 
wainscoting installed, the original 
peaked ceiling suggested a garden pavil- 
ion in the Swedish countryside (see over- 
leaf). 

In decorating the interiors entirely 
with furnishings available in stores today, 
Watson relied on tricks he had learned in 
his early days as a theatrical designer. Al- 
though some designers might have cho- 
sen small-scale furniture to make the 
small rooms seem spacious, Watson did 
just the opposite. For the living room he 
selected overscaled slipper chairs from 
Drexel Heritage Furnishings, $810 each, 
as well as a sofa 40 inches deep from 
T.RS., $2,495. The result is a sumptu- 
ous look that belies the remodeled room's 
modest dimensions. By cleverly arrang- 
ing the furniture he was able to nudge 
two seating groups and a dining area into 
a 225-square-foot living space. >

and also use UV (ultra-violet shielding) glass 
or UV plexiglass to protect against ultra- 
violet rays in sunlight and fluorescent light. 
@ Do not mount photos with glue or adhe- 
sive. Use acid-free hinges or paper corners. 
Storing tips: 

® Keep original prints and negatives some- 
where cool and dry. 

® Photos should be kept in sleeves made 
of archival-quality, acid-free paper. 

® Negatives are also best taken care of in 
sleeves of special plastic or containers of 
stainless steel. 

@ Beware of cardboard boxes—they con- 
tain chemicals that can discolor and fade 
photographs or make them britthe—and of 
store-bought photo albums. The plastic 
and paper contain chemicals that speed 
the deterioration of photographs. Invest in 
albums made of special archival-quality pa- 
per. Two leading manufacturers are Univer- 
sity Products, Inc., in Holyoke, Mass.

house in the Caribbean is Saint-Aubin. 
Of pink stone with steeply pitched roofs, 
windowed gables, and double verandas on 
all four sides, Saint-Aubin looks like an 
illustration in a book of fairy tales. It was 
built in the 1920s by a French planter 
whose wooden house in the mountains 
had been. destroyed by termites. The cur- 
rent owner, Guy Foret, has restored the 
house, outbuildings and perennial gar- 
dens and has added a swimming pool in a 
grove of almond trees. 

The ambience here is distinctly French, 
and casual, with an unpretentious dining 
room furnished with ladderback chairs. The 
menu changes daily but always includes 
grilled fish and is accompanied by a good 
French wine from Foret’s cellar. 

When you are sitting on the veranda it is 
easy to imagine what life was like for a 
West Indian planter, and even easier to 
understand why the early settlers traveled 
so far to live here. There are many parts of 
the Caribbean the colonials would not rec- 
ognize today, but they would feel right at 
home on this veranda seeing the sugar- 
cane fields roll down to the sea.

In the dining 
room, she pulled a collection of elegant but unmatched chairs 
to the table and added a sofa out of sheer sociability. We love 
the use-as-you-choose attitude of these rooms. 

Perhaps nothing in the world is more exhilarating than 
opening a door and literally stepping into one’s vision. This 
issue is our house-warming for the new decade. Come in, look

An antiques forum is a tour 
through our design past 
and a present-day visit to a 
wonderful town. Here: A 
Natchez forum diary plus a 
round-up of events elsewhere

It turned out to be a 
trip through time, al- 
though the invitation 
was very much in the 
present. The event was 
an antiques forum in 
Natchez, Miss., on the 
subject of “Eagles, Urns 
and Inlay: The Federal 
Style of the New Republic.” 
The three-day program 
promised eight distinguished 
speakers as well as opportu- 
nities to explore Natchez and 
enjoy southern hospitality in 
old houses with evocative names like Pro- 
pinquity and Hawthorne. 

I have been to antiques forums before, 
at Colonial Williamsburg and Old Stur- 
bridge Village, and I know how they can 
be a world in themselves, a foray into the 
past with curators, collectors and dealers. 
But I had never been to Mississippi. 

I was heading 90 miles southwest of the 
airport in Jackson, the state capital. Natch- 
ez is perched like a balcony on a 200-foot 
bluff overlooking the Mississippi River. 
The best way to get there is to drive on the 
Natchez Trace Parkway. The ultimate time- 
traveler’s highway, it has two lanes that 
meander through woods, meadows, farms 
and shadowed groves, Indian mounds and 
small, clean towns like Port Gibson.

It is the best way to get to Natchez and 
to let Natchez get to you. It happens in the 
expected ways. The grandeur of Greek Re- 
vival and Federal mansions evokes the 
city’s great wealth before the Civil War, 
when Natchez represented society for 
planters marooned in the vast reaches of 
an agricultural economy. Afterward, as a 
forum hostess put it, people were “too 
poor to paint and too proud to white- 
wash.” Poverty is preservation’s friend: 
Old things don’t get thrown out for new; 
buildings don’t get modernized. 

But Natchez gets to you in unexpected 
ways, too. City trees are mulched with a 
deep layer of pecan shells; parking meters 
do not file down the streets but crape 
myrtles do, and behind them houses of all 
sorts—Victorian, Creole, Federal brick. 
They are all near each other and near the 
antiques shops, the downtown A&P and 
the Natchez Eola Hotel, vintage 1920s, 
painted and polished and the antiques fo- 
rum’s home base. 

This is where our journey through time 
began, in the hotel’s ballroom, while the 
200 people attending the forum sat still 
and traveled far, conveyed by well-chosen 
slides and words. We went back to the 
1820s Federal period and 40 years before 
that to a time when America was born. 
What it was like then, what people bought 
and thought—and why—became vividly 
clear in a darkened room. 


New Style For a New Country 

Wendell Garrett started us off. Editor of 
The Magazine ANTIQUES for many years and 
now a vice-president at Sotheby's in New 
York, Garrett has been the Natchez An- 
tiques Forum’s good friend since he 
helped it get started 17 years ago. As we 
listened, Garrett opened the door to a 
view of a prosperous post-Revolutionary 
America acutely aware of being a new na- 
tion, with limitless horizons on the land 
and in the mind. It was the high noon of 
the Enlightenment, when man was perfect- 
ible and rational. And America, in shaping 
its national character, had the world to 
choose from—including classical antiqui- 
ty. Buried for millennia, Herculaneum and 
Pompeii began to be uncovered in the 
mid-1700s, revealing a noble past that 
could be incorporated into a noble Ameri- 
can future. Ancient Greece and Rome in- 
spired this country in fundamental ways 
we hardly think about any more, but we 
sull have a heritage of towns named Ath- 
ens, Troy and Sparta and names of institu- 
tions like the Senate, buildings like the 
Capitol, the college campus, this Natchez 


event or any other forum. 

As Garrett talked, we saw the complexity 
of neoclassical America in a panorama of 
slides: a bust of Washington in a toga; 
Grecian urns, sheaves of wheat, and Ro- 
man thunderbolts ornamenting furniture; 
classical geometry in rooms, buildings and 
silver; a purity Of purpose in portraits. 

As Garrett was the doorkeeper to Feder- 
al America, welcoming us inside, subse- 
quent speakers guided us through its 
rooms. Neoclassical architecture was Rich- 
ard Guy Wilson's subject. He is a professor 
and chairman of the architectural history 
department at the University of Virginia, 
which Thomas Jefferson built using Roman 
architecture “in service to education.” We 
looked over Wilson’s shoulder at Jefferson 
the architect and at Palladio, whose design 
books were Jefferson’s bible. We consid- 
ered cross-cultural influences from the 
continent, England, the ancient world, the 
American North and South. In the space of 
an hour, Wilson took us to more cities to 
examine more buildings than we could 
ever manage on our own, all the while 
delineating what makes them not simply 
neoclassical but American neoclassical. | 

Janine Skerry, assistant curator at Histor- 
ic Deerfield, Mass., presided over the din- 
ing rooms, tea tables and sideboards of 
Federal America. Americans eager for so- 
phisticated tableware ordered matching 
sets in the newest designs and colors from 
abroad (including tea sets with creamers 
shaped like Roman helmets and sugar 
bowls like urns). 

Deanne Levison of Atlanta, an antiques 
associate with Israel Sack, Inc., in New 
York, looked closely at Federal furniture in 
the South. She compared the sophisticated 
style of coastal Charleston and Williams- 
burg with backcountry adaptations. Of 
transitional pieces, she said, “They didn't 
stop making Chippendale on December 
31, 1789, and begin Federal the next day.” 
She showed us an eight- legged sideboard, | 
a typically tall, elongated Southern piece, 
with inlay representing cotton bolls. | 
Southerners enjoyed botanical motifs. 

Sumpter Priddy II, formerly at Colonial 
Williamsburg and now an antiques dealer 
and museum consultant in Richmond, Va., 
explored the delightful subject of “fancy 
furniture’—as in fanciful. Painted surfaces, 
whimsical ornament and visual tricks took | 
extraordinary forms in this period, per- 
haps as relief from classical austerity—or 
maybe its flip side: wild, outsize grain 
painting on chests and cupboards, mugs 
with a frog at the bottom or a teapot with a 
bird’s-head spout, faux marble with dis- 
tinct images swirled among the abstractions. 

On the final day Kevin Tierney, a lean, 
elegant Irishman who is a senior vice pres- |

ident at Sotheby’s and the director of its 
silver department, talked about the lean 
and elegant silver that gleamed on Federal 
sideboards.

There were new 
functions for the form: tea caddies, punch 
bowls and water pitchers, and all kinds of 
spoons (silver forks were rarely made in 
America until after 1800). 

Ronald Hurst, the curator of furniture at 
Colonial Williamsburg, discussed some- 
thing I had always wanted to know more 
about—why furniture from the same peri- 
od (Federal) in the same region (Chesa- 
peake) with the same economy (cash 
crops) can be so dramatically different. 
Norfolk furniture does not have what he 
called “Baltimore’s costly pizzazz.” Balti- 
more, which hardly existed before the 
Revolution, became a boom town after- 
ward and its citizens liked their furniture 
bold and bright.

First, choose the right wood. Although somewhat more 
expensive, the heartwood of redwood is an excellent sur- 
vivor amid the daily bouts of weather. Cedar and cypress 
heartwoods are good choices. Otherwise, turn to pressure- 
treated lumber to thwart the onset of rain, snow, sun and 
bugs. 


For your own pleasure; to entertain guests and to keep a 
leck looking smart for potential buyers some day, here are a 
ew tips. 


Second, to keep wood firm and splinter-free, apply a 
quality wood sealer 30 to 60 days after installation and then 
once every 14 to 18 months. Before applying a sealer over 
an existing deck that’s begin to weather, scrub the wood. 

Use a commercial deck cleaner or scrub with a mix of 1/4- 
cup household detergent and 1/4-cup of clothes-washing 
bleach in a bucket of warm water. 


Under the relentless glare of the sun, all wood outdoors 
turns gray eventually. If you want to retain the original 
color, do what many of us do for gray hair: add color. Clean 
the deck and apply a semi-transparent wood stain in the 
color tone that appeals to you. 
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et there be 
Skylights. 


“Properly placed, I think skylights are a 
wonderful addition to a house,” observes 
Shirley Schaefer, vice-president, St. Louis 
Appraisal Co., St. Louis, MO. “Owners 
should get back 100% of their cost when they 
sell. Moreover, today’s skylights are so much 
better. They don’t leak!” 

Skylights and sky windows (skylights 
within reach of and operated by an adult) are 
gloom chasers. Even amid a raging thunder- 
storm, watching the lightening, swaying trees 
and downpour through a skylight is akin to 
watching a nature show on cable TV. Falling 
snow looks positively ethereal through a sky- 
light. 

On a sultry summer day, an open sky- 
light will release heated air accumulating near 
the ceiling, producing a low-level air current 
from floor to ceiling. Encouraged by a fan 
perhaps, this air movement could forestall the 
need to turn on air conditioning. 








On the practical side, a skylight 
saves electricity. Sunlight, even 
through clouds, will illuminate a 
dark room sufficiently to obviate 


the need for electric light. Almost 
five times as. much light fills a 
room through a skylight as through 
the same size opening in a wall. 








LOSES 


Shirley Schaefer is correct: skylights are 
much improved today. Still, you would be 
wise to choose a quality product and a proven 
installer. Low-cost units still on the market 
could turn into headaches. 

Upgrades for skylights include electri- 
cally-operated openers. Yes, these eat up 
some of the electricity saved by turning off 
lights, but nowhere near as much as what 
lights burn. Some companies offer automatic 
electric openers. If the skylight is open and 
rain begins, a sensor signals the opener con- 
trol and the skylight cranks down. 

Today, most quality skylights are fitted 
with tempered (safety) glass. Double glazing 
is standard, and a number of companies also 
offer low-e glass to filter out damaging sun 


rays. Screens generally are part of the pack- 


age, and blinds or shades are optional. 
Plastic glazing, sorne of which finds its 


way into low-cost units, is produced in two | 


forms for skylights. 
Acrylic lighfs are more impact-resistant 
than tempered glass, but the surface scratches 
easily. Wind-driven twigs or sleet could tum 
the outside surface slightly cloudy. 
Polycarbonate delivers excellent impact 
resistance, and in fact is often chosen for 
security windows. Tne disadvantage: exposed 
to sun, polycarbonate will darken. To skirt 
that issue, many makers tint polycarbonate a ° 
bronze color. ;

Ordinarily, one would not expect home 
eekers to wax poetic over windows.

Cold air convections penetrate the 
glass as if it were cheesecloth, and 
chilling wind seeps easily through 
cracks around the window. 








Modern, double-glazed, low-e (low emis- 
sivity) windows, snug against carefully 
designed, chill-stopping weatherstripping, 
reach insulating values as high as 3/4 the rat- 
ing of a solid house wall packed with insula- 
tion. Progress in this industry has been phe- 
nomenal. 

The low-e advantage is provided by virtu- 
ally invisible coatings on the glass or by 
thin, invisible sheets of plastic suspended 
between two panes in double-glazing. 
Highly-touted, triple-glazed windows, often 
sold by local firms, do not provide much 
more insulating value than uncoated double- 
glazed sash. 

Proof of the pudding comes from owners 
of houses fitted with new coated windows. 
They are more than content. They are 
amazed at the draftless interior environment, 
the minimum loss of heat at night through 
large expanses of glass, and the midday 
comfort in summer sitting near a window.

A generous deck for 
entertaining, as a family 
center or personal retreat, 

can give your house a 
new lease on life

ecks are airy Open spaces that 
can add significantly to the ar- 
chitecture of a house. Equally 
significant, they extend indoor 
living areas and increase the 
usefulness of outdoor spaces 
Set among trees and wrapped around one 
soaring example, this California deck 
(above) creates a dramatic transition be- 
tween indoors and outdoors. But decks 
are no longer known only to homeowners 
in sunny climes; they have proved them- 
selves effective all over the country 

How do you design a deck that fits in 
with your house aesthetically and suits the 
needs of your family? The answer is plan- 
ning. A deck can be the perfect place for 
children to play on or an ideal spot for 
isolated relaxation. Your deck can be a 
gracious setting for elegant dinners or an 
informal corner for family cookouts. Or 
you can design a deck as an outdoor sitting 
room—an extension of family life in- 
doors—or as a secluded spot for a spa tub 
or occasional sunbathing. The possibilities

are limitless; your needs and your pocket- 
book will shape the parameters 


How Big Should Your Deck Be? 

Skimping on size is the most common 
planning error, say architects and profes- 
sional deck builders. The reason is that 
where size is concerned there is only a 
loose rule of thumb to follow: 20 square 
feet, a 4-by-5-foot space, for each person 
who uses the deck. If yours is intended 
mainly for the family, your computations 
will be fairly simple, more complex if you 
contemplate entertaining on a grander 
scale. You will also want to factor in lot 


size and topography, along with the size of 


your budget. All affect deck size 

It is perfectly acceptable to build a deck 
that occupies virtually all the available space 
in your yard, particularly if the lot is small 
On a large lot, however, you have a chance 
to balance your deck with other elements 
lawn, garden, pool, pond or play yard 

Circumstance and potential use may dic- 
tate that you also factor in bonus space for 
your deck. For example, though a mini-

mum of 64 square feet is suggested for a 


dining table and chairs, you will need 
more square footage if you want to in- 
clude a separate seating area, a built-in 
grill or a spa tub. You will also want to 
allow for traffic to flow around, not 
through, seating, cooking and play areas, 


and allow a minimum of three feet. of 


clearance between activities 

Access, too, is important. The planning 
stage is the time to consider the best way 
to enter both house and garden from the 
deck. You might want to add sliding glass 
doors, for example, or French doors, to 
whichever room opens to it. A by-product 
of such an addition would be an expanded 
year-round view of the outdoors 


Where to Locate the Deck 
How you plan to use your deck will have 
enormous influence on its placement as 
well as its design. If, for example, you 
dream of leisurely weekend breakfasts in 
early morning sun, build your deck on the 
south side of the house. If you long to laze

away the afternoon in a shaded hammock, 
consider the east side of the house. Except 
in midsummer, the north side gets little 
sunshine and is susceptible to mildew. 

While a deck may offer a way to expand 
living and dining spaces when !ocated 
near the dining room or kitchen, other 
possible locations exist. How about adding 
a second-story deck outside the master 
suite as a private treetop retreat? A deck 
could also be designed to expand a front 
entry—a_ kind of spin on the Victorian 
front porch. Or add a deck along one side, 
instead of the rear of your house. 

Once you and your family have agreed 
on location, choose a sunny day and jot 
down exactly what you see at the potential 
site. When would the deck receive full 
sun? Is the view pleasant, or do you look 
directly at the back or side of your neigh- 
bor’s old garage? Can you see the street or 
be seen from it—or from your neighbor's 
house? Such factors should be considered. 


Practicalities of Deck Design 
A deck, like any other living area, should 
be planned for comfort as well as utility. 
Keller Donovan, a New York City interior 
designer, recommends that your plan in- 
clude several types and groups of seat- 
ing—rockers, lounge chairs, benches fit- 
ted with comfortable cushions. Built-ins 
will add architectural interest, but remem- 
ber that fixed benches create an inflexible 
arrangement and should not be the only 
seating. Your design should also include a 
table big enough for a buffet plus smaller 
movable side tables on which to set 
drinks, plants, books or a newspaper. The 
designer points out that the intensity of the 
daylight a deck receives should affect its 
design and furnishings. If, for instance, 
your deck will be in the path of mid- to 
late-afternoon sun, plan to add a trellis or 
arbor so you can grow vines for shade 
“Decks tend to be hard-edged,” cautions 
Donovan. One way to soften the look is by 
planning a multilevel deck that makes a 
gradual transition from the house to the 
garden. “But,” says Larry Bencze, a Cran- 
bury, NJ., landscape architect, “be careful 
not to make any level so small as to be 
nearly useless. The number and size of 
your deck levels should be determined by 
the functions you intend them to have.” 
It takes care and some skill to design a 
deck that looks like part of the house in- 
stead of a tacked-on appendage. Here is 
where the expertise of an architect or ex- 
perienced deck builder comes into play. 
No matter what your house style is, a pro- 
fessional can find or custom-order weath- 
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The ideal deck addition is designed to look like part 
of the house rather than a tacked-on appendage 
on which you park the lounge chairs and barbecue 





er-resistant’ millwork products—decora- 
tive spindles and railings, lattice panels, 
turned finials and posts—that will enable 
you to create a compatible deck. And there 
is a variety of stain and deck paint colors 
available to marry the new deck happily 
with your existing home. 

To soften the look of the deck and en- 
hance the transition from house to garden, 
it would be wise to provide a place to 
display hanging plants or to cultivate a 
container garden. If possible, incorporate 
an existing tree into your design (as in the 
photograph) or put the deck close enough 
so that the tree enhances the area. 

Proper lighting is essential to good deck 
design, as you will probably use the deck 
at night. But do not try to recreate the 
brightness of daylight by hanging one big 
spotlight off the house and training it on 
the deck. Not only will it provide an unnat- 
ural glaring light, it will also draw  in- 
sects—even if you use those fairly effective 
bug-resistant yellow spots. Instead, install a 
spotlight or a floodlight in a tree some 
distance away. Augment the light with all- 
weather reading lamps on the deck, then 
add to the warm, inviting atmosphere with 
the soft glow of hurricane candles or oil 
lamps. Plan also to include low-voltage 
lights along walkways, near steps, under 
benches and planters—tor safety and drama. 


Deck Construction and Cost 

Local building codes will definitely affect 
the design of your deck, and here again 
the advice of a pro can be helpful. Codes 
dictate the setback—how far from the 
property line your deck is built. And in 
some communities the law requires decks 
more than 18 inches above ground level to 
have a railing. For safety’s sake, both the 
height of the railing and the spacing of its 
verticals must conform to standards. Local 
codes also dictate the spacing of concrete 
footings and the size of support beams. 
Important: Never hire a contractor who 
wants to skip applying for a building per- 
mit and avoid the required inspections. 
Building codes are legal safeguards—for 
you and your family. 

Material and labor costs vary from re- 
gion to region, and naturally the more 
elaborate your plan, the higher its price 
tag. Pressure-treated lumber can cost up to 
25 percent less than naturally weather- and 
insect-resistant redwood or cedar, and 
keep in mind that labor costs rise and fall 


seasonally. If you build before the spring 
rush, there may be a price break. 

A deck built to the dimensions of avail- 
able lumber—that is, a design calling for 
the fewest cuts and the least waste—keeps 
costs in line. Complex, curved shapes can 
add considerably to waste, thus raising the 
cost. If you have special design needs for 
your deck, be sure to budget for them. 

As you plan, think of your new deck as 
more than a place to park the lounge 
chairs and the barbecue. It has the poten- 
tial for being a convenient and attractive 
extension of interior space and a comfort- 
able way to enjoy outdoor living.

DECK DOS AND DON’TS 


@ If your deck is large, try to provide 
more than one approach to it from the 
garden and avoid bottlenecks. 

@ if your plans call for dining space, 
make sure to allow for easy access to the 
kitchen—if not with a door then with a 
window designed as a pass-through. 
@if children figure prominently in 
your family life, note that steep or an- 
gled steps and multilevel decks can be 
troublesome for youngsters or anyone 
with limited physical capabilities. 

@ Install your barbecue out of the flow 
of traffic, away from play areas and at a 
distance from doors and windows so 
that smoke from the grill does not en- 
ter the house. Or choose a grill you can 
move when the wind shifts. 

@When furnishing your deck, avoid 
buying real wicker or rattan. Manufac- 
tured wicker, made of coated paper 
wrapped around aluminum wire, 
stands up better to changing weather.

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eople nowadays want 
warmer, more nurturing 
environments that support 
the way they really live,” says 
architect Taylor. “This house pro- 
vides a balance between reassuringly 
traditional values and the demands of contempo- 
rary living. At the same time it fulfills our yearning 
for the new and the surprising.” 

House of the 90s gives major consideration to 
the needs of the family, and every member is given 
equal consideration. There are spaces—the livin 
and dining rooms, breakfast room and kitchen— 
in which the family comes together. There are pri- 
vate spaces—the conservatory, “secret room,” oc- 
tagon room and the bedrooms—where it is possi- 
ble to find solitude or a private conversation or to 
study, read, relax or do desk work. 

“The key to this design is flexibility,” says de- 
signer Braithwaite. Each room has a distinct per- 
sonality, but all spaces flow together, relating to 
each other and to the total design. “In the nineties 
we have no need for unused rooms,” she adds. 
“Most rooms in this house can have more than one 
function and can adapt to a family’s changing 
needs and living patterns. The architecture is 
strong throughout; the decorating is comfortable 
and just a little on the playful side.”

arly in Martha Hyer Wallis’s ff 
career, Life magazine chronicled her 
success as a Faliswood actress. In 10 
pages of photographs of her home 
filled with antique furniture, Impres- 
sionist paintings and gleaming old sil- 
ver, the magazine described be taste 
for “nothing but the best.” The actress 
had worked hard to achieve it. After 
pearing in 65 films, including such 
Br scics as Sabrina and Some Came 
Running, she gave up her career to 
marry the legendary producer Hal 
Wallis.

In Santa Fe she started over. Work- 
ing with architect Wayne Lloyd and 
interior designer Joyce Crawford, 
Mrs. Wallis remodeled a condomini- 
um into a setting that would reflect 
her new beginning. The Impressionist 
paintings and European antiques sud- 
denly seemed burdensome. “As I sim- 
plified my life-style I simplified my 
surroundings,” she says. Sparely fur- 
nished rooms, nature visible from ev- 
ery vantage point—that became the 
stage for her new existence. >

rs. Wallis first 
fell under the spell of Santa Fe in 
1970 when she accompanied her hus- 
band to New Mexico for the filming 
of Red Sky at Morning. She recalls: 
“We marveled at the clear air, the nat- 
ural scenic beauty and the old-world 
flavor of this ‘city different.’ ” 

Architect Wayne Lloyd gave the 
contemporary condominium a feel- 
ing of the past by incorporating ele- 
ments of Santa Fe’s old Spanish-colo- 
nial style. He found robust, ex- 
quisitely carved linen-fold doors, an- 
tiques imported from Spain, to re- 
place the condominium’s ordinary 
stock doors. He commissioned 
wrought-iron hardware from Santa Fe 
blacksmith Tom Joyce not only for 
the doors but also for railings and 
latches throughout the house. 

After raising the foyer a half story 
higher than it was originally, the archi- 
tect added an upstairs studio to serve as 
Mrs. Wallis’s retreat for painting and 
writing. Decks extend beyond the stu- 
dio windows and new banks of Pon- 
derosa pine give atelier and decks the 
privacy of a secluded spot in a forest. 

Carefully placed in the studio are 
superb pieces of native American art. 
Above the adobe fireplace (right) 
hangs a traditional native American 
‘eye of God,” woven on sticks with a 
turquoise center. 

“When one friend saw my house 
for the first time,” says Mrs. Wallis, 
‘she asked me, ‘How can you ever 
eave it?’ It is like a mountain retreat, 
an ashram in Santa Fe.”

Ithough Pat 
Guthman wanted the light and space 
of a new house, she had other reasons 
for avoiding an old one. “I’m too fond 
of modern conveniences such as new 
kitchens and bathrooms, and you de- 
tract from the authenticity of a period 
house when you put them in.” Guth- 
man’s kitchen is white and sleek with 
the modern equipment she needs to 
test recipes for her cooking column in 
Antiques and The Arts Weekly. 

Unlike most new houses, Guth- 
man’s has a mellow feeling.

he familiar request 
for “a glass of white 
wine, please” has its 
advantages—no fuss 
and no need to look 
at the wine list. But 
more often than not, 
the white wine 
served will be bland 
though pleasant. An excellent alternative 
to the many popular but undistinguished 
white wines are those made from the Sau- 
vignon Blanc grape, because their distinc- 
tively grassy, herbaceous aroma and lively, 
assertive taste are anything but neutral. 

At their best, the Sauvignon Blanc—based 
wines offer flavor and personality, but 
those from poor vintages can be unpleas- 
antly tart, and weak examples lack the vari- 
etal aromas that make this wine so inter- 
esting. Good bottles, however, have the 
character to stand up to a variety of flavor- 
ful foods, including many main-dish salads 
with a mix of ingredients and sharp dress- 
ings. Sauvignon Blanc is also an excellent 
choice with seasoned and spiced dishes 
that would overwhelm a Chardonnay. Be- 
cause Sauvignon Blanc is so assertive, it is 
not an ideal choice on its own as an aperi- 
tif unless accompanied by sausages, ham or 
hors d’oeuvres. Sauvignon Blanc is widely 





grown throughout the world, but most of 


the labels we see in this country come 
from France, California and Australia. 


The best known French examples of 


Sauvignon Blanc are labeled Sancerre and 
Pouilly-Fume and they come from two vil- 
lages on opposite sides of the Loire River,

GOOD SPIRITS

Lf all the undistinguished white wines around 
are giving you the blahs, try a Sauvignon 
Blanc. Its herbaceous aroma and lively taste 
are anything but neutral, and it can stand up 
to a variety of flavorful foods with aplomb 


about 120 miles southeast of Paris. The 
wines, made entirely from Sauvignon 
Blanc grapes, are intense in taste, even 
aggressive, and the best of them are deli- 
ciously refreshing, especially in warm 
weather. Sancerre first made its name as a 
“bar wine” in the bistros of Paris, but has 
since moved up to the better restaurants 
(where it is often one of the real values on 
the wine list). Good examples of Sancerre 
at $12 to $16 a bottle include Comte Lafon, 
Vincent Delaporte, Jean-Max Roger and 
Domaine de la Moussiere.

ly-sur-Loire, is very similar in style to San- 
cerre, perhaps less assertive, with slightly 
more body. The best known label is de 
Ladoucette ($18), but there are other good

with Sauvignon Blanc, but unlike Sancerre 
the wine is marketed in more than one 
style. Some producers stress the grassy 
aromas of the wine and its fresh lively 
taste.

done in France’s Graves region) to soften 
the intensity of Sauvignon Blanc and to 
make a somewhat richer, more longer-lived 
wine. And many producers now age their 
Sauvignon Blanc in oak barrels to tame the 
varietal character and add complexity. 

Many California wineries market their 
Sauvignon Blanc as Fumé Blanc, a name 
coined by Robert Mondavi in the late 1960s. 
At that time, most California Sauvignon 
Blancs were soft and slightly sweet, and 
Mondavi wanted to indicate that his wine 
was dry and intense, in the style of Pouilly- 
Fumé from the Loire. The name has become 
popular but has no official meaning. Some 
wineries label their crisp, light version as 
Fumé Blanc and their richer, oak-aged ex- 
ample as Sauvignon Blanc; other wineries, 
confusingly, do just the opposite. 

Some good, readily available California 
Sauvignon Blancs in the $9 to $11 price 
range include Sterling Vineyards, Chateau 
St. Jean, Kenwood, De Loach, Silverado, 
Preston Vineyards and Robert Mondavi. 

Only recently have Australian producers 
begun to cultivate Sauvignon Blanc, but 
many of them are already quite successful 
with this variety. Good examples are lively, 
grassy, fresh and distinct, without the ag- 
gressiveness of the Loire and also unlike the 
fuller-bodied wines from California. They 
are easy to drink, excellent matches with 
many foods, and well worth seeking out. 
Good bottles at $8 include Lindemans and 
Penfolds; Hill-Smith, Taltarni, Wolf Blass 
and Brown Brothers cost about $10. 

Other wine regions also produce interest- 
ing Sauvignon Blancs, but most of these 
wines are in limited distribution. New Zea- 
land has become famous for this variety; it 
grows especially well in that country’s cool 
climate. Chile makes inexpensive Sauvig- 
non Blanc, although most examples are rath- 
er light. And in this country, Washington 
State and Long Island, N.Y., have produced 
some attractive, refreshing Sauvignon 
Blancs. The Washington wines come from 
the Columbia Valley, an extensive region 
that is known for its long days, which pro- 
vide extra sunlight, and for its cool nights, 
which help the grapes retain lively acidity as 
they ripen. Good examples at $8 to $10 
include Arbor Crest, Chateau Ste. Michelle, 
Columbia Crest and Hogue Cellars. Some 
good Long Island bottlings at $10 or so 
come from Bidwell, Bridgehampton and 
Hargrave. There is certainly no shortage of 
choices for those who want to see just what 
makes this wine so intriguing. @

Council (NRDC), a well-respected, non- 
profit law and public interest group, re- 
vealed that average toddlers have four times 
as much exposure as their parents to the 
eight most commonly used pesticides, and 
consume much more fruit than their par- 
ents—particularly apples and apple juice. 

‘‘When I read this report, the evidence 
was so stunning and compelling,’’ said the 
intensely private actress, ‘“‘that all my reti- 
cence about ‘getting involved’ went away. 
Here I am in a position to give my children 
anything they want, yet I can’t provide them 
with wholesome food!”’ 

With the guidance of NRDC, Streep and 
concerned friends from the Connecticut area 
where her family lives organized themselves 
into a group called Mothers and Others for 
Pesticide Limits. Their aim was to get mar- 
kets and grocery stores to stock pesticide- 
free foods and also spread the word to par- 
ents about the very real dangers of these 
toxic chemicals. 

In less than two years, Mothers and Oth- 
ers has shown itself to be an effective lobby- 
ing force on Capitol Hill. It was in great part 
through their efforts that the use of a particu- 
larly hazardous and pervasive toxin, Alar, 
which had been routinely sprayed on apple 
crops, has now been discontinued by Ameri- 
can apple growers. More recently, Alar’s 
manufacturer, the Uniroyal Chemical Co., 
has withdrawn the product internationally as 
well. And beginning in March 1991, as a 
result of increasing concern about the uncon- 
trolled use of pesticides by foreign growers, 
the U.S. Customs Service will now require 
that country-of-origin labels appear on all 
imported fruit-juice products. 

In the meantime, the project has hosted 
town meetings in farm areas such as Tyler, 
Tex., Macon, Ga., and southern Illinois. In 
Los Angeles, the group worked with the 
school board to pass a resolution calling for 
safe food in schools, and last June in Wash- 
ington, D.C., they pulled together a coali- 
tion of major consumer and children’s rights 
organizations to share information and dis- 
cuss legislative agendas to promote jointly. 

Although Meryl Streep had never enter- 
tained any ambitions to be a social activist, 
she is enthusiastic and optimistic about how 
well this new part will play—her own and 
that of Mothers and Others—and all Ameri- 
can parents who want a better and safer 
world for their children. ‘‘The more we all 
pull together, the faster it will be accom- 
plished,”’ says the actress with a determined 
look on her famous face. @

square gallery was built to house a rotating 
collection of predominantly New England 
portrait miniatures. “Its perfect for this 
medium,” says curatorial director Susan E. 
Strickler of the “little gallery,” as it is 
known around the museum. 

The good news for the covetous but 
empty-handed is that—at least for the mo- 
ment—portrait miniatures are still afford- 
able. At the lower end of the market 
(where the artist and sitter are unidenti- 
fied), they can be had for between $200 
and $500 from reputable art and antiques 
dealers (and even less at flea markets), 
depending on their age, condition, color 
and facial expression. Especially popular 
are primitive pieces and pictures of chil- 
dren, which can run significantly higher. 
“Buying portrait miniatures is a wonderful 
way to collect American artists you 
couldn’t otherwise afford because so many 
great landscape and portrait artists also 
painted miniatures.” says Elle Shushan, a 
specialist with Earle D. Vandekar. Dealer 
Edward Sheppard of Quorum Antiques 
agrees that miniatures are a good value. “A 
lot of people with money to spend mistak- 
enly feel they don’t get enough flash for 
the buck with miniatures, even though you 
can get a little masterpiece for the same 
price as a mediocre painting,” he says. 

Shushan began her personal collection 
with a portrait of John Quincy Adams 
picked up at a flea market eight years ago. 
She leans toward the “funny” faces, “the 
ones no one else will buy.” If you go 
miniature shopping, be sure—whether it 
is pretty or not—that the picture speaks to 
you. “Miniatures are very personal,” says 
Sheppard. “Buy one because you love it. 
And remember, each one of these people 
lived, each one had a history.”

young moth- 
er I had a favorite 
radio program. It be- 
gan every morning at 
8:45 with a woman saying, 
“Good morning, housewives” in a booming gym-teacher voice. She 
was Frances Foley Gannon, the consumer director of the City Depart- 
ment of Markets, telling the WNYC audience about the best buys in 
New York's produce, fish and meat that day. 

It was useful to know about freshness and fair prices for Florida 
oranges and Long Island bluefish, but it was equally useful to hear that 
ringingly respectful salutation from a professional. We who “worked in 
the home” in the 50s and 60s, when I was raising my two boys, re- 
ferred to ourselves as “just a housewife” as often as not. 

But I had more help than Mrs. Gannon. My on-the-job training 
in the household arts—training I call upon every day at House 
Beautiful—was assisted by a fairly large crowd: my fellow at-home 
mothers who gathered on a circle of playground benches in all but the 
foulest weather. We watched the kids and shared, the way women do, 
opinions, gossip, advice, secrets, baby-sitting services, skills: Pat taught 
me how to cut a dress pattern and saved me from panic when it needed 
refitting. Elsie taught me a foolproof way to make caramel custard. 
Barbara showed me how to press the front and back of a shirt at the 
same time. Helen inspired me to use organdy tiebacks and printed cot- 
ton slipcovers to turn a Brooklyn apartment into a cottage every May. 

Actually, my life as a future housewife started when I was 12 and 
was given my choice among four bedrooms in our 1906 house, built 
in a style historians call the American Foursquare, in the quiet outer 
reaches of New York City. Born to be cozy, I chose the smallest one. 
My mother let me pick the wallpaper—a lovely floral stripe. My father 
and I stained and varnished a new unpainted bookcase, and my mater- 








nal grandmother made me a coverlet out of 
rosettes fashioned from cotton scraps she had 
cut in circles with the help of a teacup. I 
adored my grandmother but I loathed the 
coverlet, which stayed on my bed until I got 
married. I see at the more modest antiques 
shows that these coverlets are now a col- 
lectible, but I loathe them as much as ever. 
(Loathing things is an important part of be- 
ing a “visual person.”) 

In that room I had a maple chest of 
drawers and on it lay a dresser scarf that 
provided my first experience in the sensory 
joys of housekeeping. When the scallop- 
edged length of cutwork linen got dirty, I was 
allowed to wash it myself in careful stages: 
hot soapy water with bleach, a rinse in a solu- 
tion of Reckett’s blueing—gorgeous cobalt- 
colored chalky lumps in a muslin bag—then 
a nice warm, soupy starching. Another good part was the ironing, and 
afterward seeing the whiteness and crispness in my own little room. 

Is it any surprise that today I have two dresser scarves in one bed- 
room in my apartment and three in the other? (They can also go on 
bedside tables.) Or that I love to wash and iron them? Other treats for 
me are polishing brass and waxing old wood—not just the glowing re- 
sults but the doing, with soft rags and strong-smelling products. This 
is not the confession of a crazy-clean compulsive—I can ignore dust 
kittens and stove spills for days on end—but I find that voluntarily 
(key word) tending to my things is as soothing to me as standing in the 
ocean surf with a fishing rod is to my husband. 

One task I enjoy daily is making the bed, with perfect corners, a 
tight flat top, a deep cuff on the top sheet, an afghan arranged just so 
at the foot, and four fat pillows. I love the sound it makes when I 
smack the pillows to fatten them. And then there is setting the table for 
parties, pulling the curtains closed at night, stacking fresh towels in the 
linen closet: simple, reliable pleasures. 

The occupation listed on my passport is “magazine editor” and 
has been for more than two decades, but if ] heard Mrs. Gannon’s salu- 
tation again, she would still be talking to me, still a housewife. Hi

When I was young in Massachusetts and springtime came, my 
mother always tied bright ribbon bows all over our bicycles. These 
bows, I suspect, were small badges of courage to show that we had all 
survived another New England winter. Or maybe she just wanted to 
make us smile. Whatever her reason, it did the trick, and we were the 
envy of our friends. Her few twists of ribbon made us special. 

I seem to be following the ribbon trails of my mother; as we get 
older, we often repeat the patterns of the past. My mother used rib- 
bons as jewelry for her children and her house, and as embroidery on 
gifts. I find myself doing the same. 

I have a box of ready-to-wear ribbons and I tie wide grosgrain, 
satin or taffeta around my waist at the last minute before a party. It 
makes me feel more secure, especially if the ribbon is red. Even a bot- 
tle of wine seems more festive wearing a ribbon. 

With great style Coco Chanel wore a simple ribbon in her hair. 
I find one works wonders. Las¢ summer in Vermont, when I was 
helping care for our two granddaughters while their mother was 
away, I tied a new ribbon around the girls’ heads every day, with 
matching bows on their wrists. They looked forward to this form of 
dress-up, and when Diana came home they gave their mother the 
rainbow of ribbons. 

At Thornhill I also have a treasury of ribbons for the house, 
which I have collected over the years. The most ancient is a roll of 
satin with tiny red, white and blue flags from the Hospital Thrift 
Shop on Nantucket Island. These flags make me feel as ready for the 
Fourth of July as George M. Cohan ever was. One of our guest bed- 
rooms is always celebrating, as these flags hold back the white cotton 
curtains.

concentrate on Offray Designer Ribbons because to me they are the 
most striking. These I use to decorate Thornhill and baskets of 
gifts—for occasions ranging from birthdays to weddings. I don’t do 
anything unusual with the ribbons—just bowknots and braids—but 
I use them lavishly. 

I wrap the basket presents with plain white tissue because I 
want the ribbons to lead the parade. Every present has a different rib- 
bon—flowered or striped—a Matisse mixture of patterns. 

For dinner parties I stretch ribbons across the tablecloth to 
look like an ambassador presenting his credentials to a queen. The 
place cards are like medals, made from a stationer’s gold seal stuck on 
a V of ribbon. Even the napkins are ringed with ribbons. 

At Christmas I really get into the red. Our kitchen tree is tied 
with little red bows everywhere. Our dinner centerpiece is a box- 
wood nest of golden balls sewn to red ribbons with guests’ names in 
glitter. Later they can take them home to hang on their own trees. 
And our library walls are hung with wide red ribbons stapled with 
cards received from friends. 

This family ribbon tradition seems to be going into the third 
generation. Last year our daughter Louise created an outdoor Easter 
tree. Every limb was festooned with cotton bows of lavender, rose 
and apple green, the same cotton she uses to weave her rag rugs. 

May is another ribbon month. Our granddaughter Edith and I 
fill small, beribboned May baskets with garden flowers for her teach- 
ers. For her friends we make May crowns: simple wreaths made from 
young willow branches. We wrap them in ribbons with streamers at 
the back. One friend told Edith it makes her feel like a princess.

Some designers chose architectural 
prints as a nonfloral alternative; the crisp, 
strongly rendered building facades looked 
fresh among the chintzes of the 1980s and 
in the less fussy neoclassical rooms we are 
looking at in the 1990s. But to some de- 
sign followers, even architectural prints 
are beginning to seem almost too popular. 

So now another type of picture is catch- 
ing on: decorative-arts images. More col- 
orful than architecturals and frequently 
more whimsical than botanicals, images of 
furnishings were not originally made to 
hang on walls; they were an early form of 
advertising. Today when furniture manu- 
facturers want to show retailers (and con- 
sumers) their complete collections of new 
sofas and dining tables, they issue catalogs 
filled with glossy photographs. But in the 
19th century, before the advent of com- 
mercial photography, a cabinetmaker 
would commission a portfolio of copper- 
plate engravings. The engravings would be 
very carefully rendered so that the carved 
details of a chair leg or table apron could 
be discerned. The engravings were often 
hand-tinted in pretty pastel shades. 

Manufacturers of all sorts of household 
goods produced engravings of their wares. 
Porcelain makers issued portfolios of dain- 
ty china patterns, upholsterers published 
engravings of swags as intricately draped 
as a lady’s court dress. Like the latest home 
fashion magazine today, the prints circu- 
lated in every sophisticated city in Europe 
and America. While some images showed 
a single piece of furniture, other engrav- 
ings would show rooms fully accessorized 
down to the flowers. It is easy to imagine 
how upholsterers and their clients pored 
over these prints for clues to the latest ele- 
ments of style: the right way to loop the 
sheer panels over the gilded tiebacks or 
how to do up a room in the neo-Gothic 
taste. 

Many of these portfolios have survived 
intact, turning up today at used book 
dealers and out-of-the-way print shops. 
Because of their commercial origins, these 
bits of paper ephemera never commanded 
high interest—or high price tags. 

“I'd never seen anything like them be- 
fore,” recalls New York decorator Ann 
LeConey. While she was poking around in

an antiques shop in East Fiampton, N.Y. 
10 years ago she came across a portfolio 
containing some 20 hand-colored engravy- 
ings of elaborately swagged and draped 
curtains, each one more appealing than 
the next. There were also room settings 
that showed finely rendered pieces of fur- 
niture. The legend printed on each—D. 
Guilmard et Bordeaux—showed the 
prints to be French. The collection of sin- 
gle pages, which at some point had been 
separated from their portfolio, was $150. 
LeConey snapped them up and had them 
framed for her bedroom. 

Although prices have risen slightly in 
the past two years, decorative-arts prints 
are still very affordable. An engraving of a 
single chair, for example, might start at 
$65 or run to around $400. The rule of 
thumb for most prints holds true here: 
The more detailed the image, the more de- 
sirable and expensive the print will be. If 
the chair is an elaborate or uncommon de- 
sign shown in a room setting with period 
objects, or if the engraving is alive with 
jewel colors, expect to pay more than you 
would for a bland image of a simple chair. 

“There is something very cozy about 
these images that is reassuring to us in our 
fast-paced world,” says Barbara Foss, man- 
aging director of Ursus Prints in New York 
City. “They are windows that let us 
glimpse a world of the past, when people 
took the time to engrave objects of every- 
day life.” 

Another attraction, Foss observes, is the 
wealth of detail revealed about decorating 
styles and trends of 150 years ago. “The 
saber-shaped legs on a chair or the 
Pharoah-shaped pilasters on a mantel 
show the taste for Egyptian styles that 
Napoleon awakened in Europe,” says Foss, 
pointing out a Parisian engraving of an in- 
terior from the early 19th century. 

Tucked into the long, shallow drawers 
at Ursus is a vast range of decorative-arts 
prints. A French engraving of curtains de- 
lights the eye because of its elaborate 
fringe of wooden tassels on the valance. A 
German print shows Sheraton-style furni- 
ture charmingly rendered like doll’s-house 
miniatures. Here are glimpses of decora- 
tive gestures the centuries have erased 
from rooms still charmingly preserved in

these paper prints. 

One popular English publication was 
Ackermann’s Repository of Arts, which Foss 
believes was produced monthly beginning 
in the early 19th century. The images are 
captivating: An 1825 Ackermann engrav- 
ing of a Gothic-style fireplace shows varia- 
tions of trefoil and quatrefoil tracery 
around the mantel. A’ dining room, en- 
graved in 1819, is from Pyne’s History of 
the Royal Residences and dramatizes the art- 
ful restraint of the fully realized neoclassi- 
cal style. Revealing the strong tie between 
fashion and interior dmesign, the curtains 
are of a gossamer fabric that recalls the 
white Grecian gowns stylish women wore 
during the Regency period. The pale blue 
ceiling is frothed with white to imitate the 
sky. The walls are gray. The room is nearly 
empty except for a few strategically posi- 
tioned pieces of furniture and decorative 
objects. 

One indicator of how stylish such im- 
ages now are: Reproductions are being 
sold in print specialty shops such as J. 
Pocker & Son in New York City. 

For true connoisseurs of decorative-arts 
images, there are the Rolls-Royces of the 
genre: the original watercolors that manu- 
facturers commissioned to illustrate their 
wares. While engravings of the designs 
would be mass-produced to circulate, the 
original watercolors usually became part 
of a manufacturer's archives. Lately, as old 
European and American firms have gone 
out of business (or cleaned out their 
archives), such paintings have started to 
appear on the market. 

For sophisticated traditional decorators 
like Bunny Williams of New York City, 
the one-of-a-kind paintings are the most 
desirable form of decorative-arts images. 
“They're so spontaneous and fresh. | think 
these studies are much more interesting 
than the engravings,” says Williams. 

The watercolors are more expensive 
than the mass-produced engravings be- 
cause they are unique works. Still, many 
can be bought for well under $1,000. At 
Stephanie Hoppen’s New York gallery, 
original watercolor studies for prototypes 
of sterling silver, furniture and light fix- 
tures range from $300 to $900. At Ursus 
Prints there is a group of splendidly col-

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“The original house, plunked down in the middle of the proper- 
ty, was built before there were cars or nearby neighbors to interfere 
with its privacy,” says the architect, Frederick Stelle of East Hamp- 
ton, N.Y., “but there was no privacy for its new owners.” There was 
also no foundation, only a series of wood posts set into the Long Is- 
land sand. But Adrian Keller, who acquired the Wainscott, N.Y., 
house in 1984, was eager to restore and remodel. 

Because a foundation had to be built and the house had to be 
moved anyway, the architect suggested relocating the structure on its 
three-and-a-half-acre lot so it would satisfy today’s standards of 
country living. Local house-movers were called in. 

In the new site plan, the main house sits on a rotated axis that 
brings it more sun and better views than it had had before, and it 
gained an expanded covered porch that flows into a wraparound 
deck. The smaller building—a circa-1910 two-story kitchen wing 
with a shed—which had already been detached, was put on skids, 
towed to a poolside location (below left) and set on its own new 
foundation. No longer a kitchen, the pool house was remodeled to 
include a game room with overhead sleeping loft plus a luxurious 
bath with hot tub and sauna. 

Although the old house never left its original plot of land, it ben- 
efited from being moved. House-moving is a tried-and-true Ameri- 
can tradition. For some 200 years, movers all over the country have 
been picking up houses and transporting them to new locations, 
nearby as well as far away. As land becomes more valuable, more and 
more homeowners are moving houses around on site to make better 
use of them, turning them away from a street or an unattractive view. 
And as old houses become more respected, people have been willing 
to prevent demolition by buying and moving an aging treasure.

“Relatively speaking, turning this 
house was not expensive,” says architect 
Stelle. “The job was complicated, and the 
house suffered some reparable damage, 
but the cost of moving it was less than ten 
percent of the renovation budget. Moving 
the house down the road and across a field 
to a brand new site would have been much 
more costly.” 


Improved by Moving 

Something radical had to be done to save 
the Keller house, a victim of time, the ele- 
ments and a series of misguided renova- 
tions. Both architect and owner agreed 
that the property would be more valu- 
able—and_ enjoyable—if the house was 
turned on its axis. It lives on the land 
much better now. The architect com- 
ments: “At one time it was desirable to be 
near a road and neighbors, but with 
greater population density and traffic 
noise, this is no longer true.” 

The original house was a straightfor- 
ward box, gable-roofed with six dormers. 
Built in 1891, it had a tight-lipped Yankee 
look that the architect wanted to preserve 
while responding to the contemporary 
need of his client for flexibility. 

“We were trying to reorient the house to 
take advantage of the sun and the beauty of 
the land,” says Stelle. “Now there is com- 
plete privacy on the ground floor and beau- 
tiful views toward the ocean from upstairs.” 
Extending the porch to a deck that em- 
braces much of the house not only created 
more space for outdoor living but made the 
house appear to sit higher off the ground, 
ona kind of plinth. The overhanging porch 
roof flows into a pergola roof that partly 
covers the deck, continuing the house's 
roofline without diminishing the amount 
of light that enters ground-floor rooms. 

“By pushing the house off the very cen- 
ter of the site and turning it,” says the ar- 
chitect, “we also made the site seem big- 
ger.” The only addition Stelle built was a 
new kitchen. It is contained in a small 
shedlike’ structure set at an angle away 
from the remodeled main section but con- 
nected to it by a glassed-in breezeway de- 
signed for everyday dining. The old 
kitchen wing, now the pool house, forms 
the far end of a gracious courtyard be- 
tween the main house and the pool. 


Tradition Respected 
The Keller house was shorn of its early- 
20th-century appendages but not of its tra- 
ditional quality. The architect made a 
point of saving and reusing every valuable 
element he could. For example, all the old 
radiators were restored, as were the original 
doors and windows—their frames repaint- 
ed a Dusty Miller blue. Stelle found an old 
arched window in a local salvage yard and 
used it in the south gable of the main 
house to bring more light to an attic room. 
The new arrangement gives the house 
and its surrounding acreage a sense of or- 
der and openness that had been lacking 
since the area became populous. Bringing 
out the full potential of the setting, Stelle 
defined the front area as public and the rear 
area as semi-private. “Turning the house 
was the simplest possible move—and the 
best one,” says the architect. i 





Alastair Gordon, an architectural critic 
and historian, 1s director of Beaux Arch, a 
nonprofit organization dedicated to improv- 
ing the built environment. 








WHEN TO MOVE A HOUSE 
The cost of moving a house varies ac- 
cording to its location, size, type of 
construction and how far it must trav- 
el. If a foundation exists, the structure 
will have to be jacked up and shifted 
onto a trailer, whether the house 
moves 10 miles or 10 feet. When are 
the effort and expense justified? When 
the house is threatened with demoli- 
tion or, as with the Keller house, when 
it relates poorly to a valuable site. Also, 
says architect Stelle, “you wouldn't 
move a house anywhere unless you 
were also remodeling it. Some damage 
in transit is inevitable.” 

Moving a house within the confines 
of its own property is a challenge that 
makes sense only if the house and land 
are very valuable and if you want to: 

e position the house to command its 
site more effectively; 

e create a more gracious entry; 

e exploit beautiful outdoor views; 

® gain privacy. 

Privacy has become a common con- 
sideration. A near neighbor to the 
Keller house in Wainscott, N.Y., was 
recently moved back 100 yards—just 


to gain greater distance from a country 


road that is busy in summer.

and a cast-iron sink. They salvaged nothing of 
the original in their renovation, which abeotted 
the adjoining dining room, but they remained true to the 
heritage of the old house. For visual warmth, a new pitched 
ceiling was clad in tongue-and-groove paneling painted the 
color of fresh cream. Says architect Michael Rex, “We built in 
a measure of elegance and used some modern conveniences 
such as stereo speakers hidden in the ceiling, but we never de- 
parted from a basic simplicity.” 

A spectacular arched window shoots up over the sink, 
crowning a workaday spot with a view of the sublime: the 
small orchard where the family picks apples, plums and pears 
for home-baked pies. White tile counters and herringbone 
maple floors are details borrowed from old French kitchens 
admired by the couple in their frequent travels as producers 
of Globe TV documentaries. And to use as a center island, 
they found a pine French bakery counter that is about the

oan Infarinato first 
saw the kind of cabinets 
she wanted while house- 
unting, and she traced 
them to a kitchen and bath de- 
sign firm called Living Quarters. 
There she met Jerome Hankins, a 
kitchen designer, who helped turn her big 
addition into an efficient work space. 

Because Joan and Robert Infarinato 
both like to cook, often at the same time, 
Hankins planned the kitchen with two 
work triangles, each with its own large sink 
(see plan, preceding pages). “Bob’s sink is 
convenient to the oven because he is a bak- 
er,” Hankins explains, “and the microwave 
is convenient for both of them.” Over each 
sink, windows afford wide views of the 
fields around the house and a nearby barn. 

One challenge in a room of many win- 
dows is finding a place for overhead cabi- 
nets. “But most people want them for easy 
dish storage,” says Hankins. He tucked a 
couple into the corner between the win- 
dows (right) and balanced them visually 
with a pantry cupboard.

Classical architectural elements—a lattice screen, 


Greek Revival columns—create a compelling backdrop 








ecorating a house with an- 
tiques seldom results in a 
look that can be called mod- 
ern. An exception is the home of 
Marston Luce and Julie South- 
worth, where precious furniture and 
objects are placed like works of art within a pristine set- 
ting. The rooms, for the most part, are monochromat- 
ic, almost colorless, with off-white walls, bleached 
floors, bare windows. The wooden furniture is light 
too; honey is the darkest color. The upholstery is neu- 
tral and mostly without pattern. 

The couple refined the 1920s house to lift it out of 
the realm of the ordinary. “An architecturally interest- 
ing backdrop is essential when the decoration is as 
pared down as it is here,” says Luce. They simplified the 





living room windows, which they felt were too fussy, by 
halving the number of panes. In the dining room a new 
fan window installed above existing French doors gives 
a greater sense of height. “Our philosophy was to make 
the space more vertical and thus more elegant,” says 
Luce. Framing that doorway are two columns, free- 
standing now but once part of the exterior of an 1835 
Greek Revival house in Massachusetts. These classical 
elements work well with the room’s original Greek key 
plaster molding. 

To make the living and dining rooms feel larger, Luce 
and Southworth widened the opening between them 
and treated the two spaces as one. “We used small-scale 
furniture because it’s a small house,” says Luce, “but an

hen it came to designing a new potager, Hu- 
bert de Givenchy, the great Beech couturier, did not draw 
upon the elaborate, stylized gardens of his country’s past, 
but upon America’s past in 2 form of George Washing- 
ton’s garden at Mount Vernon, Va. Here he found the de- 
sign a the two pavilions that punctuate this expansive 
kitchen garden: one for himself, the other for his head gar- 
dener. The fence enclosing the garden is also copied from 
those at Mount Vernon. 

At Le Jonchet, Givenchy’s small 16th-century chateau 
standing on 95 acres near Chartres, the designer has been 
creating gardens for 15 years. The formal plantings in front 
of the house are now mature; the American-inspired kitchen 

arden has just been completed. This year Givenchy will 
Build an orangerie (greenhouse) and an allée of fruit trees. 

Invaluable inspiration and advice come from his friend, 
Mrs. Paul (Bunny) Mellon, whose gardens in Pennsylvania 
are legendary. Whenever the couturier visits her they go to 
Mount Vernon together, and this is where the ideas for his 
latest garden took root. In a beautiful scrapbook on the

progress of the potager, Givenchy has a drawing of the pavil- 
ion at a great chateau (seen on the first page of this story), 
but he prefers the simpler version adopted by America’s first 
president. ° ‘That other one is better for Versailles; mine is 
more for a peasant, but a chic peasant,” he laughs. 

Working on his garden is, he says, like working ona fash- 
ion collection. ‘ ‘Every season there is something new: new 
plants, new trees, new herbs and so many packets of new 
seeds.” In his travels Givenchy is always on the lookout for 
ideas and antiques for his gardens and his three homes (the 
others are in Paris and the south of France). “I just found a 
beautiful sundial that will be the center of the potager. I'll 
circle it with myosotis,” says Givenchy, anticipating the 
beauty of brilliant blue forget-me-nots. 

Looking to another American president, he acquired a 
replica of a bench that Jefferson designed for Monticello. “I 
found the exact measurements in a book. I love things 
around me that have a history; everything I own has a little 
story to remember,” he says. “I adore America and the idea of 
having a little bit of American perfection at Le Jonchet.” » 
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“T am a very sentimental man. 
Like a little bird, I constantly 
bring things back to my home” 









like to be surrounded by 
things that have touched 

me,” says Givenchy, and his 
garden pavilion is a perfect exam- 
ple. The simple domed structure 
(right) is filled with a combination of 
gardening tools, watering cans, gloves, 
seeds and garden memorabilia. He treasures a draw- 
ing of Le Jonchet, and two little ceramic houses rep- 
resenting the pavilions he re-created (found at Mount 
Vernon’s gift shop) are filled with the cookies that 
Sandy, Givenchy’s Labrador, craves. As a yrand inspi- 
ration there is a plan of the Potager du Roi at Ver- 
sailles, the restoration of which happens to be a phi- 
lanthropic project the designer is working on with 
Mrs. Mellon. 

“Each little thing in my pavilion comes from a trip 
and is something I love,” Givenchy says, and he finds 
it easiest to work surrounded by such treasures. “If I 
want to sketch, this is a nice place to retreat to.” Here 
he also chooses the flowers and vegetables for the next 
season. “I adore white flowers. The smell of white pe- 
onies is just wonderful, and tuberoses and, of course, 
lilies of the valley.” More and more of a vegetarian 
these days, he prefers the asparagus and artichokes 
and tiny carrots that grow in his kitchen garden, and 
the wild watercress from the river on his land.

ooks concerned with good health and 
economy are turning beans, grains and 
rice into entrée dishes gloriously garnished 
with colorful vegetables and crisp nuts. At 
San Francisco’s Undici restaurant, chef and co-owner 
Donna Nicoletti mounds a lusty white-bean salad on 
toasted slabs of coarse peasant bread. Jean Georges Von- 
gerichten, chef at New York City’s Lafayette restaurant, 
makes French fries from a chick-pea flour dough that he 
cuts into small stick shapes and deep fries. His aromatic 
cornmeal polenta is enriched with marjoram, basil, 
chervil and parsley.

BANANA-CITRUS COMPOTE— 
In a small, heavy saucepan com- 
bine 4 cup each water and sugar. Bring to a 
boil and add 2 tablespoons finely julienned lime zest 
and I tablespoon each lemon and orange zest. Boil 3 minutes, stirring occasion- 
ally. Remove from heat and cool 10 minutes. 

Peel 8 ripe bananas and slice diagonally into '2-inch slices. Toss with juice of 
1 lime. Pour warm syrup over banana mixture and stir to coat. Let macerate 30 
minutes at room temperature. 

Serve at once or chill for 2 hours. The compote must be used within 24 hours 


for optimum flavor and color. Makes 6 to 8 servings. 


CORNMEAL CREPES WITH CHEVRE AND Hot-PEPPER JELLY— This 
recipe began as an hors d oeuvre experiment and ended up as a fabulous brunch 
dish. Think of a blintz that has migrated south of the border, then heat up a 
crépe pan and start churning these out as fast as you can. There are a couple of 
secrets to success. Substituting club soda for water in the crépe recipe yields a 
lightness that balances out the heartiness of the cornmeal. Secondly, the fresh 
chevre should be very light and mild; domestic works better than imported. 
Serve crépes along with grilled sausages. 

Prepare crépes: In a medium-size bowl, mix 1'/ cups all-purpose flour, '/ cup 
yellow cornmeal, > teaspoon salt, '/ teaspoon ground cumin, i teaspoon garlic 
powder and a pinch of cayenne pe pper. Make a well in the center and pour in 1 


cup milk, 1 « up club soda, 4 lay CERES and 3 tablespoons melted unsalted butter. 


Cook until bottom 1s lightly browned, 
about 30 to 45 seconds. Flip and cook 
a few seconds more. Repeat process un- 
til all batter is used, stacking crépes. 
To assemble crépes, turn one brown- 
side down. Place a slice of chévre on 
its center (a 12-ounce log cut 
"into '/-inch-thick slices) and top 
with a scant teaspoon of red or 
green hot-pepper jelly (about 
8 ounces needed in total). 
Fold sides of crépe over cheese 
to make a rectangular bundle. 
Secure each crépe by tying top 
with a blanched chive (use 1 bunch long 
chives blanched 30 seconds). Arrange crépes in a single layer in a shallow casse- 
role. Drizzle evenly with melted butter (6 tablespoons unsalted butter needed 
in total). The crépes may be made up to 24 hours ahead to this point. 
Bake crépes in a 350° F oven 15 to 20 minutes, until warmed through and

CRANBERRY-ORANGE SCONES—Feathery light yet rich scones with an at- 
tractive tart contrast of cranberries and orange zest. Cut into fanciful shapes for 
a brunch treat. 

Place 2 cups all-purpose flour, 3 cup sugar, 1 tablespoon baking powder, '2 
teaspoon salt and 4 tablespoons chilled unsalted butter in food processor bowl 
with steel blade and process until mixture resembles coarse crumbs. Transfer into 
a large mixing bowl. Stir in 1 cup fresh chopped cranberries and 1 tablespoon 
grated orange zest. 

Ina small bowl, lightly beat 1 whole egg and I egg yolk (reserve egg white) to- 
gether. Whisk in V4 cup heavy or whipping cream until blended. Add to flour 
mixture and stir until dough begins to hold together. 

Turn dough out onto a lightly floured surface and knead gently until smooth. 
Roll out dough to a 1-inch thickness and cut out with 3-inch cookie cutters. 
Place 1 inch apart on a greased baking sheet. 

Beat egg white until foamy and brush over tops of each scone, then sprinkle

Here are some suggestions for cooking and 
using beans, grains and rice: 

@ In general, soak beans overnight and cook 
in four times their bulk of water. Bring to a 
boil, lower heat and simmer for two hours or 
more. Then drain and freeze. 

@ If cooking beans and grains, such as wheat 
berries, rye berries and barley, takes too 
much time, you can cook large quantities 
ahead and refrigerate or treeze. Brown rice 
also takes a long time to cook and can be 
made ahead and refrigerated. However, it 
does not freeze well. 

@ All the grains make great breakfast cere- 
als—either as is or mixed with brown rice or 
beans. Flavor them with maple syrup, brown 
sugar, honey or olive oil, salt and pepper, 
raisins and nuts. 

@ Eat grains, beans and rice together so that 
you get a full complement of amino acids. 
They contain B vitamins and lots of miner- 
als—besides providing bulk, “roughage,” 
or what we now call fiber. 


BROWN RICE 


Brown rice has a delightfully nutty taste and 
jirm texture. It is the entire rice grain with 
only the inedible husk removed. 


BROWN-RICE SALAD 


1 cup brown rice 
2% cups water 

4 tablespoons olive oil 

1 tablespoon soy sauce 

Ys cup coarsely chopped flat-leaf parsley 

1 red pepper, cored and roughly chopped 

1 yellow pepper, cored and roughly chopped 
12 cherry tomatoes, halved 


0 Place brown rice and water in a pot, bring to a 
boil, lower heat and cook uncovered 40 minutes.

BROWN-RICE CEREAL 


1 cup brown rice

boil, lower heat and cook uncovered 40 minutes.

Serve piping hot with 
heavy cream or maple syrup. Serves 6 to 8. 


WHEAT BERRIES 


Wheat berries make a tasty side dish mixed 
with butter, salt and freshly ground black 
pepper, a good breakfast cereal either plain 
or mixed with rice, and a pleasant addition 
to vegetable soup. Treat rye berries just like 
wheat berries. 


WHEAT-BERRY SALAD 


1 cup wheat berries, soaked overnight 

Y. cup thinly sliced scallions, whites and greens 
Y2 cup flat-leaf parsley, finely snipped 

3 tablespoons fresh dill or basil, snipped 
12 sprigs fresh dill or basil, for garnish 

6 tablespoons olive oil 

2 tablespoons Balsamic vinegar 

Salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 


In a large pot, cover wheat berries with water, 
bring to a boil and simmer covered for 2'2 hours 
until done. Drain and cool. Toss with remaining 
ingredients and serve chilled atop a bed of water- 
cress. Serves 6. 


PEARL BARLEY 


Unassuming barley makes a good, hot 
morning cereal and is also a key ingredient 
in 2 soups: mushroom-barley and scotch 
broth made from leftover lamb. To prepare 
1 cup barley: Cook in 4 cups water about 
1'4 hours. Drain liquid when cooled. 


SCOTCH BROTH 


1 large onion, chopped 

4 cloves garlic, chopped 

3 carrots, diced 

2 stalks celery, chopped 

2 cups water 

Ys cup pearl barley 

1 to 2 cups diced cooked lamb 

¥2 cup chopped flat-ieaf parsley 

Sait and freshly ground black pepper to taste 














Sauté first 4 ingredients until soft. Add water 
and barley. Cook 1 2 hours. Add lamb and 
parsley. Cook 10 minutes longer and season. 


MUSHROOM-BARLEY SOUP 


4 cups strong beef stock 

4 tablespoons butter 

¥% pound mushrooms, sliced 

Y4 cup minced onion 

Y, cup pearl barley, previously cooked 1 hour 
2 tablespoons butter 

Ys cup chopped flat-leaf parsley 


C Heat stock to boiling. Meanwhile, in a skillet 
sauté mushrooms and onion in butter about 15 
minutes over low heat. Stir into stock along with 
pearl barley and simmer 30 minutes. Just before 
serving, stir in additional butter and parsley. 


CORNMEAL 


Ground cornmeal becomes polenta, corn- 
meal mush, spoon bread and corn bread. 
Whisk a cup of cornmeal into 2! cups boil- 
ing milk or water, cover, simmer about 5 
minutes, and you have instant cereal. For a 
tasty accompaniment to roast pork or chick- 
en, cook 20 minutes instead, place into a 
greased loaf pan, refrigerate overnight, and 
cut into thickish slices to fry in hot bacon 
grease, butter or olive oil. For polenta, 
whisk 1'2 cups yellow cornmeal into 6 cups 
boiling salted water. Whisk constantly until 
it begins to thicken, then lower heat, haif- 
cover and cook 30 minutes, stirring occa- 
sionally. Serve with butter and grated Par- 
mesan cheese.

LENTILS 


Specialty shops carry a wider variety of len- 
tils than most supermarkets. The standard 
brown lentil is the most frequently seen. 
Imported French lentils are excellent: small, 
firm and sweet-tasting. Lentils make good 
soups, Side dishes, casseroles, either plain 
or mixed with rice or beans. They require no 
soaking and cook in about 40 minutes. 


LENTIL SOUP 


1 pound lentils 
cups water or chicken stock 

2 cup each chopped carrot, onion and parsley 
Salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 
Dash of Tabasco sauce 





(1 In a large pot, combine lentils, water or chicken 
stock, and carrot, onion and parsley. Cook 40 
minutes. Season to taste with salt and freshly 
ground black pepper and Tabasco sauce. 


BISTRO LENTIL SALAD 


1 pound lentils (preferably French) 

2 cup finely chopped sweet onion

BLACK BEANS 


This is a super bean, rich and meaty-tasting. 
Black-bean salad is made much the way 
lentil salad is, by tossing with olive oil and 
Balsamic or herb vinegar and adding onion, 
parsley and tomatoes. 


CUBAN BLACK-BEAN SOUP 


1 pound black beans, soaked overnight 
Y% cup olive oil 
1 cup each chopped onion and green peppers 
6 cloves of garlic, peeled and chopped 
2 teaspoons each cumin seed and oregano 
Dash of vinegar 
Sherry to taste (optional) 





Simmer beans in 8 cups of water 2 hours. 
Meanwhile, heat olive oil and sauté onion, green 
peppers and garlic until crisp-tender. Add cumin 
seed and oregano. Combine with beans and liquid 
and cook 30 minutes longer. Garnish each with a 
spoonful of cooked rice and chopped raw onion 
mixed with a few drops of olive oil and a dash of 
vinegar. Or cool, puree half in food processor, 
mix with unpureed half, and season with sherry. 


BLACK BEANS AND RICE

CHICK-PEAS 


Nutty and sweet-tasting, chick-peas—soaked 
overnight and cooked about an hour, 
drained and dried briefly in the oven, sprin- 
kled with sea salt—make pleasant nibbles 
instead of peanuts. Chick-peas go especially 
well with peppers. 


CHICK-PEA SALAD 


2 cups chick-peas, soaked overnight 

3 small peppers (red, yellow, green), cleaned 
and coarsely chopped 

1 medium onion, chopped 

Y2 clove garlic, finely chopped 

Y2 cup chopped flat-leaf parsley 
tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 

1 tablespoon Balsamic vinegar 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper to taste 





(Cook chick-peas in boiling water to cover | 
hour.

There is a wonderful feeling of America as it used to be in the 
barns and tents of the Council Grounds where antiques dealers dis- 
play their merchandise. Rocking horses and painted sleds, Victorian 
wedding dresses and bridal chests, Shaker rockers and crib quilts, 
iron beds and painted armoires all reveal family histories and mid- 
western culture. Browsing the fair is like reclaiming the past. 

The Ann Arbor Antiques Market is the most important antiques 
center in southeast Michigan. On the third Sunday of the month 
from April through November (April and November are adjusted for 
Easter and Thanksgiving weekends) as many as 400 dealers show 
their wares. 


The market is the brainchild of Margaret Brusher, an energetic 


woman who loves antiques and knows how to please collectors, be-

ing one herself. First of all, she guarantees the authenticity of every 
item because she herself was stung as a collector. “My husband and I 
bought some ‘antique’ glasses in Indiana back in the early sixties, and 
when we got home and did a little research, we found they were 
brand new,” she said. “The dealer and the fair manager both said, 
“Too bad. You bought them, they're yours.’ ” 

That won't happen at Ann Arbor, where you can buy on impulse 
with confidence. Brusher’s spotters scrutinize the merchandise for 
reproductions. Not only must every dealer guarantee every item, but 
Brusher personally backs each piece herself. When an article that has

“If it proves not to be 
what was claimed, I write a check to the 
purchaser and return the. merchandise to 
the dealer,” she explains. “Only twice have 
dealers not paid me, and you can be sure 
they didn’t come back to the market.” 

Another of Brusher’s strict rules is that 
there be no selling before the gates open at 
5 A.M. on Sunday. This gives customers 
the same chance to buy as dealers. “In al- 
most all other shows, dealers trade among 
themselves beforehand,” says Connie 
Davis O’Reilly, a dealer at Ann Arbor. 
“Here everybody comes at the same time, 
with the same advantage.” 

Ann Arbor is also one of the few one- 
day antiques markets. “I realized that if I 
couldn’ go to a show on the first day, I re- 
ally didn’t want to go at all,” Brusher ex- 
plains. “That’s when most business is 
done, so why not have a one-day show?” 


Scouting the Fair 

Every month the Ann Arbor show is dif- 
ferent. Some dealers come once or twice a 
year, some every month, but there are al- 
ways between 350 and 400 booths. April 
is the biggest month because dealers have 
been accumulating merchandise over the 
winter, and collectors come in droves. The 
best displays and merchandise are often 
found in April, May, September, October 
and November. 

With so many dealers and such a crush 
of eager collectors, covering the booths 
might be overwhelming if it weren't for 
the logical layout of the permanent build- 
ings (A through G) and the field tents. 

Although there are exceptions, the best

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“The concentration at Ann Arbor is 
more on American antiques than on En- 
glish and European antiques,” he ex- 
plained. “Victoriana is popular here, espe- 
cially glass, china and bric-a-brac. In the 
Midwest and farther west, that’s what 
most people think of as antiques. This 
market has a larger proportion of dealers 
in early Americana than any other in the 
region.” 

What I noticed first as we walked 
through building A were the elaborate 
booths; many are like room settings, with 
rugs, paintings and accessories comple- 
menting larger pieces of furniture. Next I 
noted the caliber of the merchandise. “I 
think the quality of this fair is above aver- 
age,” said Kuehnle as we browsed. 


SHOPPING STRATEGIES 


e Come early, bring a flashlight and 


don’t hesitate to buy if you find some- 
thing you love. It may be gone when 
you come back. 

e For prime picking, arrive when the 
show opens at 5 A.M. Remember that 
dealers are also customers; they often 
snap things up to quickly resell at a 
higher price. 

e Good buys are still available late in 
the day but dealers don’t necessarily re- 
duce prices. They may have other 
shows soon after. 

e An on-site moving and storage com- 
pany will deliver your purchases any- 
where and can even send a piece or two 
as a partial load in a van. Margaret 
Brusher can often find a dealer who, 
for a small charge, will deliver a pur- 
chase in his or her area. 

e You can pay by cash, personal check 
or traveler's checks, and some dealers 
take credit cards. 


One of my favorite booths had expen- 
sive wagons, child-size wood horses, sleds 
and furniture stylishly displayed by Mari- 
lyn Haley of Lebanon, Ohio. A delightful 
teddy bear ($425) sat in the driver’s seat of 
a 1921 child’s pedal car ($8,000), and a 
breakfront was filled with antique tin 
kitchen utensils ($265 to $485). 

At one end of building A, Sandra 
Mitchell of Columbus, Ohio, proprietor 
of the Midwest Quilt Exchange, is a mar- 
regular. Every month she brings about 

' her 600 quilts, most of them 
stitched in the Midwest during the 1930s. 


They are all in good repair, all handmade, 
all washable. Crib quilts start at $145, and 
the full sizes range from $125 up, with 
many under $500. 

“Quilts are perennial favorites and are a 
good, strong market,” said Gary. “We in 
the Midwest are probably the source of 
most of the country’s quilts.” 

Connie Davis O’Reilly of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., has one of the large booths in build- 
ing A. She decorates it like a room, with 
tall case clocks from 1750 to 1820 
($2,000 to $12,000), 19th-century Euro- 
pean and American portraits, landscapes, 
paintings of ships ($450 to $7,900), and 
American Windsor chairs, cradles and 
candlestands. 

Jane Washburn deals in upscale tradi- 
tional English and American antiques. 
“We bring country pieces to this market,” 
said Jane, “but it’s somewhat formal, what 
I call high country.” She was showing a 
late-19th-century stepback cupboard 
($1,600), an 18th-century painted chest 
($5,200), a linen press ($5,700) and a 
Chippendale slantfront desk from Boston 
($15,000), as well as small furniture and 
accessories ($200 to $600). 

Bob Zollinhofer, a dealer and exhibitor 
in Antique Associates, is one of the serious 
furniture dealers in building C. He spe- 
cializes in late-17th- to 19th-century 
American furniture. Sometimes he brings 
Shaker pieces, sometimes other early fur- 
niture. The day I visited his booth he had 
quilts, brass candlesticks and folk art rang- 
ing from $300 to $10,000. 

Across the aisle, Rob Lucal of The 
Wolverine Trading Company, Wolverine, 
Mich., had brought fishing lures ranging 
from $5 (for 1940s and 1950s plastic 
lures) to $25,000 (for a Hans Janner, Sr., 
hand-carved ice-spearing decoy) to his 
first Ann Arbor market. “This is the 
fastest-growing collectible in the word,” 
said Lucal, and Margaret Brusher agreed. 
“That field has exploded,” she said, “al- 
though there was a time when I wondered 
if lures should even be in the market.” 

If you see brass-and-iron bedsteads 
invitingly made up with white quilts and 
ruffled pillows, you are probably at Calico 
Cat Antiques in building D. Tom and 
Nancy Archie of Milwaukee, Wis., price 
their brass-and-iron bed sets from about 
$895 to $1,695. In the same building you 
will find Jack and Berta Reynolds, a retired

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executive and his wife, who shop in Eng- 
land for pre-Victorian furniture. Their 
walls are hung with samplers ($350 to 
$2,350), and their shelves display brass 
candlesticks ($100 to $2,000). 

Building E was formerly a stable and 
the narrow shape of the stalls limits the 
kind of merchandise dealers can display. 
As you move on to building E look for a 
giant light bulb hanging over a jumble of 
colorful old-fashioned signs. There you 
will find the tin boxes, papier maché fig- 
ures and other advertising memorabilia 
that Phil and Karol Atkinson of Mercer, 
Pa., have collected for 30 years. These 
range from valentines and golf tees ($1) to 
a dynamic tin sign ($4,000). 

One of my favorite booths in the last 
building, G, is Watch Hill Antiques of 
Birmingham, Mich., where Mia Wimer 
shows her pine chests and armoires from 
Austria, Germany and Yugoslavia. Some 
are plain ($1,800 to $2,200), some (her 
specialty) are enchantingly painted with 
flowers and garlands of leaves ($3,800 to 
$5,500). I especially loved two that in- 
cluded wedding dates—a vertical 1879 
bridal chest ($3,850) and a double 1845 
armoire ($4,350). 


Collecting Trends 

As Gary and I visited the booths, we talked 
to dealers who agreed that interest in rustic 
antiques is waning. “There tends to be a 
swing to the formal,” Gary said. “People 
want to decorate rooms with English, 
French and German porcelains, good 
pewter and silver.” Brusher has also no- 
ticed interest in early formal 
furniture—Queen Anne, Hepplewhite, 
Sheraton. 

Not everyone has gone formal, howev- 
er. “Folk art is getting stronger, and the 
best quality will appreciate in value,” said 
Harold Hance of Northwest Trading 
Company. “The American public is tired 
of drab Victorian antiques. They're look- 
ing for the lighter side of life—for quality 
and color. Austere is passé.” 

About the flashiest items you will see at 
Ann Arbor are chrome-and-red glass cock- 
tail shakers from the 1950s, which breaks 
Margaret Brusher’s heart, but she keeps up 
with the market even if her own taste is 
just getting used to Art Deco. 


There are many items Brusher will not 
allow at the market and she lists them in a 
letter to prospective dealers: No new jewel- 
ry, no Indian jewelry (too many reproduc- 
tions), no Beam bottles, Avon cosmetics bot- 
tles, paperbacks, fur coats, junk, rummage, 
or garage sale merchandise, and positively 
NO reproductions. 

However what was yesterday's junk is 
today’s treasure and Brusher is finding that 
she has to revise her guidelines to accom- 
modate the current market. “When I 
started out a long time ago, Depression 
glass was a giveaway, not something peo- 
ple wanted to collect,” she remarked. 

As Gary and I inspected the last of the 
tents and headed back for coffee and 
doughnuts just before the 4 P.M. closing 
time, we saw a young collector buying his 
first antique. It was a Stickley rocker in 
mint condition and a tired dealer was cut- 
ting the price by a third.

shady area where you need color. When 
flowering diminishes, switch the shaded 
pot with its mate. 

e Plant hostas and ferns in containers to

The magic of container gardening is 
portability, and flowering plants are not 
the only candidates for containerizing. 
Linda Yang, author of Zhe City Gardener’ 
Handbook, From Balcony to Backyard 
(Random House), reminds us that weep- 
ing trees can be living sculptures in pots. 

Here are more tips, based on my own 
experience as a rooftop gardener: 

Never use soil. | make my own soilless 
medium of three parts Canadian sphag- 
num peat moss to one part perlite—extra 





peat for moisture-loving plants, extra per- 
lite for plants that require more drainage. 
If you prefer not to mix your own, you can 
buy such commercial preparations as 
Metro-Mix, Pro Mix or Jiffy Mix. All hold 
more water than garden soil and weigh 
less, so the plantings can be moved easily. 

Adding nutrients is necessary. You can 
use any water-soluble fertilizer if you fol- 
low package directions, but I have had 
particular success with Osmocote, a time- 
release fertilizer in the 20-20-20 formula. 

Always use containers with drainage 
holes. If your choice is the readily avail- 
able half whiskey barrel, be sure to drill up 
to 10 half-inch holes in its wood bottom, 
then lay down a layer of pot shards, gravel 
or broken crockery to aid drainage. 

For year-round container plantings, 
choose perennials that can tolerate cli- 
mates colder than your own. Whatever 
you plant must be winter-hardy. The 
medium not only freezes from the top 
down but also inward from the sides. 

Underplant tall plants with cascading 
smaller ones for color and texture. Try lo- 
belia or variegated vinca. These tender an- 
nuals will be nipped by frost and will not 
pose a danger of root competition to

Laura Ashley was laid up that year with a difficult first pregnancy. 
She thought she would busy herself with patchwork, was frustrated 
by the unavailability of suitable small prints, and decided to make 
some herself. Bernard Ashley, a natural entrepreneur, thought of us- 
ing the prints for easily cut and sewn tea towels. Learning from 
books, the couple built a silk screen and soon branched out into 
aprons and nightgowns, always using pure cotton or linen and fea- 
turing romantic Victorian-inspired prints. 

From the beginning, Laura Ashley (or L.A. as she preferred her 
staff to call her) was the design head of Laura Ashley, Inc., finding in- 
spiration in 19th-century British and French pattern books, endpa-

s and more. Husband B.A. held up the business 
end. Their instant success had something to do with the times. The 
company came of age during the 60s, when loud prints, polyester 
fabrics and miniskirts were the rage. Laura said, “I knew in my heart 
that was not what most people wanted. I had to do something com- 
pletely different. I sensed that most people wanted to raise families, 
have gardens and live life aS Nice ly as they could.” 

With her dark hair swept up in a wispy bun, her high-collared 


white blouses, navy cardigan and long skirts, Laura seemed more a

demure farmer’s wife than a high-powered businesswoman. She al- 
ways believed that husband and children came first, but combining 
home and work took juggling. Legend has it that one way she coped 
with four young children and working was to put the children to bed 
at 4:30 P.M.—until the eldest learned to tell time. 

Laura Ashley expanded into the decorating business when she dis- 
covered that some of the people lined up outside their Wales factory 
for dress-fabric remnants were using them for slipcovers. (Once at a 
party the wife of the British Ambassador to the United States discov- 
ered to her great amusement that her dress matched the hostess’s 
sofa.) Laura Ashley, Inc., offered its decorating line to its apparel 
shop customers, not to the trade, making the company one of the 
first to sell coordinated fabrics, wall coverings, lampshades and fur- 
niture at retail. “From the outset,” Mrs. Ashley once told House 
Beautiful, “I have been trying to give everyone a chance to furnish a 
room as if it had been done by an interior designer.” 

The look Laura Ashley created for rooms—like her apparel 
look—was one of irresistible prettiness: gentle floral prints against 
pastel walls, finely pleated lampshades, rounded upholstered pieces 
and a series of books explaining how to pull it all together. 

At the time of her tragic accidental death in 1985, Laura Ashley’s 
name was—and it remains—synonymous with and even a metaphor 
for the romantic Victorian image. Hl

eople collect for different reasons. Some succumb to 

collecting fever with investment in mind; others are tak- 

en by the thrill of the search, the reward of the find. 

Sometimes there seems to be no obvious motive, no 

clear-cut understanding of the urge to collect. How 

does one explain, for example, someone's innate re- 
sponse to the taste and style of another century? Somehow, it’s been 
said, one object cries out for others to keep it company. You oblige; 
soon, youre a collector. 

I collect for one reason and one reason only: delight...my own pri- 
vate, personal pleasure in a period I find exciting, and romantic, and 
just quirky enough to keep it all 
from becoming too serious to live 
with. My collection isn’t grand by 
any means. Nineteenth-century 

photographs are among my fa- 
I vorites, even though they are far 
from rare; they just seem to pro- 
voke an inner smile in all who see 
them (one can only imagine the 
thoughts that went on beneath 
those somber clothes and 
sober faces).

To me, their power and bravado trumpet 19th-cen- 
tury values in clarion tones (and no one can tell me the Victorians 
themselves didn’t see some bit of humor in their brashness). At the 
same time, I also respond to the more delicate whisperings of Victo- 
—— rian ephemera—fragile valentines, graphic advertising 

art, old-time magazines, trade cards, menus, calen- 

dars—the fleeting bits and pieces of 19th-century 

popular culture that tell us so much about the com- 
mon trends and directions of daily life. 

Everyone garners his or her first impressions of the 
Victorian era in a different way. Some of us have been 
seduced by romanticized tales of life in the Old 
South—the images of those wonderfully romantic ball 
gowns in Gone With the Wind, with billowy skirts of 
—4 glistening taffeta and froths of lace. In the 1950s 
and 1960s scores of popular TV westerns featured 
Victorian lamps, rugs, beds, tables and chairs as

Wild West furnishings. Bonanza, Gun- 
smoke, The Wild Wild West, Maverick, Bat 
Masterson, Wagon Train—all are Victorian 
in decor. 

Fifteen years ago, when Victoriana was 
still undercollected, it was fairly easy to 
satisfy the collecting urge at country auc- 
tions, flea markets and fairs, even to pick 
up small collectibles for as little as a dollar 
or two. Now much of what we admire is 
an unaffordable passion: the Belter settee, 
Tiffany glass, Aesthetic furniture, Handel 
lamps. Yet because of the duration of the 
era and the enormous variety of things 


produced from the late 1830s through

1915, most collectible Victoriana is still 
within reach at antiques shops, auctions, 
estate sales and fairs, flea markets and even 
yard sales (not to discount the occasional 
happy attic find). 

That collectors today have such a boun- 
ty of Victoriana to choose from stems 
from the fact that Victorians were them- 
selves the first great American collectors, 
happy inhabitants of an era that celebrated 
things. With great rooms and small filled 
with puffy upholstered furniture, brass 
sconces and chandeliers, overmantels 
heavy with shelves, shelves burdened with 
bric-a-brac, it was indeed an acquisitive 
age. In the homes of the well-to-do, one 
would also find a few carefully selected ob- 
jects of foreign origin—Japanese screens, 
Dutch clocks, tapestries from Venice and 
more. These were important additions 
—purse-proud testimony of a family’s 
ability to travel abroad, of their purported 
culture and sophistication in being able to 
appreciate such items. Here and there, one 
would also find examples of handmade 
fancywork (so necessary, it was felt, for the 
warm, cozy “home” feeling the Victorians 
valued above all). These might be beaded 
wall pockets, laboriously embroidered 
bookmarks and screens, handsome 
needlework cushions, hand-stitched mot- 


toes, perhaps even a decorated foot muff. 

And finally, just to keep the whole from 
becoming too feminine, too affected, 
homeowners would add a dash of the un- 
expected with objects celebrating the 
fruits of nature and the glory of the envi- 
ronment: pinecone wall brackets, feather 
and moss work, “rustic” frames assembled 
from gnarled bits of seasoned wood. 

The worldly Mark Twain was said to be 
so enamored of the fancy carving on the 
costly bed he bought in 1878 that he and 
his wife habitually slept in it back- 
ward—for a better view of the intricate 
headboard. 

How the Victorians loved things! Every 
fad, every new idea, every gadget had its 
following, from the newfangled ice-cream 
scoop in 1876—ice cream being a favored 
Victorian dessert—to Edison’s phono- 
graph. In the dining room, the desire for 
all things new meant a utensil for every 
possible purpose—fish forks, oyster ladles, 
berry dishes, sugar tongs and revolving 
fruit-knife holders. We collect these uten- 
sils as charming oddities; the Victorians 
collected them because they were fascinat- 
ed by newness and also because their ap- 
preciation of such specialized tools was 
clear-cut evidence of an innate gentility 
and refinement. 

The glory of the Victorian age was a 
look of hard-won plenty, joyfully an- 
nouncing just how far we had come—the 
sprawling pattern of a new Brussels carpet 
blossoming with roses, warming once-bare 
floors; windows hung with layers of tas- 
seled plush. And there were lavishly pat- 
terned wallpapers—they gave one plenty 
to look at in places where those clever 
Currier & Ives prints were not already cov- 
ering every inch of-available wall. 

Because of the eclectic nature of Victo- 
riana and because of its abundance—such 
an astonishing lot of stuff produced over 
such a very long span of time—no single 
design formula really defines its use; even 
at the outset, its reach was long, its appeal 
generous, diversified. Just as in the 19th 
century, when Victorian objects and fur- 
nishings adorned one man’s exotic “Per- 
sian palace” or another’s picturesque 
Gothic cottage, so living with 19th-centu- 
ry antiques, collections and memorabilia 
in our time is very much a matter of per- 
sonal expression. Its very eclecticism— 
that broad mix—is what Victorian collect- 
ing is all about. @

Finding the personal hand at 
work is rare in public gardens 
because they are usually magnif- 
icent estates coddled by a troupe 
of professionals or are botanists’ 
gardens filled with plant collec- 
tions. There is nothing wrong 
with these places, heaven knows, 
but there 7s a preponderance of 
them and they afford few lessons 
for the amateur. Here are five fine 
exceptions—public 
from New York to California 


gardens 


where the everyday gardener will 
find inspiration for beds and 
borders, plant groupings and 
plant types to take home and try. 


Wave Hill 

Wave Hill in the Bronx is a sur- 
prise of surprises. Visitors carom 
off the Henry Hudson Parkway 
and, in the blink of an eye, find 
themselves on a 28-acre estate 
with a breathtaking, pergola- 
framed prospect over the Hud- 
son River and the Palisades. But 
the greater surprise is that this is 
no belabored, manicured land- 
scape. The formal bones of the 
estate garden are simply a setting

for remarkable and constantly 
changing plantings. 

Marco Polo Stufano, the di- 
rector of horticulture here since 
1967, is an enemy of the per- 
fected and finished garden. He 
loves to try out new plants and 
combinations and to experi- 
ment with new juxtapositions, 
even if he is not sure they will 
succeed. “We develop this gar- 
den by bits and pieces,” he says. 

You never quite know what 
you will find at Wave Hill, only 
that it will probably be beautiful 
and useful. One year, against a 
west-facing wall, there appears a 
new garden of tall plants that do 
not need staking; another year 
sees the restoration of a former 
rose garden, now planted to in- 
clude striking 1920s cultivars 
(mainly French) of peonies, iris- 
es, clematis. Stufano and his 
small staff use the estate’s formal 
garden layout to good advan- 
tage, placing their trial plants on 
or in existing structures. A quad- 
rangular pergola, for example, is 
covered with a collection of 
vines chosen both for their 
beauty and because they show 
all the ways that vines can climb. 
Or consider the garden of 
monocots, a tall and varied as- 
sembly of an underused group 
of plants ranging from orna- 
mental grasses to corn and 
wheat, symmetrically planted by 
a reflecting pool. 

Everywhere the skill of Stu- 
fano, the plantsman, is what

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makes you pause. Under the dramatic riv- 
er-viewing pergola, he has assembled a 
group of potted tropical plants with exot- 
ic foliage textures—palms, scheffleras, 
crotons, caladiums, ferns—all examples of 
summer possibilities. Near one green- 
house a bed and wall have been devoted to 
sculptural-looking succulents. “Somebody 
called it our L.A. garden,” says Stufano, 
amused. (In summer of 1991, the same 
space will be dedicated to red-leaf plants.) 
Beyond these are the foundations of for- 
mer greenhouses, their south-facing walls 
now dedicated to experiments with half- 
hardy gray-foliage plants and dry-land 
plants, especially the sages Stufano loves.

10471; 212—549—3200.) 


Ladew Topiary Gardens 
Harvey Smith Ladew, a bon vivant of the 
old school, loved fox hunting, ladies and 
gardens. In 1929 he bought an estate of 
some 250 acres in Maryland hunt country. 
Over the next four decades he supervised 
the expansion and decoration of the exist- 
ing house as well as the creation of 22 
acres of gardens. Billy Baldwin was his col- 
laborator on the house, but Ladew was by 
no means the passive partner. Baldwin 
said of him: “He mixed periods of furni- 
ture the way he mixed a martini: It looked 
good and tasted delicious, but if he was 
out of vermouth, why not substitute a 
pinch of white wine instead?” 

That light-hearted inventiveness 1s 
what makes the gardens so unforgettable. 





The famous topiary—done mainly in yew 
and showing everything from a fox hunt 
to a Chinese junk—is startling, but the 
real interest for a home gardener lies in the 
way you get around the landscape and in 
the theme gardens. Each was designed by 
Ladew himself, without collaborators. 
The main path leads away from the 
house along a labyrinthine trail of small 
enclosed theme gardens. At the farthest 
point from the house one crosses a stream, 
climbs a hillock and looks back from the 
Temple of Venus down a long allée to a 
dramatic view of the house. The delightful 
contrast of closed and open spaces that 
Ladew created is particularly lovely and 
could be worked out on a smaller scale.

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Near the house, the Berry Garden, an 
anthology of hollies, crabapples and haw- 
thorns, provides winter food for birds. 
And the single-color gardens illustrate the 
infinite possibilities for creating gardens 
with color themes. 

In the Pink Garden, azaleas, dogwood, 
crape myrtle, crabapples and roses bloom 
in spring and early summer. The White 
Garden is a wonderfully varied assem- 
blage with dogwoods, stewartia and hy- 
drangeas (for height); viburnums, 
clethras, lilacs and philadelphus as the 
background; and in the foreground are all 
sorts of bulbs and perennials including 
lily-of-the-valley, hosta, narcissus, nico- 
tiana, cimicifuga, lilies and chrysanthe- 
mums.

Wing Haven 

Wing Haven, a three-acre woodland in 
Charlotte, N.C., is 2 backyard that just 
would not stop. When Elizabeth Clarkson 


arrived there in 1927 as a new bride, it was 


red-clay barrens with a couple of scraggly 
oaks. Clarkson started on a formal garden 
but soon decided she wanted something 
more attractive to the migrating birds she 
had come to love. Thereafter, year by year, 
she and her husband planned and planted 
until the formal elements were subsumed 
in a larger, wilder scheme. They filled up 
their three acres, then bought adjoining 
lots. 

The Clarksons left parts of their garden 
truly wild because their bird visitors re- 
quired food, water, shelter, roosting spaces 
and a canopy of trees with shrubs below. 
The pool, wildflowers, fruiting trees and 
berry-bearing hedges serve aesthetic (peo- 
ple) and practical (bird) purposes. 

The Clarksons’ paths are wonderful. 
Generally straight, they nevertheless give 
an air of suppleness and informality, with 
brick paving interspersed with panels of 
lawn. Brick edging allows the flowers to 
spill out of the beds and onto the paths. 
The low boxwood hedges are never too 
squarely pruned, and on one long vista 
they form a series of undulating mounds.

Shakespeare Garden 

Prairie landscape artist Jens Jensen was one 
of the great figures of the Chicago renais- 
sance during the first decades of this cen- 
tury. A friend and associate of the archi- 
tects Frank Lloyd Wright and Louis 
Sullivan, he was a promoter of democracy 
and popular culture. He created the city 
parks and the forest preserves that are the 
pride of Chicago, as well as large, natural 
gardens and preserved wildlands through- 
out the upper Midwest. 

Jensen was also what the home folks call 
a joiner. Among the many Chicago clubs 
in which he was a driving force was the 
Drama League of America. In 1915, to 
commemorate the Shakespeare Tricenten- 
nial, Jensen designed a small Tudor gar- 
den. A few ladies in Evanston, Ill., formed 
a club to build this garden on the campus 
of Northwestern University, and 75 years 
later the same club is still maintaining this 
little-known urban garden—a mere 70 by 
120 feet. 

The liveliness of the space is hard to 
match. The entry to the hawthorn-hedged 
garden is shaded by twin downy haw- 
thorns, their horizontal branches spread- 
ing into a canopy. Inside, rectilinear turf 
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paths frame double beds of mixed perenni- 
als and annuals (all flowers grown in Eliza- 
bethan times), the asymmetrical plantings 
softening the formal scheme. 

The loveliest effects are those produced 
by the doubling of the hawthorn (cratae- 
gus crus-galli) hedge. Jensen called for twin 
hedges, the inner 8 feet high and the outer 
10 feet high. Whether you turn left or right 
at the entrance, you find yourself in a 
rough green tunnel, with flagstone paving 
beneath your feet. The play of light and 
shadow and the shapes of the gray-white 
stone create a sense of forest and mystery 
that is all the more remarkable for the gar- 
den’s small size and more formal spaces.

The Blake Garden 

The Blake House and Garden, near the 
University of California’s Berkeley campus, 
is a study in appropriate landscape design. 
Set on an Il-acre site, some of which 
slopes as steeply as 50 degrees, the garden 
responds to the peculiar opportunities and 


challenges of Pacific Coast topography 
and climate. Indeed, from its beginning in 
1922 and through the 1940s, Anita Blake, 
a member of a prominent Berkeley family, 
was widely known for her dedication to 
introducing new plants for the California 
climate. So zealous was she to find out 
which Mediterranean plants would thrive 
there that she asked a friend to smuggle 
bulbs back from Italy in her slipper toes. 

‘Today the garden has far fewer than the 
2,500 species Blake grew, but it is now 
tended by Berkeley’s Department of Land- 
scape Architecture. Here, teachers and stu- 
dents have refined the existing design and 
added touches that are particularly inspir- 
ing to amateur gardeners. Though few 
people will be able to imitate the elegant 
Italianate reflecting pool and grotto, a 
nearby arbor covered with flowering vines 
is made of simple PVC tubing; it is re- 
markably effective. 

In addition, the informal Yellow and 
Pink gardens are full of plant choices for 
West Coast gardeners who want to play 
with color themes. In the Yellow Garden, 
yew and Alberta spruce set the tone for a 
lovely play of color and texture, which in- 
cludes spears of sedges and miscanthus 


grasses, bright buttons of calceolaria and 
cinquefoil, and exotics like Australian 
bush cherries. The Pink Garden combines 
more expected choices: an evergreen pear 
tree, a ground cover of anemones, the 
striking large trumpets of exotic brugman- 
sia vines. 

The Mediterranean Garden, on the 
slope below the house, organizes the lovely 
silver tones of artemisias, salvias and 
senecios in a series of rough diamond 
shapes that descend the hill. From below, 
the slope gives the effect of wild profusion, 
but from above it reveals its geometry. 
(Blake House and Garden, 70 Rincon 
Rd., Kensington, CA 94707; 415- 
524-2449.) 

The beauty of each of these gardens is 
not for the eyes only, but for the active 
imagination. Everywhere, ideas appropri- 
ate for the home gardener are worked out 
in lovely profusion. It is hard to imagine 
visiting without bringing away plans and 
inspiration along with memories.

ceiling treatment can affect the mood of a room dramatically. De- 
pending on what you do with the ceiling, a confined space can feel 
lofty, a vast space can feel cozy. And you can add high drama to fea- 
tureless architecture or calm overfussy decor. 

With this or any remodeling, what you do is a matter of taste, 
budget and structural possibilities. Individual taste is an important 
factor. Architect William G. Reed of Bethesda, Md., for example, 
believes that low-ceilinged rooms can be inviting and warm. Walter 
Chatham disagrees. To this New York City architect, lack of height 
is a “visual faux pas I find menacing.” He says, “You want the ceiling

The purpose of a room must also be 
considered. For example, the ceilings in 
your house may be uniform, but you crave 
a sense of spaciousness in the entrance hall 
and other public areas while you prefer 
your bedroom or den to feel sheltering 
and cozy. Ceiling treatments will heip you 
achieve these effects. Whether you decide 
to actually raise or lower a ceiling or to 
create the i//usion of change, it is impor- 
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many houses. Eight feet has become the 
standard room height in much new con- 
struction, but in very old houses—mainly 
in New England—the norm may be a foot 
less. There are a number of ways to deal 
with this situation. The most effective are 
to remove the ceiling and create a two-sto- 
ry or “cathedral” room or to raise the ceil- 
ing another foot or two. These solutions 
are not casually arrived at, of course. You 


will need experts—an architect as well as a 
builder—to evaluate how such structural 
change will affect your house or if indeed 
it is feasible. 

If you are tired of living with a low ceil- 
ing but cannot afford to take drastic ac- 
tion, other forms of ceiling redesign will 
alter the look and feel of a room. Architect 
Reed advises against total demolition. 

One solution is a minor demolition: 
Remove the plaster or wallboard layer and 
expose the ceiling joists. If they are of 
wood, Reed suggests cleaning them up 
and staining them. Be aware that preserva- 
tionists unequivocally disapprove of re- 
moving the plaster ceilings in Greek Re- 
vival and other formal period houses 
because it violates the original style. 

Another solution if you expose the 
joists: Should you prefer a simpler, more 
contemporary (and incidently more colo- 
nial) look, box in the joists with wallboard 
or bead boards and paint them. 

The spaces between these exposed ceil- 
ing beams must also be dealt with. De- 
pending on the age of your house, what 
lies between your exposed beams is either 
an arrangement of thin, narrow wood 
strips called lath, or the wood underlay- 
ment for the floor above, or the underside 
of your roof. You could simply paint this 
material or, to create a smooth surface, 
have it plastered or covered in wallboard. 
Keep in mind that building codes vary 
widely; check into local restrictions before 
authorizing structural changes.) 

Major renovation is not always needed, 
however. A room under an attic or other 
expandable upper space can be made more 
lofty by installing a dome of lightweight 
reinforced polyester or polyurethane, 
which mimics plaster. This element is 
manufactured in various sizes and styles, 
with accompanying rosettes and mold- 
ings. Installation calls for an experienced 
carpenter. 

Here is a trio of ceiling-raisers that re- 
quire fewer technical skills: 

(1) It is a fact that pale colors make sur- 
faces recede, but you do not always need 
paint to achieve this effect. Instead, says 
architect Chatham, have your smooth 
ceiling covered with joint compound, a 
plasterlike material usually used to fill 
cracks in walls or the spaces between wall- 
boards. When the compound dries and is 
sanded lightly, says Chatham, “the effect is

almost luminous.” 

(2) Emphasize the enclosed: feeling your 
ceiling creates. One way would be to 
sheathe the ceiling and Walls with the 
same bead-board or tongue-and-groove 
wood strips. Paint or stain uniformly. 


(3) Nail lattice panels to your 





ceiling—you can find them prebuilt at 
most lumberyards—for a conservatory or 
garden room look. You can use a variety of 
finishes: paint or a grain-enhancing stain. 
Or you can pickle the wood by diluting 


white paint until it is almost transparent. 


When Ceilings Are Too Lofty 
It is a rare but real problem: Some ceilings 
are just too high. Architect Reed provides 
examples of how varying ceiling height 
can offset too much verticality: 
¢ Within a sweeping open space, lower 
one section of ceiling—to define an area 
for dining, for example. 
* Create an inner frame by installing non- 
structural beams at ceiling level around 
the periphery of a room. To give them im- 
portance, add brackets, plain or carved, 
which will appear to provide support. 
¢ Use a shaped ceiling to pull together 
soaring space. One technique requires an 
expert's hand: Mold wet wallboard into a 
curve and create barrel vaulting. 

Here are some easier solutions: 
(1) Install a grid system to produce a new, 
lower ceiling frame. You can suspend a va- 
riety of panels within that frame, includ- 
ing those made of acoustical tile, em- 
bossed tin or wood. Many hardware stores 
sell stock metal grid systems, and there are 
even stock wood systems that will enable 
you to build a coffered ceiling. 
(2) Use decorating tricks to fool the eye. 
* Install a horizontal band of molding on 
your walls several inches below the ceiling 
instead of at ceiling height. 
* Paint walls and ceiling the same color to 


give more breadth to a room. 


Lighting, the Ultimate Enhancement 

Whether your ceilings are too high, too 
low or just boring, improved lighting is 
the one design tool most experts agree 
makes a difference. Walter Chatham ad- 
ises eliminating ceiling fixtures altogeth- 
r, saying, “ They can’t illuminate a room 


adequately anyway.” He prefers standing 


halogen quartz lamps whose light source is 
above eye level. Directed upward, they 
wash the ceiling, which bounces light 
downward. “Most of today’s rooms feel 
horizontal,” says the architect. “This type 
of lighting will make a room feel vertical.” 

Lighting may, in fact, be the simplest 
and most cost-effective solution to ceiling- 
height problems. Moreover, it is the one

* Cracks in the ceiling are a common 
problem. Lane Zell, a Troy, Mich., in- 
terior designer, likes to cover such ceil- 
ings by applying textured paint for a 
stucco effect, gluing burlap to the sur- 
face or attaching tiles. You can also 
produce an almost smooth ceiling— 


and mend the flawed surface perma- 





nently—with one of the new, tough 
wallpaper liners. Glid-wall or Wall- 
Over are materials that bond directly 
to the plaster underneath. 

* Use fabric light enough in weight to 
gather and create a fabric tent. Interior 
designer Harriet Perkin of Pennsauken, 
N.J., has covered many unfortunate 
ceilings this way. Start from the center 
of the room, anchoring one end of 
each length of fabric to a light fixture 
or under a ceiling plate and attaching 
the other end to surrounding walls 
through rods or with staples. 

* In decorating a luxury condomini- 
um, interior designer Sarah Boyer 
Jenkins of Chevy Chase, Md., had to 
deal with a bulky and intrusive bulk- 
head covering a duct that jutted out 
from one wall and lay across a portion 
of the eight-foot-high ceiling. Jenkins 





disguised this clumsy intrusion with 
the same wallcovering she had chosen 
for the room. 

¢ When Beverly Ellsley, a Westport, 
Conn., designer, tore down a client's 
bedroom wall and raised the ceiling, 
she left the closet in place. The top of it, 
now much lower than the new ceiling, 
become, in effect, a newly created bal- 
cony for displaying decorative objects.

eral spirits, base coat, rag rolling, glazing 
coat, sponging, combing. 

Every day we worked on our box and 
practiced our techniques. The first day we 
used wood putty to fill in any small holes 
or scratches in the wood, then sanded it 
with a #200 grit sandpaper called tufbak. 
Next we applied our first base coat. Mine 
was 4 part yellow ochre artist's oil paint 
from a tube to 2 parts white oil-base house 
paint mixed with mineral spirits. 

On the second day I lightly sanded the 
box with #400 sandpaper, then applied 
another yellow base coat. On the third day 
I repeated the same steps. On the fourth 
day it was time to put a glaze over the en- 
tire box. This glaze—¥% part Japan Drier, 1 
part boiled linseed oil, 5 parts mineral 
spirits—keeps the decorative painting 
flexible while you are creating your overall 
pattern. My aim was to simulate burl 
maple. If | made a mistake, the wet glaze 
allowed me to wipe off and start again. 

After wiping on the glaze I used a natu- 
ral sponge to apply a darker, thicker mix- 
ture (burnt umber and burnt sienna artist’s 


paint, white house paint, and mineral spir- 
its) to make the bur! of the maple. I knew 
how to do'this because every day we were 
given a demonstration and lecture by Janet 
on graining and marbling. 

At our tables we practiced other finishes 
on ragboards. As visual guides we had pic- 
tures of wood and marble and squares of 
real marble to copy. The best part was 
painting the veins with pigeon feathers. 

On the fourth day I became bolder. I 
decided to do another box, a booklike one 
of red vermilion marble. I even gold-leafed 
the “pages.” I did it, by Jove, I did it! 

The secrets, you learn, are in the paints 
and how you mix them, the glaze coats, 
the twist of your feather, the dab of your 
sponge. It is surprising what simple tools 
make the magic. With a graining comb on 
a wet painted surface you can wave a 
graceful border that looks like Christmas 
ribbon candy. A Styrofoam packing 
peanut dipped in paint prints a lovely bor- 
der of bowknots.

he room began with a problem: only two 
windows, and those were facing north.

“A bedroom should have all the creature comforts,” Buatta 
adds. A needlepoint rug over flat-pile carpeting offers warmth to 
bare feet. Upholstered seating arranged in an intimate grouping 
(right and below) invites parents and children to “curl up and 
read the paper, do a puzzle or watch a little TV,” says Buatta. >

nglish decorator Helen Cooper is not a lit- 
eral person. When she says that this bedroom 

in the1990 Royal Oak Designer Showhouse in 
New York was inspired by Montacute, an impor- 
tant Elizabethan house in England, one might 
wonder what an airy, almost empty room with an 
avant-garde bed and hangings of gossamer silk could 
possibly have in common with a late-16th-century building paneled 
in dark wood and hung with heavy draperies. But for Helen Cooper, 
inspiration does not mean creating a faithful copy or even adapting a 
look but rather settling on a starting point. 

Because she has always loved the golden color of the Somerset 
sandstone that Montacute is built of, Cooper had these walls finished 
to resemble it. (Color is mixed into plaster before it is applied.) The 
fleur-de-lis finials on the bed recall architectural elements of the 
house as do the traditional English motifs on bedcover and hangings. 
As for the spareness, Cooper points out that very few pieces of furni- 
ture appeared in Elizabethan rooms. 

Minimalism and calm symmetry (the bed sits exactly in the center 
of the space) are what make the room so appealing. Although we have 
seen a trend in recent years toward bedrooms that serve many func- 
tions, there is something soothing about a room where rest is obvious- 
ly the major activity. The bed, the tray table, a blanket chest and a 
stool are all that is needed in a guest chamber, as the showhouse pro- 
gram labeled it. Decorations are equally spare: pillows and a few pho- 
tographs in similar frames hung symmetrically above the fireplace. >

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A bedroom in the south of France 
is as simple and rich as its setting 








he south of France has captured the imagina- 
tion of artists over the years with its bright sun- 
shine, charming villages, lush landscapes and 
craggy coast.

Ibert Hadley fell in 
love with a small Ital- 
ianate Victorian house five 
years ago and it seemed to cry 
out for a garden. “There was 
nothing here but an acre of trees, 
overgrown bushes along the fence, and sloping ground 
that I had to fill in,” he says. In Hadley’s vision guests 
would climb the front porch steps, pass through the 
house and a screened back porch, then enjoy the surprise 
of a complex garden. New stone paths lead to a wild gar- 
den, a shady “deer garden” named for its focal sculpture 
(opposite) and a formal garden in the center with a re- 
flecting pool (seen on the previous page). 

Unlike his onetime colleague Bill Hodgins, Hadley 
conceived of his design as a series of outdoor rooms with 
the same scale and spirit as those indoors. “I feel very 
strongly that the outside of a house should relate to the 
inside,” he says. “The house is formal; so is the gar- 
den—yet the planting is natural. I don’t do much with 
flowers.” >

he garden was started four years ago, 
“when I thought ‘perennial’ meant you 
had to plant it every year,” confesses Bill 
Hodgins, who still feels a novice at the game. 
The land fell in a soft slope from the back of his 
summer cottage, with trees on each side leading to a 
charming cove. Hodgins decided to leave well enough alone. He 
scythed down the undergrowth that led to the water, adding a 
deck behind the house to enjoy the newly revealed view. He kept

the trees to provide their beautiful canopy of shade. Although the 
designer marked out an enclosed space beneath his bedroom win- 
dow where his dogs could run in safety, he resisted further struc- 
ture. “My whole idea was to keep almost everything green and 
white and architectural, with one good patch of color in the little 
cottage garden.” It is perhaps the general lack of color that makes 
this landscape uniquely its maker’s. Bill Hodgins’s interior palette 
is often as pale as the scheme of his garden. 

“Eventually this garden will look like a naturally developed oa- 
sis, except for the cottage garden where I grow forty-eight differ- 
ent roses—about half of them old varieties and half tea roses,” he 
says. Like all gardeners, Hodgins is always designing. He has 
started underplanting the roses, and is adding on a woodland gar- 
den under the trees, planting white hosta, white vinca and ferns. 
But the designer is impatient. Nature works more slowly than a 
design firm. “Td like it all to be done this year,” he sighs. “Howey- 
er, gardening does teach you to be very patient.”

1700s goes ao a different name in 
each country: Louis XVI in France, y 
Adam style in England, Federal in 
America, Gustavian 1 Sweden, but 
the key elements are the same. All 
over the western world, cabinet- 
makers and painters were fired by 
newly uncovered ruins near Mount 
Vesuvius. In Paris and London, New 
York and Charleston, S.C., chair 
legs were fluted like Greek 
columns, chair backs were shaped 
like urns, and decorations—both 
plaster and painted—were copied 
from the walls of Pompeiian hous- 
es. It is not surprising that the 
sculptural shapes of these new 
pieces are just what we want for 
today’s pared-down rooms. After 
all, the craftsmen of the 18th cen- 
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tury were designing for the same 
kind of sparely furnished space. 
Then, as now, dramatic curves, lus- 
cious colors and fine details show 
up best in uncluttered arrange- 
ments.

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A two-story front entrance 
(right) and second floor master 
suite lifted the low, horizontal 
line of the original house (be- 
low). Rooms are organized 
around the central foyer, with 
a private wing, including office 
and exercise room, to the left 
and entertaining areas to the 
right (see plan, bottom). Cov- 
ering the entire exterior with 
stucco unified the jumble of 
original materials. For privacy, 
windows facing the street 
were kept to a minimum. A 
guest suite was placed above 
the garage, which is separated 
from the main house. 
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From the street, a tall skylight and chimney tower hint at excitement within 









he streets 
in Katie 
and Robert 
Langford’s 
hometown, Win- 
ter Park, Fla., are 
lined with lush vine-draped oaks, 
bougainvilleas, azaleas and jas- 
mines. While the plants are trop- 
ical, most of the houses that bor- 
der the town’s chain of lakes look 
like suburban houses anywhere. 
The Langfords, who were mar- 
ried a few years ago, wanted a 
house that would suit their sense 
of adventure, and they refused to 


be thwarted by the town’s limited 
real estate offerings. They decid- 
ed that if they liked a site but not 
its house they would enlist the 
aid of Katie’s son, designer and 
lighting consultant Davis Mack- 
iernan, to remake whatever 
building existed. 

The property they chose at the 
end of a cul-de-sac had lake 
frontage on three sides, but the 
small 1960s builder's house was a 
hodgepodge of concrete, mason- 
ry-block and brick elements 
closed on the water sides. 

To transform the property 


into a tropical retreat, Mackier- 
nan sought the help of Jan Abell 
and Kenneth Garcia, a Tampa- 
based architectural partnership. 
Along with architect Alton Isings 
they worked as a team, taking 
their cue from the Langfords’ vi- 
tal personalities, especially Katie 
Langford’s flair for dramatic ges- 
tures—a result of her many years 
in show business. 

It would have been easier and 
cheaper to demolish the old 
house, but because zoning laws 
now require a farther setback 
from the lake for new structures,

the designers remodeled. In- 
spired by a Robert Venturi project 
in Bermuda, they gave the Lang- 
ford house an island feeling by 
closing it to the street but open- 
ing the back and sides to the lake. 
They left the exterior walls in 
place but gutted and transformed 
the interiors and added a partial 
second story. In order not to 
dwarf the small site, again emulat- 
ing Venturis Bermuda design, the 
architects recast the house to re- 
semble a cluster of little buildings 
that hug the shore like a miniature 
Mediterranean village. ®

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- yeing junk-shop finds and plain-Jane 
bargains may sound adventurous, but it is no harder than painting. 
So the dye can be absorbed, either start with unfinished wood or 
wicker or strip old pieces of their shellac, varnish, paint or wax. 
Wood with an interesting grain is a wonderful choice for this 
medium, which is a transparent water-based stain. Mixing your 


own colors from stock dyes like Rit Seafoam Green or Golden Yel- 
low is where some artistic wizardry comes in. If you mix, record 
your recipe, advises veteran furniture colorist Kollath. He always 
tests his colors on the underside of a piece because several factors, 
including the lightness and density of the wood, affect how the 
dye will take and how many coats will be required. 





Embellishing a simple 
straw rug with a colorful 
border is easy with Rit 
Dye. Kollath picked out 
the weave’s pattern 
with a brush of biue

The dye is easily applied with a paintbrush or clean cloth. If you 


are after the antiqued finish Kollath gave a vintage rocking chair 
(above), simply wipe off the dye in areas that get the most 
wear—the armrests on a bench, the front stretcher of a chair, the 
top of a table—after each coat. For a softer coloration, wet the sur- 
face and let dry for 15 minutes before dyeing. Your imagination is 
the limit when it comes to whimsical details: Try squiggles, sten- 
cils, checkerboards (blocked off with masking tape). The last 
step—sealing your masterpiece when dry with polyurethane or 
varnish—is a must if you don’t want to dye everything else in your 
house.

dinner-party wines for $10 and under 


If you are planning a dinner 
party, you will have to decide 
not only which wines would be 
appropriate, but how much to 
spend per bottle. Fortunately, at 
a time when so many well- 
known red and white wines are 
priced at $15 or $20, there is 
still a wide range of excellent 
wines to be found for $7 to 
$10. They offer more flavor and 
character than cheaper bottles, 
as indeed they should, and the 
best of them can compete favor- 
ably with bottles selling for $12 
to $15. 

Considering that wines made 
from Chardonnay and Caber- 
net Sauvignon grapes have be- 
come so fashionable today, it is 
not surprising that many good 
examples can be found at mod- 
erate prices and some are listed 
below. I have tried to suggest a 
broad range of wines to choose 
among, encompassing some of 
the diversity that exists in the 
world’s vineyards. (See list for a 
representative selection from 20 
basic categories—California 
Chardonnay, Italian Pinot Gri- 


gio, Australian Shiraz, etc. Ad- 
ditional recommendations are 
listed below.) 

The varied selections that 
follow have three elements in 
common: They are distinctive 
wines with some individuality 
compared to the many sound 
but simple wines available for 
$4 to $5; they are ready to 
drink, as befits dinner-party 
wines; and they are in general 
distribution. As for vintages, al- 
most all these wines are at their 
best when young, so look for 
1989 whites (to be replaced by 
the 1990 vintage by midsum- 
mer) and 1988 or 1989 for 
many of the reds. 


WHITE WINES 

You cannot expect rich, com- 
plex Chardonnays for $10 or 
less, but you can find appealing 
fruit in such California exam- 
ples as Estancia’ and 
Christophe, riper notes in Aus- 
tralia’s Montrose, Seppelts, and 
Rosemount, and perhaps more 
austerity in the Macon-Villages 


of Georges Duboeuf, Joseph 


Drouhin, and Louis Jadot. 

The grassy, herbaceous char- 
acter of Sauvignon Blanc makes 
it one of the most interesting 
and intense all-purpose whites 
wines. Beaulieu Vineyard, 
Louis Martini, Parducci, Pre- 
ston Vineyards Cuvée de Fumé, 
and Fetzer’s Valley Oaks Fumé 
Blanc are good examples, as are 
the Australian bottlings of Lin- 
demans and Penfolds, among 
others. 

The sort of light, crisp white 
that complements delicate first 
courses includes Italian Pinot 
Grigio, such as Cavit and Mez- 
zacorona as well as the French 
Muscadets of Sauvion and Bar- 
ré. For a more assertive white, 
try an Alsace Riesling from 
Willm, Dopff, or Léon Beyer. 
And for an easy-drinking, 
fruity, semi-dry white, it is hard 
to beat a young California 
Chenin Blanc, such as Preston 
Vineyards, Hacienda or Dry 
Creek. 

Nothing starts an evening off 
like sparkling wine, especially

one that is no more expensive than a 
Chardonnay, so why not try some crisp, 
lively bottles from Spain, such as Paul 
Cheneau, Freixenet and Cordoniu. 


RED WINES 

Cabernet Sauvignon is often described as 
having an aroma of green peppers, black 
currants and cedar wood, combined with 
a refreshingly brisk, puckerish flavor. 
Those qualities are also found in moder- 
ately priced examples, including such Cal- 
ifornia bottlings as Sutter Home, Estancia, 
and Robert Mondavi’s Woodbridge; the 
somewhat softer Australian bottlings of 
Rosemount, Jacob’s Creek, Montrose, Pe- 
ter Lehmann, and Mark Swann; and the 
lighter-bodied, but distinct versions from 
Chile, such as Santa Carolina and 
Cousifio Macul. France is represented by 
such chateau-bottled Bordeaux as La Car- 
donne and Larose-Trintaudon. 

Beaujolais-Villages offers a deliciously 
different taste that emphasizes fruit, 
charm and lively acidity; try Louis Jadot, 
Joseph Drouhin or Sylvain Fessy, among 
many others. A riper taste of fruit, with 
hints of blackberry and cherry, and an 
even more intense flavor is the hallmark of 
California Zinfandel; Ravenswood Vint- 
ner’s Blend is typical. 

The best Chianti are serious, age-wor- 
thy and increasingly expensive, but there 
are still many easy-to-drink examples with 
just enough tannic edge to set off grilled 
foods. Frescobaldi, Ruffino, Brolio and 
Melini are dependable. The reds of Spain’s 
Rioja district provide a more polished al- 
ternative, as exemplified by Marqués de 
Arienzo, Paterninas Banda Azul, and 
CUNE Clarete. 

Those looking for robust reds with 
more body will turn toFrance’s Cétes-du- 
Rhone; try Jaboulet’s Paralléle 45, Vidal- 
Fleury and Guigal. Or move further afield 
to Australia’s Shiraz (their name for the 
Syrah grape of the Rhéne Valley); Brown 
Brothers, Mildara, Montrose and Taltarni 
are all good. @ .

Add reserved corn cobs, fish stock, 
oyster liquor and reduced wine. Bring to a low 
boil and simmer 30 minutes. 

Add *%4 of the corn kernels (saving balance for 
arnish), cream, garlic pulp squeezed from the 
oasted head and sage. Simmer 20 minutes more. 
Remove cobs and discard. Puree soup in a food 
rocessor or blender and strain through a medium 
trainer. Stir in sherry, add salt and pepper. 

(1) Serve soup in heated bowls. Float a crouton in 
each and top with oysters. Drizzle Ancho Chile 
Cream over each portion.

Place croutons on a cookie sheet crust-side down.

viving from colonial days were fast disappearing. But Nutting did 
more than just collect, he preached the virtues of colonial life and its 
furnishings with as much fervor as he had preached the Gospel ear- 
lier in life as a Congregational minister. 

“Nutting really believed it was his special mission to teach Amer- 
icans about the life-style and folk culture of their colonial ancestors,” 
says Hosley. “There is enshrined in the forms of furniture used by 
our ancestors,” Nutting once wrote, “a spirit absent from the exotic 
shapes that come from Italy and France. We love the earliest Ameri- 
can forms because they embody the strength and beauty in the char- 
acter of the leaders of American settlement. These forms are the only 
tangible relics of our ancestors.” 

Right after World War I, these words were a call to action for a 
newly nationalistic America. “He was in the vanguard, looking at 
American furniture from a historical perspective,” explains Philip 
Zimmerman, senior curator at Winterthur Museum in Delaware. 

Wallace Nutting’s infatuation with furniture was financed by a 
highly lucrative photography business. He made his first fame and 
fortune by selling hand-tinted photographic images. He concentrat- 
ed on the farms, orchards and country lanes of rural New England 
and on ladies in colonial dress poised to pour a cup of tea or stitch a 
sampler. By 1925, Nutting estimated he had sold 10 million pho- 

tographs from Boston to Seattle and stated that he was gross- 
@ ing $1,000 a day from his picture sales. 

In an effort to make his colonial genre pictures as accurate 
as possible, Nutting searched for genuine American an- 
tiques to use as props. He even purchased and restored 
five historically significant pre-Revolutionary houses in 
New England for backgrounds. Then he opened these 
buildings to the public, creating our first museum 
houses. Soon the antique objects became as important 
to Nutting as his photographs. 

More and more involved in colonial antiques, he was

gap. His first book, American Windso 
(published in 1917), was instrumental i 
rescuing the colonials’ favorite mode ¢ 
seating—the Windsor chair—from ol 
scurity. It remains one of the most authoi 
itative texts on the subject. His next book 
Furniture of the Pilgrim Century (put 
lished in 1921), was the first to attempt t 
categorize and explore in detail America 
furnishings of the 17th century. But thes 
books were all but eclipsed by Nutting 
masterpiece, the three-volume Furnitu 
Treasury (1928-1933). This was not onl 
the first in-depth reference work on early 
American antiques but it is still, after mor 
than 60 years in print, one of the fines 
and most exhaustive books (now in tw: 
volumes) ever written on the subject. 

“Poet-capitalist” is how this man o 
many careers described himself. He wa 
born in 1861 in Rockbottom, Mass. “/ 
hard place, perhaps, in which to begii 
life,” he once said, “but still a good foun 
dation.” The Civil War claimed the life o 
his father when Nutting was just three. H 
and his mother and older sister moved t 
Maine to live with an uncle so cruel he wa 
“like an ogre in a storybook,” according t 
Nutting. A childhood of abuse and un 
ending ce helped fashion the charac 
ter of this driven man, who once declared 
“T think a man should make of his life th 
biggest job of which he is capable,” anc 
who considered idleness equal to sin. 

Nutting worked his way througl 
Phillips Exeter Academy, Harvard, Hart 
ford Theological Seminary and finalb 
Union Theological Seminary. For 16 year 
he was a Congregational minister witl 
churches in Newark, St. Paul, Seattle anc 
Providence. Never one to do anythin, 
half-heartedly though suffering from 
number of physical ailments, Nuttiny 
threw himself into preaching with sucl 
fervor that he was exhausted for days afte 
every Sunday. 

While with his last congregation i 
Providence, Nutting began to take long

COOKERY SCHOOL IN COUNTY CorK. ALLEN FEELS “TREMENDOUS

TO STUDY AT MY SCHOOL.” 


‘To get to the Ballymaloe Cookery School you drive through the 
lush countryside of County Cork across jade fields edged in summer 
with white hawthorn bushes, along narrow lanes between high 
nedges spattered with Queen Anne’s lace. Eventually you arrive at a 
charming Regency house surrounded by apple orchards. Kinoith 
House is where Darina Allen and her husband, Tim, are living and 
raising their children. Free-range hens peck in the grass and a red set- 
er is curled up on the gravel. This used to be a fruit farm, and its big 
2001 “apple store” (a barn for this purpose) has been transformed 
nto the cookery school. 

When Allen started teaching in 1983 she could accommodate 11 
students at a time. Now she can welcome 38. “This is the biggest we 
we going to get,” she says, “because I don’t want to lose the lovely 
somfortable atmosphere.” The various courses offered are as short as 
i day and as long as 12 weeks. The students can live in four cottages 
wound the courtyard (buildings turned from stables and coach 
10uses into cozy apartments) or they can stay in the comfort of the 
3allymaloe House Hotel. 

The Ballymaloe Cookery School and the Ballymaloe House Hotel 
tave a family connection: The latter is run by Darina Allen’s parents- 
n-law, Myrtle and Ivan Allen, and is a world-famous country-house 
iotel that is busy all year. It was Myrtle Allen who taught Darina how 
0 cook, having pioneered a new approach to Irish cookery since she 
ind her husband opened their hotel and restaurant in 1965.

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“Myrtle Allen was inspired by the deli- 
cious cooking in the great Irish country 
houses of the past,” says her daughter-in- 
law. “The owners of these large houses 
traveled a lot, so their food was influenced 
by French and Italian cooking. And be- 
cause there was always a gardener or two, 
they had fresh fruits and vegetables.” 

I enrolled in Allen’s cookery school for a 
12-week course and kept a diary. Here are 
some highlights from my weeks there: 

Sunday Night: On arriving at Bally- 
maloe Cookery School, we were greeted 
by the light shining from the converted 
apple store and by the hustle and bustle of 
arriving students and helpful staff. We 
made our way to the spacious demonstra- 
tion room where students, helpers and the 
Allens were sipping delicious Kir and get- 
ting to know one another. We chatted 
with already-professional chefs, there to 
learn Darina’s famous methods, as well as 
capable housewives with the same goal. 

We were soon ushered into the dining 
room for a reviving dinner of paté with 
soft homemade brown bread followed by 
Kassler, an unusual kind of piping hot 
smoked pork, and Colcannon, a tradition- 
al Irish dish of creamed mashed potato 
mixed with cabbage. This was finished off 
by a mouth-watering orange mousse, petit 
fours and coffee. We were warned that we 
must be in the kitchens by 9 A.M. and re- 
tired to our cottages. 

Monday: Because today is the first 
day, we only have a demonstration, which 
we will repeat as cooks the following 
morning. This system will continue 


through the whole course: You watch Da- 
rina cook in the afternoon and then you 
try it out for yourself the next morning.

wooden cer with typed recipes in our 
hands, we watch he demonstration begin. 
It is like «ae mose elegant ballet you have 
ever seen. | rou hc side door enter the 


helpers in their « ve red-and-white 


aprons, bearing, as tiey will every day, the 
ingredients already peeled, sliced and 


diced. These are routine chores we do not 
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need to have demonstrated. 

Darina, without stopping the flow of 
her explanation, tips the bowls of vegeta- 
bles into their saucepans, separates eggs 
with lightening speed and grace, and 
whisks up the whites with her strong 
cook's arm. 

The menu for today does not require 
too much elbow grease. It begins with a de- 
licious starter of peeled and pitted grapes 
and small scoops of melon served with 
juice of lemon and orange plus chopped 
mint. The main course is casserole of roast- 
ed chicken with herbs, buttered Brussels 
sprouts, and potatoes boiled in their jack- 
ets. There is also a green salad, and we are 
taught the great importance of these inno- 
cent lettuce leaves and that nothing that is 
not a leaf may be included. Most of all, the 
leaves must not be overdressed—just until 
they glisten. The meal ends with a cinna- 
mony Bavarian apple cake. 

Darina, like a magician, makes every- 
thing finish at once for lunch. The chick- 
en is swiftly withdrawn from the oven, 
neatly carved and the gravy made when 
the apple cake turns its perfect golden 
brown and is slid onto a homely plate next 
to a jug of thick cream and soft Jamaican 
brown sugar. Her timing is impeccable. 

At this point the feeling in the room is 
becoming distinctly charged ... even elec- 
tric. We crane forward on our chairs, our 
noses twitching with the fragrance of roast 
chicken, our eyes like gimlets. Darina 
looks up and down the counter at the 
dreamlike setting before her and exclaims 
with satisfaction, “now, come and taste.” 

Tuesday: By 9 a.M. the kitchens are 
buzzing with students clothed in proper 
chef’s coats and trousers, aprons and caps 
and carrying the required case of kitchen 
knives. Each of us works with a partner, 
dividing the menu between us. Two peo- 
ple are assigned to each section, which is 
equipped with gas range, oven and all the 
necessary utensils. On the walls are shelves 
upon which stand ceramic vessels of every 
conceivable shape, size and design—all 
made in Ireland. The helpers come run- 
ning at the slightest query or cry of dis- 
may. Their capable hands bring together 
seemingly doomed mayonnaises, remedy a 
tasteless ratatouille with an extra pinch of 


salt and rescue about-to-burn bread from 
the oven just in time. Urged to do my 
washing up and keep my section tidy, I 
dawdle for a moment, thinking my chick- 
en is safely cooking. Then I see Darina 
whoosh up to my oven and remove it just 
in time. Her instinct seems to work from 
either end of the kitchen and her sixth 
sense sends her straight to the scene of im- 
pending disaster. 

Toward lunchtime the kitchen becomes 
fraught. Dishes are heated in the oven; the 
chicken is garnished with parsley; the 
gravy is poured into its boat. Tasting be- 
gins. The helpers and Darina take turns 
tasting and marking your food on a scale 
of 1 to 10. This is a moment of expecta- 
tion and trembling. There are set “servers” 
each day for each table. Lunch is utterly 
delicious and it seems incredible that we 
could have possibly cooked a meal so pro- 
fessionally on only the second day. 

At 2:30 P.M. the dernonstration begins. 
This time we are learning how to make 
quiches. Darina’s pale, slender fingers han- 
dle the pastry lightly in the making of a 
quiche Lorraine, a Provengal tart and 
French onion-and-mushroom tarts. We 
learn how to make a basic soup, leek and 
potato, and also a compote of blackberry 
and apple with sweet geranium leaf. 

During the fifth week we have an early- 
morning school trip. Yawning and bleary- 
eyed, we get into the minibuses and set off 
to a cheese maker at Castlewhite Farm- 
house Cheese Company, County Cork. 
We are greeted by the jolly, white-haired 
cheese maker and ushered into the dairy. 
Here we watch him stir the rennet (an en- 
zyme that changes the milk into cheese) 
into the steel milk vats. We see the storing 
room where shelves of round ripening 
cheeses are developing their blue mold. 

Our next destination is the house of a 
man who smokes salmon. However, this 
gruff and tweedy gentleman is loathe to 
impart too many of his precious trade se- 
crets because Irish smoked salmon is cur- 
rently considered the best in the world. 

By now we are quite hungry and re- 
lieved to be setting off for lunch at Dun- 
worely Cottage, a restaurant in West Cork 
that is owned by Otto Kunze, a German

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chef. Here we are served nourishing soup, 
salamis, duck terrine, carrot salad, bitter 
but tasty beetroot leaf, and white-and- 
brown yeast bread. Best of all is the real 
German apple strudel. After lunch we are 
lectured on the subject of organically 
grown vegetables and then we stroll on the 
windy cliffs in the blinding sunshine. 

Next day back at the school there are 
herb demonstrations and a wine lecture in 
the morning. Darina’s concentrated ener- 
gy and her direct, friendly manner help us 
understand the Ballymaloe principles and 
methods. The long cookery counter is re- 
flected in an enormous ceiling-hung mir- 
ror so that nothing that is being demon- 
strated can be missed by the students. 
Mint and other herbs are plunged in 
earthenware jugs and with her encyclope- 
dic knowledge of what food should taste 
like, Darina gives all sorts of seasoning tips 
as the lesson progresses. 

The herbs, vegetables and fruits used by 
the family and the school are all grown in 
the Allens’ gardens and greenhouses; the 
free-range hens and ducks come from a 
farm, and the meat from the excellent lo- 
cal butcher. The fish is straight off the pier 
of a nearby fishing village, Ballycotton. 
“We don’t just use fancy things; we work 
with all sorts of root vegetables like swedes 
{rutabagas to Americans] and turnips,” 
Darina explains, “and we use humble peri- 
winkles as well as lobsters.” 

Sympathetic and gentle with the most 
stumbling beginner, Darina is solidly con- 
fident about his or her potential. One of 
her aims is to take the mystery out of 
cooking, and one of the things that gives 
her more pleasure than anything else is to 
teach the students to make something that 
will actually touch their own lives. “When 
I see the look on people’s faces as they taste 
the first loaf of bread they have ever 
baked,” Darina Allen says, beaming, “that 
look keeps me going for weeks.” Hl

founded in 1797 by Robert Bray O'Reilly, a Parisian crystal producer, 
and was acquired two decades later by a man who brought Creil to the 
forefront of French ceramics, Charles Alexandre Saint-Cricq. One of

several manufactures, or factories, established to compete with the En- 
= glish creamware that was flooding into France from across the 
Channel, Creil was initially heavily inspired by the wares 
of Staffordshire in general, and the work of Josiah 
Wedgwood in particular. But the manufacture 
soon developed its own character. Three impor- 
tant designers established the Creil style: 
Antoine Legros d’Anizy, Jean Hurford 
Stone, an Englishman, and Marie-Martin 
Athanase Coquerel. One of the earliest Creil 

styles was known as herborization—pieces 
hand-decorated in brown with stylized leaves 

or a seaweed motif on a cream background. 
Later came a style known as cordages, with a 
decor of looping silk cords encircling a cup or a

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bowl. But the signature Creil style, and the 
one most sought after by collectors, is what 
is known as faience imprimé or printed 
faience, decorated with black (and later vi- 
olet, blue, green and polychrome) transfer 
patterns. The process is a painstaking one. 
A black or colored print on tissue-thin pa- 
per is moistened and then transferred to a 
ceramic object that has already been 
glazed. The patterned piece is then refired 
at a lower temperature to meld the print 
into the glaze. 

Most characteristic of Creil are the sets 
of cheerful yellow-glazed plates with black 
transfer patterns depicting elegant ladies 
and gentlemen, bucolic landscapes, and 
scenes of town life. Other decorative 
themes include religion, geography, poli- 
tics, botany, Italian architectural ruins and 
scenes of ancient Rome. A set of 10 plates 
might portray 10 episodes of a story, each 
plate showing a different scene. (So elabo- 
rate were some narrative designs that Creil 
is sometimes referred to as a precursor of 
the comic strip.) Sets of Creil were often 
sold in the provinces by traveling salesmen 
and were a way of recounting events in 
Paris and the world to residents in the 
hinterlands. 

The Creil company’s lifespan stretched 
to just under 100 years. Its doors were 
closed in 1895 after an earlier merger with 
the nearby Montereau factory. The role of 
Creil in the history of French ceramics is 
an interesting one from a sociological as 
well as an artistic and technological point 
of view. “In the 18th century, during the 
reigns of Louis XV and Louis XVI, there 
were only two categories of French ceram- 
ics,” explains Letitia Roberts, director of 
Sotheby's Department of European Ce- 
ramics and Chinese Export Porcelain. 
“There was very fine and expensive porce- 
lain such as Sévres made for the nobility, 
and then there was heavy, rustic earthen- 
ware faience. [Faience is the French word 
for earthenware.] The development of fac- 
tory-produced French creamware such as 
Creil, made of dense, white composition 


clay, created a new genre of ceramics.” 


With its more than 500 workers produc- 
ing thousands of pieces of creamware a 
day, Creil brought to the bourgeoisie what 
had never previously been available—fine, 
durable, affordable tableware, a faience 
that was far from rustic. 

For collectors, the appeal of Creil is not 
so much its historical significance as its 
charming motifs and lively colorations. 
Even one piece adds allure to a room. 
While Creil happily complements a coun- 
try decor, it looks especially right in a 
room evoking the early to mid-19th cen- 
tury. As the furniture and the decorative 
style of the first half of the 1800s gains fa- 
vor with designers and collectors, so does 
the ceramic ware produced during the pe- 
riod. “Creil would look out of place in a 
room full of Louis XV or Louis XVI furni- 
ture and objets,” says Roberts. “But with 
Charles X or Biedermeier it works very 
nicely.” Claude Bousquet, whose antique 
faience and porcelain shop at 57 rue de 
Cherche-Midi is a must for collectors vis- 
iting Paris, concurs. “As the Romantic pe- 
riod grows in appeal, so does Creil,” he 
says. “A set of yellow or polychrome dishes 
or tureens looks especially good on a piece 
of Empire furniture in mahogany.” 

Prices for Creil vary depending on 
when and where you are buying. In Man- 
hattan shops like Pierre Deux on Bleecker 
Street or Bardith on Madison Avenue, you 
may pay $175 to $500 for each plate, de- 
pending on its condition. In Paris chez 
Monsieur Bousquet, you can find yellow 
polychromed plates for approximately 
$250 each depending on the exchange 
rate. (Plates with black print on plain 
white background are less expensive.) De- 
spite the vast amount produced by the fac- 
tory during a century of operation, Creil is 
still surprisingly rare in the marketplace 
now. As more collectors discover the 
whimsical charm of Creil—and it 7s still a 
discovery—it will grow rarer still. This is 
one collectible whose future is as golden as 
its glaze.

ESTROGENS HAVE BEEN REPORTED TO INCREASE 
THE RISK OF ENDOMETRIAL CARCINOMA. 

Three independent case control studies have reported 
an increased risk of endometrial cancer in postmeno- 
pausal women exposed to exogenous estrogens for more 
than 1 year This risk was independent of the other known 
risk factors for endometrial cancer These studies are fur- 
ther supported by the finding that incidence rates of endo- 
metrial cancer have increased sharply since 1969 in eight 
different areas of the United States with population-based 
cancer-reporting systems, an increase which may be re- 
lated to the rapidly expanding use of estrogens during the 
last decade 

The three case control studies reported that the risk of 
endometrial cancer in estrogen users was about 4.5-13.9 
times greater than in nonusers, The risk appears to depend 
both on duration of treatment and on estrogen dose. In view 
of these findings, when estrogens are used for the treat- 
ment of menopausal symptoms, the lowest dose that will 
control symptoms should be utilized and medication 
should be discontinued as soon as possible. When pro- 
longed treatment is medically indicated, the patient should 
be reassessed on at least a semiannual basis to determine 
the need for continued therapy Although the evidence 
must be considered preliminary, one study suggests that 
cyclic administration of low doses of estrogen may carry 
less risk than continuous administration, it therefore ap- 
pears prudent to utilize such a regimen 

Close Clinical surveillance of all women taking estrogens 
is important. In all cases of undiagnosed persistent or re- 
curring abnormal vaginal bleeding, adequate diagnostic 
measures should be undertaken to rule out malignancy. 

There is no evidence at present that "natural" estrogens 
are more or less hazardous than “synthetic” estrogens at 
equiestrogenic doses 


ESTROGENS SHOULD NOT BE USEL DURING 
PREGNANCY. 

The use of female sex hormones, both estrogens and 
progestogens, during early pregnancy may seriously dam- 
age the offspring. It has been shown that women who had 
been exposed in utero to diethylstilbestrol, a nonsteroidal 
estrogen, have an increased risk of developing in later life a 
form of vaginal or cervical cancer that is ordinarily ex- 
tremely rare. This risk has been estimated as not greater 
than 4 per 1000 exposures. Furthermore, a high percent- 
age of such exposed women (30-90%) have been found to 
have vaginal adenosis, epithelial changes of the vagina 
and cervix. Although these changes are histologically be- 
nign, It is not Known whether they are precursors of malig- 
nancy. Although similar data on the use of other estrogens 
are not available, it cannot be presumed they would not 
induce similar changes 

Several reports suggest an association between intra- 
uterine exposure to female sex hormones and congenital 
anomalies, including congenital heart defects and limb- 
reduction defects. One case control study estimated a 
4 7-fold increased risk of limb-reduction defects in infants 
who had been exposed in utero to sex hortnones (oral 
contraceptives, hormone withdrawal tests for pregnancy, 
or attempted treatment for threatened abortion). Some of 
these exposures were very short and involved only a few 
days of treatment. The data suggest that the risk of limb- 
reduction defects in exposed fetuses is somewhat less 
than 1 per 1000 

In the past, female sex hormones have been used during 
pregnancy in an attempt to treat threatened or habitual 
abortion. There is considerable evidence that estrogens 
are ineffective for these indications, and there is no evi- 
dence from well-controlled studies that progestogens are 
etfective for these uses 

If Estraderm is used during pregnancy, or if the patient 
becomes pregnant while taking this drug, she should be 
apprised of the potential risks to the fetus and of the advis 
ability of continuation of the pregnancy.

At the present time, there is no satisfactory evidence that 
estrogens given to postmenopausal women increase the risk of 
breast cancer, ait!iough a recent long-term follow-up of a single 
physician's practice has raised t! (bility. Because of the 
animal data, there is a need for caution in prescribing estrogens 
for women with a strong family history of breast cancer or who 
have breast nodules, fibrocystic disease, or abnormal 
mammograms 
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2. Gallbladder Disease. A recent study has reported a two- to 
threefold increase in the risk of surgically confirmed gallbladder 
disease in postmenopausal women receiving oral estrogens, 
similar to the twofold increase previously noted in users of oral 
contracepyves 
3. Effects Similar to Those Caused by Estrogen-Progestogen 
Oral Contraceptives. There are several serious adverse effects 
of oral contraceptives and other high-dose oral estrogen treat- 
ments, most of which have not, up to now, been documented as 
consequences of postmenopausal estrogen replacement ther- 
apy. This may reflect the conaparatively low doses of estrogen 
used in postmenopausal women £ 
a. Thromboembolic Disease. \t is now well established that 
users of oral contraceptives have an increased risk of various 
thromboembolic and thrombotic vascular diseases, such as 
thrombophlebitis, pulmonary embolism, stroke, and myocardial 
infarction. Cases of retinal thrombosis, mesenteric thrombosis, 
and optic neuritis have been reported in oral contraceptive 
users. There is evidence that the risk of several of these adverse 
reactions Is related to the dose of the drug. An increased risk of 
postsurgery thromboembolic complications has also been re- 
ported in users of oral contraceptives. If feasible, estrogen 
should be discontinued at least 4 weeks before surgery of the 
type associated with an increased risk of thromboembolism, or 
during periods of prolonged immobilization 

While an increased rate of thromboembolic and thrombotic 
disease in postmenopausal users of estrogens has not been 
found, this does not rule out the possibility that such an increase 
may be present or that subgroups of women who have underly- 
ing risk factors or who are receiving relatively large doses of 
estrogens may have increased risk. Therefore, estrogens 
should not be used in persons with active thrombophlebitis or 
thromboembolic disorders, and they should not be used in 
persons with a history of such disorders in association with 
estrogen use. They should be used with caution in patients with 
cerebral vascular or coronary artery disease and only for those 
in whom estrogens are clearly needed 

Large doses of estrogen (5 mg conjugated estrogens per 
day), comparable to those used to treat cancer of the prostate 
and breast, have been shown in a large prospective Clinical trial 
in men to increase the risk of nonfatal myocardial infarction, 
pulmonary embolism, and thrombophlebitis. When estrogen 
doses of this size are used, any of the thromboembolic and 
thrombotic adverse effects associated with oral contraceptive 
use should be considered a clear risk 
b. Hepatic Adenoma. Benign hepatic adenomas have been 
associated with the use of oral contraceptives. Although benign 
and rare, these tumors may rupture and cause death from intra- 
abdominal hemorrhage. Such lesions have not yet been re- 
ported in association with other estrogen or progestogen 
preparations, but they should be considered if abdominal pain 
and tenderness, abdominal mass, or hypovolemic shock 
occurs In patients receiving estrogen. Hepatocellular carci- 
noma. has also been reported in women taking estrogen- 
containing oral contraceptives. The causal relationship of this 
malignancy to these drugs is not known 
c. Elevated Blood Pressure. Women using oral contraceptives 
sometimes experience increased blood pressure which, in 
most cases, returns to normal upon discontinuing the drug 
There is now a report that this may occur with use of oral estro- 
gens in the menopause and blood pressure should be moni- 
tored with estrogen use, especially if high doses are used 
Ethinyl estradiol and conjugated estrogens have been shown to 
increase renin substrate. In contrast to these oral estrogens, 
transdermally administered estradiol does not affect renin 
substrate 
d. Glucose Tolerance. A worsening of glucose tolerance has 
been observed in a significant percentage of patients on estro- 
gen-containing oral contraceptives. For this reason, diabetic 
patients should be carefully observed while receiving estrogen 
4. Hypercalcemia. Administration of high doses of estrogens 
may lead to severe hypercalcemia in patients with breast 
cancer and bone metastases. If hypercalcemia occurs, use of 
the drug should be stopped and appropriate measures should 
be taken to reduce the serum calcium level 


PRECAUTIONS 
General 


1. Acomplete medical and family history should be taken before 
initiation of any estrogen therapy. The pretreatment and periodic 
physical examinations should include special reference to 
blood pressure, breasts, abdomen, and pelvic organs, as well 
as a cervical Papanicolaou test. As a general rule, estrogen 
should not be prescribed for longer than 1 year without another 
physical examination being performed 

2. Because estrogens may cause some degree of fluid reten- 
tion, careful observation is required when conditions that might 
be influenced by this factor are present (e.g., asthma, epilepsy, 
migraine, and cardiac or renal dysfunction) 

3. Certain patients may develop undesirable manifestations of 
excessive estrogenic stimulation, such as uterine bleeding, 
mastodynia, etc 

4. Prolonged administration of unopposed estrogen therapy 
has been reported to increase the risk of endometrial hyperpla- 
sia in some patients. Estrogens should be used with caution in 
patients who have or have had endometriosis 

5. Studies of the addition of a progestin for 7 or more days of a 
cycle of estrogen administration have reported a lowered inci- 
dence of endometrial hyperplasia. Morphological and bio- 
chemical studies of endometrium suggest that 12 to 13 days of 
progestin are needed to provide maximal maturation of the 
endometrium and to eliminate any hyperplastic changes 
Whether this will provide protection from endometrial carcinoma 
has not been clearly established. There are possible additional 
risks that may be associated with the inclusion of progestin in 
estrogen replacement regimens. The potential risks include ad- 
verse effects on carbohydrate and lipid metabolism. The choice 
of progestin and dosage may be important in minimizing these 
adverse effects 

6. Oral contraceptives appear to be associated with an in- 
creased incidence of mental depression. Although It is not clear 
whether this is due to the estrogenic or progestogenic compo- 
nent of the contraceptive, patients with a history of depression 
should be carefully observed 

7 Preexisting uterine leiomyomata may increase in size during 
prolonged estrogen use. If this occurs, estrogen therapy should 
be discontinued while the cause is investigated 

8. In patients with a history of jaundice during pregnancy, there 
is an increased risk that jaundice will recur with the use of 
estrogen-containing oral contraceptives. If jaundice develops in 


any patient receiving estrogen, the medication should be dis- 
continued while the cause Is investigated. 

9. Estrogens may be poorly metabolized in patients with im- 
paired liver function and should be administered with caution in 
such patients 

10. Because the prolonged use of estrogens influences the me- 
tabolism of calcium and phosphorus, estrogens should be used 
with caution in patients with metabolic bone diseases asso- 
ciated with hypercalcemia and in patients with renal 
insufficiency.

A QUESTION 
OF PREFERENCE 


Why do we like what we like? After years of reporting on 
architecture and design here and abroad, I’ve come to 
feel that our preferences often come from our personal 
histories and sometimes even from what Jung called our 
collective unconscious. Reviewing the stories for this is- 
sue, I found myself thinking again about personal pref- 
erences—or taste. As we talked with David Easton 
about the house he built on the ruins of writer Louise 
Beebe Wilder's garden, we were struck by his passionate 
desire to reclaim that space. As we looked at a new house 
by Hugh Newell Jacobsen (left), I was reminded again of 





the generic houses that I lined up on the Monopoly 
board as a boy, and of the universal image of a house that emerges when you ask a child to draw 
one. And I knew why Hugh Jacobsen’s work is so widely admired. Wallace Nutting, the writer, 
collector, preacher, photographer, furniture maker quoted in our Apostle of Americana story, said 
that early-American furniture has “a spirit absent from the exotic shapes that come from Italy and 
France.” He felt that “we love the earliest forms because they embody the strength and beauty in 
the character of the leaders of American settlement.” That same emotion appears to motivate Bob 
Timberlake in his development of the folk furniture and crafts that we feature in this issue. And 
as our personal histories expand, either by travel or through the pages of magazines like this one, 
with its report on French gardens, we may even grow to like the more “exotic shapes” we see as

what he calls a “big hall” for everything—sitting, dining, working. 
“We can sit by the fire and have a drink, then move to the other end 
of the room and have dinner in front of another fire,” says Easton. 
He also likes the way the room works for varying numbers of people. 
The sitting area around the fireplace is cozy enough for two, but 
when Easton and Steinmeyer have eight or ten to dinner, some 
guests can move to the sofa and chairs in the bay window. 

Easton’s use of the word “hall” recalls the early English manor 
house but, as he points out, the tall glass doors are very French. In 
many ways the rooms document Easton and Steinmeyer’s travels. 
They are far better documents, in fact, than any scrapbook or photo 
album. Much of the furniture comes from England; several painted 
pieces are mementos of Scandinavia. Mexican tile floors throughout 
the house remind Easton and Steinmeyer of sojourns there, “and be- 
sides,” says Steinmeyer, “we like them better than French tiles, which 
are too perfect.” 

he house reflects American travels as well. Both porches (which 
give a U-shape to the simple rectangle of a house) have rose trellises 
on their roofs. “We saw them at a restaurant called Chanticleer on 

rtucket.” And, on one of the porches, the fireplace that takes the 

hill off in early spring and late fall was inspired by a club in North- 
t Harbor, Maine.

t the last curve on a road that winds upward through a 
wood in rolling farmland, five small buildings appear at 
the top of the hill. All clad in board-and-batten siding 
(three painted white, one barn-green and the other barn- 
red), with cedar-shingled gabled roofs, they look very 
much like the clusters of farm buildings that dot this 
Dutchess County, N.Y., landscape, where houses huddle close to 
barns against harsh winter weather. Even as you drive up to the pea- 
gravel entrance court, the configuration and purpose of these five 
seemingly separate pavilions remains intentionally ambiguous. 

“It is an awesome responsibility to build on top of a hill,” says 
Hugh Newell Jacobsen, the architect of the house and a man who in- 
variably takes pains not to offend the eye or the neighborhood. His 
clients, a New York City-based couple with two teenage children, 
wanted a weekend house that would provide privacy for themselves 
and the children, separate quarters for frequent weekend guests and 
ample room for entertaining sometimes as many as 150 people. “In 
this farm country, only barns are large enough to accommodate all 
the functions the owners wanted to include,” Jacobsen says. 

To perch a house of some 6,000 square feet on top of a hill above 
existing farms would have been, according to Jacobsen, “vulgar.” So 
he broke the mass of the building into separate pavilions. It is not the 
first time he has chosen this approach. He often divides his houses 
into modules shaped like the playing pieces of a Monopoly game (for 
him, this is the quintessential house shape—the one a child draws) 
to ease them onto the land. About this example he says, “If a build- 
ing looks like it grew out of a hill, you are kinder to the hill. The ob- 
ject is to make the hill look better, not worse.” 

The main entrance in the central pavilion is clearly marked with a 
tall chimney and a front door punched deep into the facade wall. 
Three of the five pavilions are linked with glass-walled passageways 
to form the main house, and a long stone-paved corridor serves as a 
“street” connecting them. Guest and garage pavilions are separate. 

When you step inside the front door, you find yourself facing a

A painter turned — 
entrepreneur honors his 


North Carolina heritage 


LOWN-HOME 
SPIRIT 


or 25 years Bob Timberlake, a painter of the Amer- 
ican realist school, has been collecting artifacts that tell the history of 
his beloved native North Carolina. It all began when Timberlake was 
thirty and his grandmother gave him a quilt made by two great- 
aunts. From there he went on to collect more quilts, agateware and 
rocking chairs with worn paint. “I was drawn to anything old,” he 
says, “to things that have obviously been loved and used.” 

Often the quilts, agateware pitchers and chairs appear in Tim- 
berlake’s paintings—his country scenes and still lifes. It is his way of 
recording the past. “I want to preserve these relics—to get them 
down on paper and canvas before they are lost,” says Timberlake, 
who thinks of himself as a cultural historian as much as a painter. 

Recently, Timberlake decided to do more than collect and paint 
pictures of his objects: He engaged to oversee the reproduction of se- 
lected pieces of furniture by the Lexington Furniture Company 
through a line called The World of Bob Timberlake. In addition, he

If your out- 
door grill is fired up for another portion of your 
meal, by all means grill the bread. If not, you can 
toast the bread over a wood fire in your fireplace. 
The most convenient method is to toast the bread 
under a broiler, in which case add 1 to 2 table- 
spoons of chopped fresh sage, thyme, or tarragon 
to the stuffing to enhance the flavor.

Those 
vegetables that have no such natural protection 
are brushed lightly with olive oil.

1% _ pounds fresh asparagus, trimmed

Y% teaspoon kosher salt, or more to taste

Co Spread asparagus out on a baking sheet in a 
single layer and brush them with olive oil. Sprin- 
kle with salt and roast in the upper third of an 
oven until spears are tender when pierced with a 
knife, about 10 to 12 minutes, depending on their 
thickness. 

CO Remove baking sheet from oven. Immediately 
place butter on corner of baking sheet to melt. 
With tongs, transfer the asparagus to a serving 
platter. Pour melted butter over and serve. (They 
are also delicious without butter. )

Keep in mind that the vegetables need not be 
exotic, but they must be fresh. Once vegetables 
are harvested, they begin to lose their natural 
sugars.

Put a dollop 
of the herbed ricotta in center of each dish, top 
with a portion of butter, and bake in a 500°F oven 
for 7 to 10 minutes for individual dishes, 10 to 15 
minutes for casserole, until bubbly and brown on 
top.

FAVA-BEAN PUREE 


The skins of not-so-young fava beans tend to be 
unappetizingly leathery and are often scarred with 
dirty ‘‘thumbnail’’ marks down the seam. If you 
slip the skins off after cooking, however, the 
beans become a fresh treat once again—delicious 
pureed and served in lieu of mashed potatoes with 
pork chops or sausages. The basic puree can also 
be thinned with butter or cream to make a lovely 
sauce for artichokes or a dip for crudités. On 
average, 2 pounds of fava beans in the pod are 
needed to yield 12 ounces shelled weight or 8 
ounces of cooked and skinned flesh.

RAGOUT OF BEANS 


This is the type of simple dish one comes across 
all over Greece and Turkey in establishments 
where looking at the menu means wandering 
around the kitchen peering into pots and pans 
filled with such wonderful things as eggplant, 
dolmades, stuffed tomatoes and thickly sliced po- 
tatoes baked with lemons and herbs. It is an ideal 
way to cook green beans, or flat beans as they are 
also called, that are past the first flush of youth. 
To turn this dish into a meaty main course, fry 
some small chicken pieces or chucks of lamb until 
browned and bury them in the ragout to complete 
cooking. 
2 pounds green or flat beans 
2 pounds beefsteak or plum tomatoes skinned, 
cored and roughly chopped 
teaspoons sugar 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
Ys pound small onions 
8 tablespoons olive oil 
Ys cup water 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper to taste 


0 Snap off tops and tails of beans, and string them 
if necessary. Cut diagonally into 3'4-inch pieces. 
O Sprinkle tomatoes with sugar and lemon juice 
and plenty of salt and freshly ground black pep- 
per. Cut onions in half and slice thinly. 

OIn a large, heavy saucepan combine olive oil, 
onions and half the beans. Spoon half the tomato 
mixture over them, cover with rest of beans and 
finish with remaining tomato mixture. Pour in 
water and bring to a boil. 

0 Cover and simmer for 2 hours over very low 
heat, stirring occasionally. 

After 2 hours, quite a bit of liquid will be 
remaining. Remove the lid, turn up heat and con- 
tinue to cook to evaporate surplus liquid. Contin- 
ue stirring to prevent sticking. Adjust seasonings. 
Serve warm, hot or cold with plenty of good bread 
for dunking.

PEA-POD SOUP 


After shelling your peas, if the pea pods are not as 
fresh and green as they should be, you should not 
toss them on to the compost heap but save them to 
make this frugal soup: a cool and delicate green 
distillation that tastes like pea soup should but 
rarely does. 
1% pounds pea pods 
Half bunch scallions, chopped 
1 sprig fresh mint 
Y% teaspoon sugar 
1 cup cold water 
Ys cup heavy cream 
Y2 cup young peas (shelled) 
Thin cucumber slices and mint leaves for

Wash pea pods and put them in a large sauce- 
pan. Add scallions, mint, sugar and water. Bring 





to a boil and crush pods down into the liquid. 
Cover. Simmer 40 to 50 minutes until tender. 

0 Drain, reserving liquid. Place greens into a food 
processor with a metal blade. Whiz to a puree 
then strain to extract every drop of tender green 
pulp and flavorsome juices. Discard the fiber that 
remains in the sieve and thin the puree by stirring 
in some of the cooking liquor. Season, with salt 
and pepper and maybe a pinch of sugar to taste. 
Chill for several hours. 

C Just before serving, stir in chilled cream, adjust 
seasoning and garnish with cucumber slices and 
mint leaves.

HOT HAZELNUT BEANS 


Perfectly stringless young beans lightly dressed in 
an appetizing sauce make a delectable dish to 
serve on its own as a first course, or as part of a 
vegetarian feast. Some sauce ideas: a few ancho- 
vy fillets crushed and warmed in their own oil; a 
vinaigrette dressing scattered with garlic-fried 
breadcrumbs and a mimosa of hard-boiled egg

FAVA BEANS WITH OLIVE OIL, 
GARLIC AND ROSEMARY

Fava beans, also called broad beans, are a fast 
and easy crop to grow if you have a garden.

Add beans, water, garlic, salt, and a little pepper.

PEAS AND PEARL ONIONS 
IN LETTUCE 


The sweetness from the lettuce and onions mingles 
with the butter to make the peas in this dish 
incredibly delicious. This dish can be served as a 
separate first course or as an accompaniment to a 
mild-flavored main dish, such as fish or chicken.

bicycle rides in the countryside to recuper- 
ate from preaching. One fine day in 1905 
his wife, Marietta, suggested that he take a 
camera along. So began Nutting’s second 
career. But his third, most beloved career in 
colonial furnishings did not develop until 
1913 when Nutting was 52 years old. “I 
never learned to live until I was fifty,” he 
was fond of saying. 

Furniture remained his passion until he 
died at his home in Framingham, Mass., at 
the age of 80. He had become an avid col- 
lector. According to Michael Ivankovich, 
today the country’s only dealer who limits 
himself to Wallace Nutting objects, Nut- 
ting once bought an entire antiques store 
just to acquire a few choice pieces. And he 
was known to knock on strangers’ doors 
and attempt to coax their ancestors’ chairs 
and tables right out from under them. 

Nutting was considered such an authori- 
ty on the colonial period that his advice was 
sought by Henry Francis duPont (who cre- 
ated Winterthur Museum) and Henry Ford 


(who started Greenfield Village in Michi« 
gan). With names as big as those collecting 
colonial pieces, the market, was bound to 
boom. By 1925, Pilgrim furniture had be- 
come as popular (and as pricey) as English 
Regency would become in the 1980s. 
“Nutting jump-started the whole colonial 
revival movement,” says Hosley. “By 1929, 
prices paid for early-American furniture 
pieces were over six figures. It took almost 
fifty years before these prices were seen 
again.” 

In 1917 Nutting decided that the best 
way to educate the public in the glories of 
Pilgrim Century furniture was to make it 
widely available to them, so he began repro- 
ducing antiques. A stickler for perfection, 
he scoured the country for the best exam- 
ples of early-American furniture to copy. 
The pieces his company produced—all 
handmade, laboriously finished and often 
crafted with the same techniques as the 
originals—were so fine that today un- 
scrupulous dealers can sometimes pass Wal- 
lace Nutting furniture off as genuine. Even 
the scholarly Winterthur Museum was 
fooled by a Nutting: In the 1970s, the mu- 


seum discovered in its collection a Windsor 
high chair that was not an 1 8th-century an- 
tique, as purported, but rather a 20th-cen- 
tury Nutting copy. “Wallace Nutting’s re- 
productions are the finest anyone has ever 
made,” says Ivankovich. 

Unfortunately, Nutting’s passion for 
quality made his furniture almost as expen- 
sive as the antique originals. He never made 
money on the furniture, but he didn’t care 
because the photo business supported him. 
Eventually he sold both businesses, then 
one year later he sold his entire personal 
collection of precious antique furniture, 
ironwork and rugs (to J. Pierpont Morgan 
for the then-astonishing sum of $110,000) 
so that he could buy back his furniture 
company. He felt that the new owners were 
cutting corners and compromising his 
name. Morgan donated the Nutting an- 
tiques collection to the Wadsworth 
Atheneum, where it remains the largest 
grouping of early-American furnishings in 
the world. 

Today, virtually everything Nutting 
touched is coveted by collectors. His pho-

California voters. Four years later, both 
opponents and supporters are bearing wit- 
ness to a surprisingly orderly and peaceful 
transition to compliance (although there 
are still some who would gladly see it 
erased from the books). But there is no 
question that the news is good: The suc- 
cess of Prop. 65 bodes well for other states 
that have watched the experiment and see 


it as a model to follow as well. 


“The law’s basic idea is as simple as a 
spotlight. Turn it on and no one wants to 
be caught in the glare doing something 
wrong, says Roe. Proposition 65 man- 
dates a clear warning label on products 
listing chemicals that cause cancer and 
birth defects unless the manufacturer can 
prove that the risks to the individual are 
below the harmful level—instead of the 
other way around. Previously, when the 
risks from exposure to a cancer-causing 
chemical were unknown, it was up to gov- 


ernment regulators (or sometimes private 
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groups like the Environmental Defense 
Fund) to prove that people were being 
harmed. “Now the burden of proof rests 
where it should—on the business that is 
using the chemical and causing the risk,” 
says Roe. 

In a typical example of compliance, 
manufacturers of food cans using lead sol- 
der quietly withdrew them from the Cali- 
fornia market just before Prop. 65 went 
into effect so they would not have to warn 
consumers about exposures to lead. “No 
one puts out a press release saying “We 
used to expose you to a cancer-causing 
chemical, but we just stopped,’ ” Roe 
notes. “They do it without any fanfare. 
What’s gratifying about this approach is 
how much of the chemical control is self- 
imposed, without any public squabbling 
or court action.” Consumers in California 
are now seeing warnings on paint strippers 
and certain kinds of air fresheners and at 
counters in liquor stores. 

This truly innovative approach clearly 
assumes that consumers have the right to 
be told before being exposed to some of 
society's most toxic chemicals—in other 
words, that chemical risks will appear in a 
spotlight, not in the dark. “This means 
that simple competition will tend to drive 
toxins out,” Roe notes. “Why would any- 
one try to sell a product with a cancer 
warning label on it if the competition’s 
product is clean? It becomes a matter of 
good business to keep bad chemicals out 
of people’s lives as much as possible. 

“For many years,” Roe concludes, “we 
on the public-interest side have been frus- 
trated by the conventional laws on toxins, 
which have a built-in fondness for delay 
and for letting chemical users avoid hard 
questions. Now that tilt is being reversed. 
If we can stay on this new path, we can ex- 
pect to see dangerous chemicals being 
steadily squeezed out of our lives. And 
maybe by the time Nathan grows up he 
won't have this major worry any more.”

¢ He expanded upward, utilizing dead at- 
tic space to convert conventional dropped 
ceilings to vaulted ones.

New Windows and Space 

The ubiquitous single-glazed, double- 
hung window is still available. To that 
venerable sash has been added a dazzling 
array of new designs that make the present 
age of interior spaciousness possible. 

“My personal experience is that there 
are probably twenty times the window 
sizes and types on the market than there 
were five years ago,” says Duo Dickinson. 
“This, I think, is in direct response to peo- 
ple’s desire for a better blending of interi- 
ors and site. One of the latest innovations 
is a double-glazed window bent to a gentle 
curve, an engineering feat and a delight 
for owners who want a view from the cor- 
ner of a room. Among the recent product 
introductions are windows shaped like tri- 


angles, circles, half-circles and quarter-cir- 
cles. Except for the circular window, these 
shapes are best used in combination with 
vertical or horizontal windows, singly or 
in arrangements that form other captivat- 
ing shapes. 

Breaking away from the double-hung 
mold, today’s homeowners are looking for 
more variety among conventional forms: 
casements, awning windows, bay and bow 
windows, and garden or box-bay win- 
dows. Finding a window size to fit an ex- 
isting opening or one sized to fit a design- 
er’s concept is easy today. Most of the 
major companies offer a dizzying number 
of window sizes, often in two- to four-inch 
increments. A sash that measures an inch 
too short for an opening can often be filled 
out with stock parts. If these measures fail, 
you can ask a local millwork shop to pro- 
duce a window that fits. 


Why Windows Are 

Better Than Ever 

The oil shortage in 1974 inspired window 
manufacturers to redouble their research 


efforts. Lab tests on infiltration disclosed 
that most winter heat loss and summer 
heat gain made its way around window 
frames. Solutions included recommenda- 
tions for better insulation around window 
jambs, headers and sills, as well as better- 
engineered weather stripping. 

Window frames were tested. Wood 
proved a good insulator, as did pure vinyl. 
Aluminum frames with a vinyl thermal 
break passed the test, but solid aluminum 
and steel frames were judged poor insula- 
tors—much poorer, in fact, than glass. 

What began as energy-saving research 
in the 70s catapulted into a competitive 
scramble for better windows in the 80s. 
Out of that came: 

° Low-emissivity (low-e) films. These coat- 
ings (applied to an inner surface of double 
glazing or to a plastic sheet stretched be- 
tween two glazing panels) repel a signifi- 
cant amount of radiant heat. In summer, 
the coating blocks most of the color-fad- 
ing ultraviolet rays and radiant heat from 
passing through double glazing. In winter,

When the outdoor-indoor relationship is successful, fond 
memories grow. John Weidt recalls having Minnesota clients who 
loved to sit indoors in front of their glass wall on a late afternoon 
in winter.

glass that vertical windows can never duplicate. Beyond that, 
daylight from above, even during a storm, delivers more natural 
illumination than vertical windows. 

After a snowstorm, snow usually sticks to a skylight and stays 
until the sun melts it or heat from below slowly penetrates the 
glazing. If the snow is not more than a few inches deep and the 
sky is clear, some light still filters through the snow cover, mak- 


ing the interior feel snug against the elements. 


Design Benefits 


Just as window: styles are sufficiently varied today to adapt to 


any design period from 17th-century rustic to 20th-century 
sleek, so are skylights. In the hands of a good architect or de- 
signer, skylights are installed singly, in pairs or in an array that 
spans an entire roof ridge. A good designer will blend the inte- 
rior need for daylight with a roofscape that complements the 


outside appearance. 


Shapes, Sizes and Functions 
While rectangular skylights are most often specified, choices 
also include square, round, octagonal and, on special order, one- 
of-a-kind shapes. Glazing is usually flat, but with the use of 
plastics, glazing can be bowed, pyramidal or in a bubble form. 
There is a direct relationship between the size of skylights and 
the size of rooms. Size is the essential determinant of a skylight’s 
price. Unless there is a strong design reason to specify a skylight 
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A SKYLIGHT PRIMER 


Among relatively low-cost alterations to a house, adding a sky- 
light ranks high, if not highest, in afterglow, the long-lived sat- 
isfaction of owners. 

Of all daylight sources in the home, the sunshine through a 
skylight makes the strongest impression on owners and their 
friends. Visitors do not often compliment the skylight, which, 
after all, is simply another window. What they see and marvel at 
is the transformation of interior space. Everything is light and 
bright and the scene is rather like a sunlit indoor patio. 

The impact that skylight illumination has on people may 
originate from childhood memories of inadequate light in hous- 
es with vertical windows only. Even through south-facing verti- 
cal windows, sunlight fails to bathe an entire room. Spaces with 
a north orientation seem dreary, while east and west windows 
absorb only half a day’s sun. Lighting engineers discovered long 
ago that five times as much daylight floods a space through a 
skylight than passes through the same-size glass area in an out- 


side wall. 


Even in Bad Weather 

A less obvious difference occurs on rainy days. Unless a drought 
preceded it, rain seen through vertical windows is not exactly 
inspiring, but raindrops on a skylight serve up a more soothing 


sound, and seen from below make a crystalline display on the 
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larger than needed, staying generally with- 
in established guidelines makes budgetary 
sense. Although the relationships listed be- 
low are only a brief summary, they provide 
a mathematical ratio that is useful.

Skylights are offered in sizes smaller 
than 22 by 22 inches and larger than 46 by 
46 inches. One with a glass area measuring 
14 by 14 inches generally marks the lower 
limit and 92 by 92 inches is close to the 
upper limit. To distribute daylight over a 
very large area—an indoor swimming 
pool, for example—a designer will turn to 
custom skylights or a bank of standard 
units. 

Skylights are either permanently fixed or 
are hinged and operable. While fixed sky- 
lights are about 40 percent less costly than 
operable units of the same size and confor- 
mation, the advantages of opening a sky- 
light persuade most buyers to choose oper- 
able ones. 

Like heated air billowing up a chimney 
flue, hot summer air inside a space rises 
naturally to the ceiling. An open skylight 
acts like a flue and tends to draw out the 
air. This natural phenomenon is amplified 
when a breeze blows across the skylight 
opening. To anyone seated below a sky- 
light, there is a sense of moving air in the 


space, a movement unaided by fans. 


_ One might argue that such air move- 
ment is redundant when air-conditioning 
cools a room. A fixed skylight in this case 
delivers ample daylight, and the cooling 
equipment provides the comfort. This 
seems logical only until the cost of cooling 
is measured against the additional cost of 
an operable skylight, especially since the 
skylight involves no more than first cost. 
Uuility bills go on forever. 

Aware of these economies, many owners 
choose an operable skylight and put it to 
use on days that are moderately hot. When 
scorchers begin at sunrise, owners switch 
to mechanical cooling. Over the long run 
this approach saves money and, for the 
growing numbers of environmentally 
aware citizens, reduces the drain on our en- 
ergy resources. 

There are three options for opening and 
closing skylights. The first two apply to 
skylights well above the reach of a typical 
basketball player. 

(1) With a pole. A lightweight aluminum 
pole is shipped with the skylight. The pole 
has a right-angle turning handle at one 
end and a socket at the other. The socket 
fits snugly over a fistlike nut at the base of 
the skylight. Turning the pole clockwise 
opens the skylight; turning counter-clock- 
wise closes it. At least one manufacturer 
(Velux) offers a motorized pole. Battery- 
operated, the pole turns the window bolt 
with a mere touch of a starter button on 
the handle. 

(2) By motor. All major producers now of- 
fer electric motor-driven, operable sky- 
lights. The cost is slightly higher for the 
motor and installation, but measured by 
convenience, the cost seems minimal to 
most people. 

There are also a number of producers 
who offer electronic devices that close a 
skylight automatically when a sensor on 
the roof unit sniffs out oncoming rain. 
Like many electronic wonders, this is 
somewhat more susceptible to break- 
downs than an owner-operated electric 
opener. 

(3) By hand. Now the focus is on a sky 
window. The sky window differs from a 
skylight in two major ways. First, the unit 
is hinged at the center (where meeting rails 


would join if it were a double-hung win- 


dow). In contrast, an operable skylight is 
hinged at its highest point on a sloped 
roof. Second, a sky window is best suited 
to a surface space easily reached from in- 
side. Typically, a sky window is placed on 
the slope of steep roof over a finished at- 
tic—rather like a dormer without the ex- 
tended framing and roof. Another good 
location is on a mansard roof surrounding 
living space. 

A smaller version of a sky window 
hinges under normal conditions at its top. 
Yet, this sash can also be rotated for easy 
cleaning. When a cleaning is needed, the 
hinged top is released and the sash header 
slides down its frame. As it does, the bot- 
tom rail of the sash rotates upward, per- 
mitting you to clean the outside surface of 


the glazing. 


Answers for 6 Common Concerns 
Here are answers to concerns most often 
expressed by prospective skylight cus- 
tomers. 

We hear that skylights leak. Some surely 
did when residential skylights burst into 
the limelight during the 1970s. As demand 
rose rapidly, manufacturers scrambled to 
make the best or sometimes the glitziest 


and, too often, the cheapest skylight. New 
materials and designs were tested in the 
marketplace. Some failed. Leaks were a fact 
of life for a number of skylight buyers and 
the word spread swiftly as only word of a 
flaw can. 

That the “leak” was often simple the re- 
sult of condensation on inside glazing 
rather than rain or snow passing through a 
minute opening meant little. A wet Aubus- 
son rug is a wet Aubusson rug. 

Today, the potential for a skylight leak is 

infinitesimal. Three changes in the indus- 
try have slowed the possibility of leaky sky- 
lights to a trickle. 
*First, many companies that probably 
should not have jumped on the 1970s sky- 
light bandwagon are out of business. The 
survivors today have corrected yesterday's 
mistakes. 

In addition, improvements filtered 
down. Where novice skylight installers in 
1975 were too often the rule, today dealers 
employ experienced people. 

Second, skylight designs for standard sizes 
and shapes incorporate minute engineer- 
ing changes inspired by prior glitches. For 
example, quality units now include an in- 
side gutter along the bottom rail to collect 


condensation, which is directed outside in 
some cases and stored until evaporated in 
others. 

This same gutter traps moisture that 
may seep between frame and sash—a result 
sometimes of a huge drop in outside tem- 
perature, bringing on a contraction of sash 
and frame members. 

Other improvements include better gas- 

keting around the glazing and the use of 
significantly improved caulking, essentially 
of silicones. 
*Third, insulated glazing is now standard. 
Moreover, makers of skylights and sky win- 
dows are using the same advanced technol- 
ogy as vertical sash manufacturers. Low-e 
or low-emissivity coatings and argon-filled 
cavities between sheets of glazing are stan- 
dard for products from some manufactur- 
ers and offered as an option from others. 

Wasco Products offers glazing with Heat 
Mirror as an option. This is low-e, argon- 
filled glazing with a fine plastic sheet 
stretched between inner and outer panes of 
glass. The result is effective triple glazing 
and the highest skylight installation value 
currently on the market. 

Better insulation means less chance for 
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condensation on the inside surface. 

Quality skylights show a four- to six- 
inch curb above the roof surface. The curb, 
with integral or job-applied flashing, di- 
verts rainwater flowing down the roof. 
Most curbless skylights snug to the roof are 
susceptible to leaks. A new unit called 
CeeFlow, installed slightly below the roof 
surface, is an exception to the rule. De- 
signed to encourage an air flow from a sof- 
fit over the skylight to the ridge, this prod- 
uct is reported to be leakless. The purpose 
of CeeFlow is to allow for an air flow in 
houses built tighter to save energy. 

The final step to a leak-free skylight or 
sky window is proper installation. (See the 
section How to Choose an Installer.) 

Direct sunlight fades fabrics. Not when 
low-e glazing is specified for the skylight or 
sky window. This is one of the principle 
functions of low-e coatings: to block fab- 
ric-harming ultra-violet sunrays. 

Windows treated with low-e coatings 
give you the best of both worlds: luxurious 
daylight, a clear view of the sky and little 
chance for ruining fabrics or bleaching fine 
woods. All major manufacturers offer 
some kind of shading as an accessory. They 
include: 

Rollershades. Shades actually slide 
down a track so that the material does not 
billow into the room. The shade cord 
hangs from the skylight, is hidden and is 
operated manually with the skylight pole 
or connected to the electrical controls and 
sent up or down with the touch of a 
switch. 

Venetian blinds. Operating in the same 

d of track as shades, closed blinds block 
ght better than shades do, and by sim- 
ining the slats, you release as much

Bronze-tinted glazing. In regions such 
as Arizona and Florida, where the weather 
is more tropical than seasonal, selecting 
glazing that features bronze tinting in the 
top pane is a sensible option. While tinting 
does not block all of the sun’s heat, it sub- 
stantially reduces the amount, thus cutting 
back the demand for air-conditioning. 
Through bronze tinting, the sky may 
look darker than it really is and greenery 
turns a deeper shade. Tinting also reduces 
the sum total of daylight in a space. This 


loss can be remedied somewhat by specify- 
ing a skylight one size larger than planned. 

We dont have a cathedral ceiling. As long 
as the skylight is installed in a roof imme- 
diately above the area you want to open to 
the’ sky, this is not a serious problem. A 
rooftop skylight directs daylight to the liv- 
ing space below. 

To collect every scrap of light possible, 
paint the light shaft sides a white-white 
(but not glossy). You should not expect as 
much daylight as you would receive from a 


skylight or sky window that opens directly 
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into the room. Still, light from the shaft 
delivers more illumination than light 
through the same size glazing in a wall. 

Can we screen an operable skylight? Of 
course. Screens are generally positioned be- 
low the skylight and are included by most 
companies in the base price for the unit. 
Screens are generally made of long-lasting, 
decay-resistant fiberglass and are tinted an 
unobtrusive gray. 

Screens filter out some of the daylight 
but owners do not seem to mind. In fact in 
skylights facing south, a reduction in the 


sunlight is sometimes welcome, unless 
south-facing skylights are intended as pas- 
sive solar-heat collectors. In that case, alu- 
minum screening might be more appropri- 
ate. 

Operable sky windows hinged at the top 
have insect screens. Those hinged at the 
center point do not. 

Are skylight frames attractive? Yes. The 
standard skylight is framed outside in 
heavy-gauge aluminum permanently coat- 
ed with a bronze finish, and inside with 
wood. Two companies, Wasco and Bristo- 
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lite, also have models with white vinyl in- 
side. Roto employs redwood inside, and 
Venterama uses plywood. 

You choose how you want to finish the 
inside wood surfaces. The outside frame is 
designed to survive for many years in all 
weather. 

What price can we expect to pay? Probably 
a single operable skylight measuring two 
by four feet could be installed for under 
$1,500. Adding accessories such as blinds 
and electrical controls could easily push the 
price over $2,000. 

The investment is just that 





an invest- 
ment. Not only will you derive years of 
pleasure from controlled daylight, but 
when you sell your house, skylights are a 
clearly demonstrated benefit. One trade 
magazine in the remodeling field estimates 
the value of a skylight to a potential buyer 
as 94 percent of the original cost. 


How to Choose an Installer 

More than half the success of a skylight in- 
stallation falls on the shoulders of the in- 
staller. Skylight and sky windows from the 
major producers are highly rated. Not only 
do makers turn out a quality unit, but they 
have refined the frame and adjusted sizes to 
make the installer’s job less complicated 
than before. 

Nevertheless, it is still possible to make 
errors during an installation. Installer skills 
range from average to excellent. Go for ex- 
cellence. 

One of the best ideas for locating this 
person involves your friends. Ask around. 
Who among your crowd has had a favor- 
able experience hiring a skylight installer? 
No one? Then ask your friends if they 
know of a family that has had skylight 
work done recently. 

Once you have names, call or visit these 
people and learn as much as you can about 
the installer. Was the work done properly? 
Did this person leave a mess behind or 
clean up? Has there been any sign of sky- 
light failure, especially on the ceiling 
around the opening (a good clue to a poor 
job)? Was the installer easy to talk to? Did 
he answer ignorant questions? 

What you seek, of course, is a profes 
sional you can depend on. This goes dou- 

(Continued on page 146) 
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ble if a problem erupts after the job is com- 
pleted. You want to be sure the installer 
comes back to repair the mistake. 

There are other ways to find a reputable 
dealer/installer. Here are six questions to 
ask, in order of importance: 

(1) Has the company been in business for 
more than 10 years? 

(2) Have any homeowners lodged com- 
plaints against the dealer with the Better 
Business Bureau? 

(3) Does the company have a showroom 
and if so, is it attractive? 

(4) Will the dealer provide you with names 
of former customers? (Obviously, you will 
not get the names of people who disliked 
their work. But calling the people on the 


list can often add to your total picture.) 
(5) What does your banker know about 
the dealer? 

(6) Is the dealer a member of a national 
trade association? (Less important, but

MOUNT VERNON 


IF HER MANY ADMIRERS HAVE THEIR 
WAY, YOU WILL SOON BE SEEING ANN

STYLED “SOUTHERN MATRON” WHO 
SAVED MOUNT VERNON IN THE

THE NATION’S FIRST HISTORIC PRES- 
ERVATIONIST. THIS YEAR, ON THE 175TH 
ANNIVERSARY OF HER BIRTH, THERE IS NEW 
INTEREST IN CUNNINGHAM’S ACHIEVEMENT. 


Nothing in the early life of Ann Pamela Cunningham indicated she 
would become a pioneer or public figure. Cunningham, born in 
1816 in Laurens County, S.C., was the pampered only daughter of a 
prosperous planter. An invalid as a result of a horseback-riding acci- 
dent, she suffered from constant back pain. Nevertheless, in 1853, 
when told that Mount Vernon was close to ruin, she vowed she 
would purchase and restore the Virginia home of George Washing- 
ton as a national shrine. 

Her crusade began with a fund-raising appeal published in 7he 
Charleston Mercury addressed “To the Ladies of the South” and 
signed “A Southern Matron.” Beginning with that letter, Cunning- 
ham developed fund-raising and campaign strategies that are sull 
widely practiced in the preservation movement, according to J. Jack-

have always been the kind 
of person whose address 
you could enter in your 
book in ink. I have lived in 
ynly three houses: 18 years in the 
jrst one, 14 years in the second. 
Now I’m one year and a half into 
ny third house and counting. 
The first house was our fami- 
ys big white hip-roof Colonial, 
which stood on a tree-lined street 
nan idyllic college town in New 
dampshire. It had a white picket 
ence around it and a brick walk 
eading up to a buttercup-yellow 
door. Even now, I could make 
ny way blindfolded from my old 
»edroom to the kitchen and still 
ell you which light switch had 
0 be jiggled before it worked. 
My strongest memories of 
hat house seem to center on the 
‘ood my mother made in it. She 
was an inventive, unconvention- 
al and enormously zestful 
200k—a woman who distrusted 
margarine, Betty Crocker cook- 
d00ks and slim or tidy cooks, 
and who was a passionate believ- 
er in spices, butter, cream and 
regular spatula licking. Some- 
thing good was always coming 
out of her oven. Living in that 
first house largely defined my 
concept of home—a place full of 
good smells, flourishing plants, 
interesting objects, cozy places to 
sit, laughter, music, wonderful 
food and an extra place at the

table always available for friends. 

My next house was a 200- 
year-old center-chimney Cape 
Cod cottage with exposed beams 
and a fireplace in the kitchen big 
enough to roast a pig in (not that 
I ever tried). I bought it after I 
sold a book when I was 18. What 
made me fall in love with the 
place was not simply the fact that 
it sat on 50 acres of open fields 
and woods, but the way the 
house came into view, set back 
on a little knoll looking out over 
a pond. For years, every time I 
reached that point in the road on 
my way home from a long trip, 
or just a quick run into town for 
milk, I would superstitiously 


whisper the words “I’m home” 
under my breath. I never got 
over that feeling of relief when I 
first caught sight of the house. 
Sull standing. 

If it is possible to care too 
much about a house, that’s how 
it was for me. As intensely as I 
loved it, I frequently felt like a 
slave to its upkeep, I spent so 
many hours vainly trying to keep 
its ancient wooden floors clean. I 
was often almost unbearably 
lonely out there, with three little 
children, five miles down a dirt 
road. Every winter, I got stuck in 
the snow with more regularity 
than some people get to church; 
every summer, weeds overtook 


my garden. And still I could no 
more have imagined leaving that 
house than I could have imag- 
ined waking up one spring 
morning and not hearing birds 
outside my window. 

My husband and I celebrated 
our wedding at that house. Our 
three children were born on our 
bed, under that roof. We planted 
apple trees and grapes on that 
land, stocked the pond with 
trout, swam in it in summer and 
skated on it when it froze. The 
flowers I always favored were 
perennials. A perennial was what 
I considered myself to be on that 
land: deeply rooted, survivor of 
the harsh winter, destined to 
bloom there not just for a single 
glorious summer but forever. 

My marriage was faltering 
though. It sometimes seemed as 
if a large part of what was keep- 
ing my husband and me together 
was our shared love of the home 
we had made. But | think we 
both recognized that while a 
family’s happiness can make a 
place a home, a home can’t make 
a family happy. And so a year 
and a half ago, my husband re- 
mained in the house we had 
lived in together for virtually my 
entire adult life, and I moved to 
another town 30 miles away. 

I don’t pretend that any piece 
of real estate can salve the

wounds of divorce. But for my 
children and me, a big part of 
the healing process centered 
on making a new home as 
warm and lovable and wel- 
coming as our old one had 
been. I knew that an inner 
sense of peace and strength 
would only come when I made 
myself and my children anoth- 
er nest. 

So I didn't rent an apart- 
ment or find a condo. I put a 
down payment on a rambling 
old Victorian house on a lot 
no bigger than my old veg- 
etable patch, two blocks from 
the central square of a town 
whose population of 20,000 
made it feel, to me, like a 
metropolis. Most of our old 
furniture stayed at the house 
that is my former husband’s 
now, out of our shared desire 
not to disrupt that constant in 
our children’s lives. And so it 
fell to me to start from scratch, 
almost, not simply furnishing 
the new place, but making it a 
home. 

It would have been a mis- 
take to try to duplicate in our 
new house the particular mag- 
ic of the last one. What I did 
instead was make another kind 
of magic.

Those first weeks after my 
move, | haunted flea markets 
and yard sales for furnishings, 
and when I bought a chair [ al- 
ways asked myself not simply 
how it looked, or how the col- 
ors would go with what I had, 
but also whether this would be 
a good chair to curl up in with 
my youngest and read aloud. | 
hired a carpenter to build a 
window seat into a particular 
bay because I knew it was the 
perfect spot for two people to 
play 2 game of Clue. 

My children each chose the 
colors for their rooms. Black- 
and-white cow-splotched for 
my son Charlie. Pink-and- 
green tropical motif for my 
daughter, Audrey. Wood tones 
for my younger boy, Willy. We 
hung Christmas lights on our 
ficus tree and laid our hooked 
rugs on the floor and, like my 
mother, I made piles of down- 
filled pillows for every room. 

My desk at our old place 
had overlooked apple trees and 
woods; now the view outside 
my window as I work reveals 
an endless procession of peo- 
ple walking dogs and pushing 
strollers, of joggers and power 
walkers and schoolchildren 
and paperboys. Their comings 
and goings lend a rhythm to 
my day. 

In the year and a half since I 
moved to this new home of 
ours—where now my children 
live weekdays, returning to 
their father in our old house 
most weekends—I have 
thought a lot about the busi- 
ness of homemaking. What 
determines whether a house is 
simply where you sleep or 
where you dream? 





In transforming this unfa- 
miliar new address into a 
home where | could reinvent a 


family life, it mattered less that 
the paint on the moldings be 
fresh, and more that there be 
pictures on the walls. More 
important than unpacking my 
vacuum cleaner or my office 
files was making sure I could 
swiftly lay my hands on my cat 
teapot, my corncob pitcher, 
my toaster-shaped salt-and- 
pepper shakers, my collection 
of tourist plates from Florida, 
Texas, Ohio and the 1964 
New York World’s Fair. Many 
families have lived in this 
house before us. We needed to 
mark it as ours. 

Like my mother’s house, 
mine always has flowers on the 
table. My kitchen, like hers, 
may be messy but it usually 
smells good. And when my 
family and I sit down to a meal 
together—three children, one 
parent, one roast chicken, one 
pie—I am conscious of the 
twin messages the last year and 
a half taught me about home 
and family: that even in the 
face of vast and overwhelming 
changes, certain elements re- 
main constant. Love is one. 
Home is another. Our sur- 
roundings have changed, but 
we still hold hands as we sing 
grace, an old Shaker tune: 

Tis a gift to be simple 

"Tis a gift to be free 

Tis a gift to come round 
where we ought to be 

And when we have found the 
place just right 

It will be in the valley of love 
and delight.

Women of vision founded 


the nations decorative-arts museum; 


a woman of vision runs it today 


everal months ago Dianne Pilgrim, director of the Cooper- 
Hewitt Museum in New York, stopped wearing her status 
Movado timepiece and strapped to her wrist the Subway 
Rush Hour watch, a gift from Drenttel Doyle Partners, a 
Manhattan graphics concern. She likes the new watch’s big read-at- 
a-glance numbers and indestructible strap. This watch swap was a 
gesture very much in keeping with Dianne Pilgrim’s functional view 
of design, which to her concerns far more than beauty. To her, de- 
sign is a process that should “make sure the world works better.” 
As it happens, Drenttel Doyle Partners also executed the graphics 
(in large, easily read type) for the museum’s current exhibition, 
“The Cooper-Hewitt Collections: A Design Resource.” This is the 
first time in 24 years that the museum has delved into its own store- 
rooms for an entire exhibition. Sifting through more than 200,000 
objects, Cooper-Hewitt’s curators have produced a tantalizing 
glimpse at the riches in the museum, including exquisite 18th-cen-

The museum’s proper title is the Cooper- 
Hewitt Museum, the Smithsonian Institution’s 
National Museum of Design. It is the preemi- 
nent American institution of design, a resource 
for scholars, professional designers, students and anyone interested 
in outstanding useful objects the design world has produced over the 
past few hundred years. With the finest design library in America 
and superior holdings in textiles, wallpapers, porcelains, metalwork, 
to name a few categories, Cooper-Hewitt is on a par with the Musée 
des Arts Decoratifs in Paris and London’s Victoria and Albert Mu- 
seum-—exactly what the founders intended. 

But not everyone knows this. Dianne Pilgrim hopes that her cur- 
rent 1,200-object display of stellar examples of Cooper-Hewitt’s en- 
cyclopedic holdings, which runs through August 1992, will provide 
the public with an appreciation of the museum’s scope and purpose. | 
“The museum has an identity problem,” she says. “I don’t think 
enough people know who we are and what we do. We are both old 
and new. We started at Cooper Union, but we’re called the Cooper- 
Hewitt. We're in the Andrew Carnegie mansion, but we’re owned 
by the Smithsonian. Right off the bat, we’re in trouble.” 

The nice thing about utilitarian objects—and about heading a 
museum dedicated to objects—is that people warm up to them. 
“People are not threatened 
by objects,” says Pilgrim,

“although a lot of people are put off by 
painting and sculpture. If we can use ev- 
eryday objects as a hook to get people 
started, we can begin helping them be- 
come part of the process by which the 
world is designed.” 

Now in her third year as Cooper-He- 
witt’s director, Pilgrim, 49, presides over 
a museum that occupies the Manhattan 
mansion Andrew Carnegie built in 1902 
on Fifth Avenue at 91st Street. (Her desk 
is Carnegie’s 10-foot-long library table.) 
Before Cooper-Hewitt, Pilgrim spent 15 
years at the Brooklyn Museum as head of 
the Department of Decorative Arts. 

While with the Brooklyn Museum she 
oversaw the renovation of the museum’s 
28 period rooms, the best in the country 
according to some connoisseurs. Pilgrim 
also organized several landmark exhibi- 
tions in Brooklyn: “The American Re- 
naissance, 1876-1917” (in 1976 she was 
a pioneer in exploring the decorative arts 
of the late 19th century) and “The Ma- 
chine Age in America, 1918-1941” (in 
1986 she was a pioneer in taking the be- 
tween-the-wars design world seriously). 

Not only does Pilgrim bring scholarly 
and managerial skills to her job as mu- 
seum director, but her unique personal 
situation gives her insights of great value 
to the public. She discovered how inhos- 
pitable the world can be for all but the 
able-bodied 13 years ago, when she 
learned she had multiple sclerosis. The 
disease may have put Dianne Pilgrim in a 
wheelchair, but it has galvanized her 
thinking about the role of design. 

She says: “Most of the world is de- 
signed for people who are 18 to 55. It is 
not sympathetic for anyone younger or 
older. And it is not hospitable to people 
with disabilities: visual and hearing prob- 
lems, back problems. These concerns are 
very real to an aging America.” 

Dianne Pilgrim wants to solve these 
problems. “Starting in January 1992, 
when the Americans with Disabilities Act 
takes effect, any place where people con- 


gregate will have to be designed for acces- 
sibility. That means that the idea of “uni- 
versal design,’ of an environment de- 
signed to accommodate everyone, is 
going to become very important.” 

This is but one of the ways Pilgrim is 
bringing the museum into today’s world. 
“Our focus has been 80 percent historic 
and 20 percent contemporary. I'd like to 
see us shift to a 50-50 equation.” Pilgrim 
has begun a search for a curator of con- 
temporary design, a new position for 
Cooper-Hewitt. In January 1992, 
Cooper-Hewitt will host a symposium on 
the turn of the millennium. “I wanted us 
to start thinking about what the year 
2000 means to design,” says Pilgrim. 

Sarah and Eleanor Hewitt would un- 
doubtedly applaud Pilgrim’s ideas about 
the future of their museum. They be- 
longed to that breed of late-Victorian 
women born in privileged surroundings 
who were well-read, well-traveled and in- 
dependent. Their grandfather, Peter 
Cooper, founded The Cooper Union for 
the Advancement of Science and Art, 
open admission free to New York stu- 
dents regardless of race, religion or sex. 

Taking over Cooper Union’s fourth 
floor, the Hewitt sisters, inspired by the 
decorative-arts museums in Paris and 
London, began a personally funded de- 
sign study collection that grew to the 
point where their wide social circle was 
donating money and objects. 

After 70 years at Cooper Union, the 
collection was taken over by The Smith- 
sonian Institution in 1967, and the 
Carnegie Corporation provided Andrew 
Carnegie’s Fifth Avenue mansion to 
house it. On Fifth Avenue since 1976, the 
museum has flourished as a decorative- 
arts resource for scholars and designers. 
Firms as disparate as Victoria’s Secret, 
Brunschwig & Fils, and Fieldcrest Can- 
non send their designers to visit Cooper- 
Hewitt to adapt period styles. 

“Someone somewhere is making a de- 
sign decision about every part of our 
lives,” says Pilgrim. “We can all choose to 
be part of that process in some way. il

SHAKER CHAIRS @ 


o all your work as 

though you had a 

thousand years to 

live, and as if you 
knew you would die tomorrow.” 
So Mother Ann Lee, founder of 
the Shaker religion, preached to 
her followers in the mid-18th 
century. They obeyed her, arti- 
sans included, and that is why we 
cherish Shaker furniture today. 
Lee challenged the carpenters 
and joiners to craft objects that 
were “plain and simple...unem- 
bellished by any superfluities 
which add nothing to its good- 


ness or durability.” By eliminat- 


ing all ornament, and distilling 
17th- and 18th-century neoclas- 
sic design to its purest form, the 
Shakers created furnishings of 
remarkable grace and beauty. 
The stark simplicity of the 
Shakers’ furniture reflects both 
their religion and their daily 
lives. Founded in 1740 by Lee, 
an Englishwoman, the United 
Society of Believers pursued a 
Utopian vision of life. They 
turned their backs on personal 
possessions and other trappings 
of conventional society and em- 
braced celibate communal living

instead. They devoted their lives to work 
and worshiped God with an athletic dance, 
hence the Shaker name. 

By 1840, at the height of the move- 
ment, the Shakers numbered between 
4,000 and 6,000 members in communities 
from Maine to Kentucky. They supported 
themselves by selling herbs, food products 
and furnishings. Chairs were by far their 
most popular product—the Shakers sold 
them well into the 1930s. 

Today, collectors can still unearth origi- 
nal Shaker pieces in antique shops and auc- 
tions. But be prepared—authentic pieces 
do not come cheap. The record price for a 
standard Shaker-made chair was $4,675 in 
1990. It is possible, however to buy a 
modern copy for under $400. 


LADDER-BACK CHAIRS 
The most common Shaker chair is a three- 
slat ladder-back with turned posts and 


back-post finials. Slats are usually curved 


on the top, straight on the bottom. An an- 
tique armless ladder-back can be bought 
from $750 to $3,000; ladder-backs with 
arms sell from $2,000 to $8,000. 


ROCKING CHAIRS 
Straight chairs sometimes became rocking 
chairs simply by having the leg ends insert- 
ed into rockers. Many were sold to the 
“world’s people” (those outside the Shaker 
community). Rocker prices today range 
from $600 to $5,000 or more. 


TILTERS 
A Shaker invention was the tilter, which al- 
lowed a chair to be tipped backward with- 
out extra strain on the legs or damage to 


the rug or floor. An antique chair with 
tilters sells from $1,000 to $5,000. 


LOW-BACK CHAIRS 
The Shakers, who wanted uncluttered 
rooms, made dining chairs with very low 


backs so they could be pushed under the 
table after meals. These dining chairs had 
one or two slats. Not as common as some 
Shaker chair types and not as popular, 
these sell between $500 and $1,500. 


SPECIAL FEATURES 

Shaker chairs were sometimes made with 
extra features, which increase the value: 
Sewing chairs for Shaker sisters had storage 
drawers at the bottom (these are rare). To 
hold a folded blanket, a long spindle might 
appear above the top slat. 

Chair seats were made of rush, splint or 
cane, or of brightly colored tape woven by 
the Shakers. Backs were sometimes tape. 


BUYER’S TIPS 
Sit in the chair. If it is Shaker-made, it will 
curve in just the right places for comfort. 
Look at the top back slat for a mark. 
Shaker chairs sold outside the Shaker com- 
munity had a stamped size number. Zero 
was a child’s chair; seven was the largest.

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On later chairs, trademark decals were 





placed inconspicuously on the inside of a 
rocker or a bottom back slat. 

Shakers did not use spindle backs, 
carved decoration or veneer. 

Tape seats are most popular with col- 
lectors, therefore most expensive. New 
tapes can be purchased to replace worn 
tape seats and will not lower value. 

Chairs were made of varnished maple 
or pine, or a combination of walnut, cher- 
ry, apple, pear, ash, birch or hickory. 
Wood was stained mahogany or mustard 
color, yellow or red. The original finish 
adds about 100 percent in value. 

The mushroom-shaped or down- 
curved handholds at the ends of the arms 
should be part of the same piece of wood 
as the front post or arm rest. 

Remember: It may look like a Shaker 
chair and prove to be an old copy or a new 
copy, such as the accurate museum-store 


pieces being sold today.

ESTROGENS HAVE BEEN REPORTED TO INCREASE 
THE RISK OF ENDOMETRIAL CARCINOMA. 

Three independent case control studies have reported 
an increased risk of endometrial cancer in postmeno- 
pausal women exposed to exogenous estrogens for more 
than 1 year. This risk was independent of the other known 
risk factors for endometrial cancer. These studies are fur- 
ther supported by the finding that incidence rates of endo- 
metrial cancer have increased sharply since 1969 in eight 
different areas of the United States with population-based 
cancer-reporting systems, an increase which may be re- 
lated to the rapidly expanding use of estrogens during the 
last decade 

The three case control studies reported that the risk of 
endometrial cancer in estrogen users was about 4.5-13.9 
times greater than in nonusers. The risk appears to depend 
both on duration of treatment and on estrogen dose. In view 
of these findings, when estrogens are used for the treat- 
ment of menopausal symptoms, the lowest dose that will 
control symptoms should be utilized and medication 
should be discontinued as soon as possible. When pro- 
longed treatment is medically indicated, the patient should 
be reassessed on at least a semiannual basis to determine 
the need for continued therapy. Although the evidence 
must be considered preliminary, one study suggests that 
cyclic administration of low doses of estrogen may carry 
less risk than continuous administration, it therefore ap- 
pears prudent to utilize such a regimen 

Close clinical surveillance of all women taking estrogens 
is important. In all cases of undiagnosed persistent.or re- 
curring abnormal vaginal bleeding, adequate diagnostic 
measures should be undertaken to rule out malignancy. 

There is no evidence at present that “natural” estrogens 
are more or less hazardous than “synthetic” estrogens at 
equiestrogenic doses 


ESTROGENS SHOULD NOT BE USED DURING 
PREGNANCY. 

The use of female sex hormones, both estrogens and 
progestogens, during early pregnancy may seriously dam- 
age the offspring. It has been shown that women who had 
been exposed in utero to diethylstilbestrol, a nonsteroidal 
estrogen, have an increased risk of developing in later life a 
form of vaginal or cervical cancer that is ordinarily ex- 
tremely rare. This risk has been estimated as not greater 
than 4 per 1000 exposures. Furthermore, a high percent- 
age of such exposed women (30-90%) have been found to 
have vaginal adenosis, epithelial changes of the vagina 
and cervix. Although these changes are histologically be- 
nign, it is not Known whether they are precursors of malig- 
nancy Although similar data on the use of other estrogens 
are not available, it cannot be presumed they would not 
induce similar changes 

Several reports suggest an association between intra- 
uterine exposure to female sex hormones and congenital 
anomalies, including congenital heart defects and limb- 
reduction defects. One case control study estimated a 
4.7-fold increased risk of limb-reduction defects in infants 
who had been exposed in utero to sex hortnones (oral 
contraceptives, hormone withdrawal tests for pregnancy, 
or attempted treatment for threatened abortion). Some of 
these exposures were very short and involved only a few 
days of treatment. The data suggest that the risk of limb- 
reduction defects in exposed fetuses is somewhat less 
than 1 per 1000 

In the past, female sex hormones have been used during 
pregnancy in an attempt to treat threatened or habitual 
abortion. There is considerable evidence that estrogens 
are ineffective for these indications, and there is no evi- 
dence from well-controlled studies that progestogens are 
effective for these uses 

If Estraderm is used during pregnancy, or if the patient 
becomes pregnant while taking this drug, she should be 
apprised of the potential risks to the fetus and of the advis- 
ability of continuation of the pregnancy.

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2. Gallbladder Disease. A recent study has reported a two- to 
threefold increase in the risk of surgically confirmed gallbladder 
disease in postmenopausal women receiving oral estrogens, 
similar to the twofold increase previously noted in users of oral 
contraceptives 
3. Effects Similar to Those Caused by Estrogen-Progestogen 
Oral Contraceptives. There are several serious adverse effects 
of oral contraceptives and other high-dose oral estrogen treat- 
ments, most of which have not, up to now, been documented as 
consequences of postmenopausal estrogen replacement ther- 
apy. This may reflect the conaparatively low doses of estrogen 
used in postmenopausal women 
a. Thromboembolic Disease. |t is now wefl established that 
users of oral contraceptives have an increased risk of various 
thromboembolic and thrombotic vascular diseases, such as 
thrombophlebitis, pulmonary embolism, stroke, and myocardial 
infarction. Cases of retinal thrombosis, mesenteric thrombosis, 
and optic neuritis have been reported in oral contraceptive 
users. There is evidence that the risk of several of these adverse 
reactions Is related to the dose of the drug. An increased risk of 
postsurgery thromboembolic complications has also been re- 
ported in users of oral contraceptives. If feasible, estrogen 
should be discontinued at least 4 weeks before surgery of the 
type associated with an increased risk of thromboembolism, or 
during periods of prolonged immobilization 

While an increased rate of thromboembolic and thrombotic 
disease in postmenopausal users of estrogens has not been 
found, this does not rule out the possibility that such an increase 
may be present or that subgroups of women who have underly- 
ing risk factors or who are receiving relatively large doses of 
estrogens may have increased risk. Therefore, estrogens 
should not be used in persons with active thrombophlebitis or 
thromboembolic disorders, and they should not be used in 
persons with a history of such disorders in association with 
estrogen use. They should be used with caution in patients with 
cerebral vascular or coronary artery disease and only for those 
in whom estrogens are clearly needed 

Large doses of estrogen (5 mg conjugated estrogens per 
day), comparable to those used to treat cancer of the prostate 
and breast, have been shown in a large prospective clinical trial 
in men to increase the risk of nonfatal myocardial infarction, 
pulmonary embolism, and thrombophlebitis. When estrogen 
doses of this size are used, any of the thromboembolic and 
thrombotic adverse effects associated with oral contraceptive 
use should be considered a Clear risk 
b. Hepatic Adenoma. Benign hepatic adenomas have been 
associated with the use of oral contraceptives. Although benign 
and rare, these tumors may rupture and cause death from intra- 
abdominal hemorrhage. Such lesions have not yet been re- 
ported in association with other estrogen or progestogen 
preparations, but they should be considered if abdominal pain 
and tenderness, abdominal mass, or hypovolemic shock 
occurs in patients receiving estrogen. Hepatocellular carci- 
noma. has also been reported in women taking estrogen- 
containing oral contraceptives.

c. Elevated Blood Pressure. Women using oral contraceptives 
sometimes experience increased blood pressure which, in 
most cases, returns to normal upon discontinuing the drug 
There Is now a report that this may occur with use of oral estro- 
gens in the menopause and blood pressure should be moni- 
tored with estrogen use, especially if high doses are used 
Ethinyl estradiol and conjugated estrogens have been shown to 
increase renin substrate.

4. Hypercalcemia. Administration of high doses of estrogens 
may lead to severe hypercalcemia in patients with breast 
cancer and bone metastases.

PRECAUTIONS 
General 


1. Acomplete medical and family history should be taken before 
initiation of any estrogen therapy. The pretreatment and periodic 
physical examinations should include special reference to 
blood pressure, breasts, abdomen, and pelvic organs, as well 
as a cervical Papanicolaou test. As a general rule, estrogen 
should not be prescribed for longer than 1 year without another 
physical examination being performed 

2. Because estrogens may cause some degree of fluid reten- 
tion, careful observation is required when conditions that might 
be influenced by this factor are present (e.g., asthma, epilepsy, 
migraine, and cardiac or renal dysfunction 

3 Carai patients may develop undesirable manifestations of 
excessive estrogenic stimulation, such as uterine bleeding,

4. Prolonged administration of unopposed estrogen therapy 
has been reported to increase the risk of endometrial hyperpla- 
sia in some patients. Estrogens should be used with caution in 
patients who have or have had endometriosis 

5. Studies of the addition of a progestin for 7 or more days of a 
cycle of estrogen administration have reported a lowered inci- 
dence of endometrial hyperplasia. Morphological and bio- 
chemical studies of endometrium suggest that 12 to 13 days of 
progestin are needed to provide maximal maturation of the 
endometrium and to eliminate any hyperplastic changes 
Whether this will provide protection from endometrial carcinoma 
has not been clearly established. There are possible additional 
risks that may be associated with the inclusion of progestin in 
estrogen replacement regimens. The potential risks include ad- 
verse effects on carbohydrate and lipid metabolism. The choice 
of progestin and dosage may be important in minimizing these 
adverse effects 

6. Oral contraceptives appear to be associated with an in- 
creased incidence of mental depression. Although it is not clear 
whether this is due to the estrogenic or progestogenic compo- 
nent of the contraceptive, patients with a history of depression 
should be carefully observed 

7 Preexisting uterine leiomyomata may increase in size.during 
prolonged estrogen use. If this occurs, estrogen therapy should 
be discontinued while the cause is investigated 

8. In patients with a history of jaundice during pregnancy, there 
iS an increased risk that jaundice will recur with the use of 
estrogen-containing oral contraceptives. If jaundice develops in 


any patient receiving estrogen, the medication should be dis- 
continued while the cause is investigated 

9. Estrogens may be poorly metabolized in patients with im- 
paired liver function and should be administered with caution in 
such patients 

10. Because the prolonged use of estrogens influences the me- 
tabolism of calcium and phosphorus, estrogens should be used 
with caution in patients with metabolic bone diseases asso- 
ciated with hypercalcemia and in patients with renal 
insufficiency

Just in case you thought all the 
ancient forests were in Brazil, our 
very own Oregon, California, 
Alaska and Washington are rich 
in pristine stands of cedar, Doug- 
las fir, Sitka spruce, ponderosa 
pine and hemlock that are old, 
really old, some even more than 
a thousand years old. Loggers are 
cutting the trees down at a rate 
of nearly 70,000 acres every year. 
Without protection, these great 
American forests will be entirely 


gone in less than 20 years—and 


with them will go the wildlife 





whose habitat they provide. 

The Wilderness Society is of- 
fering a short, sensible and inter- 
esting little volume called Saving 
Our Ancient Forests by Seth 
Zuckerman.

Now real 
estate companies routinely ad- 
vertise the fact that a house 
borders a trail.” In fact, Bur- 
well claims, Seattle’s heavily 
used 12.1-mile Burke-Gilman 
Trail from the heart of the city 
to the suburbs has caused real 
estate values to increase by five 
to six percent. 

So far only four percent of 
the potential trails scattered 
around the country have been 
saved. There is a 32-mile long 
trail between the towns of El- 
roy and Sparta in southwest- 
ern Wisconsin. The peninsula 
of Boca Grande, Fla., has 
opened a strip six miles long 
that follows the route of a 
once-prosperous phosphate 
hauling business. In Missouri, 
supporters are working to link 
towns 200 miles apart in a 
trail that meanders along the 
Missouri River. In Washing- 
ton, D.C., a “bicycle beltway” 
for the public has been pro- 
posed to link up with a series 
of existing trails. 

Despite the enthusiasm en- 


gendered by these linear parks 


and the vision they inspire of a 
nationwide “greenway” sys- 
tem, it is not easy to save 
them. It takes a lot of money 
on the part of local groups and 
municipalities to purchase the 
land from the railroads—or, if 
the railroad has already parted 
with it, from many different 
owners. And always, there is a 
great deal of time and red 
tape involved. 

Sull, according to Burwell, 
the process of acquisition pro- 
ceeds—and needs to acceler- 
ate. In’ '976etherer were 
216,000 miles of line, but 
there are now less than 
150,006 because railroads are 
selling them off at an ever-in- 
creasing pace. Says Burwell: 
“Saving this resource is good 
public policy, not just because 
of recreation, or even habitat 
conservation. It is good be- 
cause it means preserving the 
roadbeds that may still have a 
future. The time is coming 
when we will recognize how 
to manage the use of energy 
better than we do now. 
Maybe then we will rebuild 
the railroads.” He concludes, 
“But if we allow that great 
public system to be broken 
up, we may never be able to 
get it back together.”

BRINGING BACK THE AWNING 


Old-fashioned charm and practical, 


energy-saving climate control 


hen I was a child living in a bayside suburb of New 

York City, one of the surest signs of summer was the 

neighborhood ritual of putting up the awnings. 

What a joy it was to gaze across the lawn from un- 
der an awning’s protective, scalloped skirt. I cannot imagine a house 
in summer without them. 

In the days before air-conditioning, awnings and their cheerful 
cousins, patio umbrellas, were almost our only antidotes to summer's 
debilitating heat—besides cross ventilation and pitchers of cool 
lemonade. The development of artificial cooling systems and an: 
emerging taste for architecture that boasted sweeping expanses of 


glass caused awnings to decline in popularity. 


Awnings Are Coming Back 

Now there is an awning revival. Awnings offer a wonderful opportu- 
nity to embellish a house. According to Ohio-based designer Harry 
Daugherty, the author of 7he Awning Design and Standards Manual, 
“A designer or homeowner can choose from a seemingly unlimited 
range of colors and come up with one that will harmonize with the 
house.” A set of window awnings can help a house look different 
from its neighbors yet remain congenial with the neighborhood. 
More important, awnings have proved to be a low-cost alterna- 


tive—or boon companion—to air-conditioning. Installed to shade 





the intake openings of air-conditioning units, awnings reduce the 





cost of cooling a home artificially.

Because of the versatility of these fabrics 
and of their supporting armature or 
frame, today’s awnings come in a greater- 
than-ever variety of styles, both classic and 
fanciful. And custom shapes can be or- 
dered, although the classic sloping shed- 
style arm awning—with or without fabric 
sides—remains the most popular and gen- 
erally most suitable shape. 

Stationary awnings remain in place; 
once installed, they cannot be manipulat- 
ed. They suit most residential applications 
because they are rigid enough to resist the 
weather, especially the wind. 

Retractable awnings are ideal in tem- 
perate zones where severe winds are less 
likely to blow. The advantage of these lat- 
eral-arm awnings is flexibility: They can 
be raised and lowered when desired. 

The latest news in awnings is the fabric 
tensile structure known as the sun shade. 
Sun shades are usually large-scale com- 
mercial awning structures but now some 
companies also produce smaller canopies 
for custom residential use. The sun shade 
is a membrane of synthetic fiber, in a 
translucent or opaque version. It is 
stretched—under tension—into a free- 
form shape and supported by poles, lines 
and bolts. Firms such as H.B. Daugherty, 
PE. of Whitehouse, Ohio, Helios Indus- 
tries in Hayward, Calif., and FTL Associ- 
ates in New York City specialize in these 
large awning structures. 

Pentawing, a 12- or 19-foot five- 
pronged tensile fabric structure that un- 
furls into a soaring starlike shape, is an 
awning alternative developed by Moss Inc. 
of Camden, Maine. Fabricated of white or 
tan polyester, the Pentawing can be mail- 
or phone-ordered; it reaches you rolled 
and boxed with a pole, nylon line and ten- 
sion adjusters plus hardware. With simple 
tools, a stepladder and the help of a com- 
panion, you can stretch the Pentawing 
over a patio or deck, beside a pool or to 
shelter a section of lawn.

Built in our national parks 
and forests, the great lodges of the 
West are still open for business

mid the West’s scenic wonders, at the brinks of canyons 


and gorges and on the shores of alpine lakes, stand several 


dozen examples of thoroughly American architecture— 


the beloved early 20th-century public buildings of our 


national parks and forests. Rustic but grand in scale and rich in dec- 


orative details, they capture an era when the country first started cel- 


ebrating and romanticizing its own frontier, a time when budgets for 


materials and labor were generous and architects were encouraged to 


be imaginative, even playful. Some of these marvels are administra- 


tive buildings or ranger stations, but a number of the best are lodges 


where you can still stay. 


“Parkitecture,” as the lodge style has come to be called by the 


Parks Department, is actually an eclectic design family with three 


generations. [he first, beginning at the turn of the century and last- 


ing through the early 1920s, was a response to the country’s opening 


rush of western tourism. Not until the late 1800s had the American 


West become a destination for leisure travel. Before that, writers, 


artists, photographers, and scientists occasionally went out of curios- 





ity—enduring the bumpy, dusty, often dangerous stagecoach trip— 
but it was not most people’s idea of a holiday excursion.

ence old-world ducal pleasures; in fact, some lodges seemed to draw 
heir inspiration from Bavarian hunting lodges and Swiss chalets. 

Promising young architects often received the commissions for 
hese hotels and designed on a scale to match the scenery: dining 
‘ooms 100 feet long with walk-in fireplaces, towering ceilings support- 
2d by steel beams concealed in mammoth tree-trunk posts. Structural 
somponents were the most advanced the Industrial Age had to offer, 
put sidings and finishes had to look romantically primitive. 

The railroad moguls who encouraged their young architects to be 
nyentive put few restrictions on materials because logs and cement 
could be hauled on their own rails. This is why Charles Whittlesey 
was able to specify Douglas fir for his design, shipping it hundreds of 
niles from the Pacific Northwest to El Tovar (1904-1905) on the 
south rim of the Grand Canyon in Arizona. Looking like a cross be- 
ween a Swiss chalet and a Norwegian villa, Whittlesey’s lodge of 
dark wood and native stone indulged American fantasies of upper- 
class Europe at play. 

Chalets found great favor with the railroad tycoons, many of 
whom had visited Europe. The building style was practical in snowy 
ocations because the roofs could support heavy loads. The president 
of Great Northern Railway promoted Glacier National Park in 
Montana as the American Alps, and both Lake McDonald Lodge 
1913) and Many Glacier Hotel (1913) carried his theme through. 
Paradise Inn (1916) in Mount Ranier National Park is a chalet with 
irustic difference. For siding, the architects used cedar logs that had 
iuready weathered more than 30 years to a shimmering silver. 

“Parkitecture” entered its second generation in the 1920s, when it 
surned away from fantasies of Europe and began celebrating the Old 
West. Native American motifs embellished beams, window frames 
ind signage; Indian crafts and artifacts decorated the interiors. To 
this day, some of the country’s finest collections of Indian rugs, bas- 
sets and pottery are displayed in the West’s great lodges. 

One of America’s first prominent woman architects, Mary Jane 
Colter, who designed the Grand Canyon’s Bright Angel Lodge and 
several of the park’s administrative buildings, borrowed heavily from 
American Indian architecture and made the interiors of her build- 
ings showcases for indigenous art. Both Yosemite’s Ahwahnee Hotel 
(1927) and Oregon’s chalet-style Timberline Lodge (1937) use Na- 
tive American design elements to create Art Deco embellishments. 

The Ahwahnee was the masterpiece of lodge architecture’s master 
Gilbert Stanley Underwood, who also designed Bryce Lodge (1925) 
and Zion Lodge (1924) in Utah. Underwood adapted the Ahwah- 
nee to its location, where fire had destroyed earlier wood lodges. He 
used the same gray granite as the park’s famous formations and faux 
redwood—actually artfully stained cement. 

During the same period, the Borax company took Mexico as the 
inspiration for its Furnace Creek Inn (1927) at a hot-spring oasis in 
what is now Death Valley National Monument. This golden hacien- 
da with red roof tiles gives you the illusion of being a guest at a pros-

‘anklin D. Roosevelt himself approved additional funds when the 
oney ran out, and he came for the dedication in 1937. 

After World War H, in a changed economic world, the National 
uk Service concentrated on utility over style. Lodges built during 
e fifties and sixties resembled motels, and in the name of efficiency 
e park service even destroyed some of the landmarks of the genre’s 
iden age. There will be no more demolitions now that park lodges 
e being recognized as national treasures. Many have been designat- 
| Historic National Landmarks, and some are the focus of non-prof- 
organizations whose members help to restore and maintain build- 
gs and furniture. With this kind of protection and care our great 
dges should stand fast as monuments of our western heritage.

Unlike the 80s when 
more was never quite enough, the 90s see us beginning 
to question whether that was the route to happiness. 
And as we think about it, we find ourselves returning to 
the more timeless values of simplicity. 

Those of us involved in reporting about decoration 
and design understand the importance of editing our 
writing. Now we find ourselves writing about designers 
who are doing the same thing in their work: paring 
down, clarifying, simplifying—editing. 

A design team in the forefront of this movement is 
Feldman/Hagan, whose 1990 Kip’s Bay Show House 
room (below) was the freshest in the show and symbol- 
ized the new mood of the 90s. We asked the firm’s prin- 
cipals, Simone Feld- 
man and Victoria 
Hagan, to design a 
room for us exemplify- 
ing the new simplicity 
but with a special qual- 
ification: they had to 
furnish it using mail- 
order sources only. We 


think you'll find their 








room, on our cover and in the pages to come, has the 
ease and sophistication we all want in our pared-down 
interiors—pared down but never lacking the layers of 
meaning that are an integral part of the new simplicity. 

To help us pursue these layers of meaning, we are also 
beginning a new column in this issue—Thoughts of 
Home—which will explore the “rooms of one’s own” 
that we have lived with, are creating, have dreamed of, 
or remember fondly.

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he Secret Gardens 

Tour of Newport, 

R.I., could not be 

more appropriately 
yamed. Not only are the gardens 
hemselves a secret—hidden 
iway behind the houses and dif- 
icult to see from the street—but 
he neighborhood, called The 
oint, is not widely known. This 
s especially true for first-time 
risitors to Newport, who usually 
ome looking for the palatial 
9th-century “cottages” that 
rewly rich families like the As- 
ors and Vanderbilts built on 
3ellevue and Ochre Point ay- 
ues. These tourists often leave 
Newport unaware of the Colo- 
tial and Federal gems on the 
ther side of town. 

Long before the robber barons 
ame there, and before the 
\merican Revolution, Newport 
yas a wealthy seaport. The early 
ettlers lived on The Point down 
‘ear Newport Harbor. Some of 
he houses built by the sea cap- 
ains and China traders are quite 
rand in their own beautifully 
sroportioned Georgian way, but 
he charm of The Point is its re- 
traint, compared with the flam- 
soyance of the “cottages.” Also 
estrained are the small gardens 
if the earlier houses, which 
nany visitors find more inviting 
han the mansions’ gaudy flower 
ieds and sweeping lawns over- 
yoking the ocean. 

“The secret gardens range 
tom pocket-handkerchief size to 
bout a half acre,” says Myra 
Juvally, who began organizing 
he tour seven years ago to raise 
aoney for public school arts ed- 
cation. “It’s usually on the third 
veekend in the month, and al- 
yays in June,” says Duvally, “so 
vhen visitors see new flowers, 
ney have time to plant them this 
eason.” 

Though the tour is only seven 
ears old, attendance has grown

One signature touch at Parish- 
Hadley is paint, smartly applied. 
In two recent projects, Libby 
Cameron, one of the New York 
decorating firm’s younger gener- 
ation, helped turn the floor- 
boards of clients’ rooms into 
rich, character-setting painted 
geometrics. 

“The painted floor,” says 
Cameron, “fills out spare fur- 
nishings and ties together odd 
spaces like the two wandering 
rooms here.” With artist Chuck 
Fischer, Cameron devised a dia- 
mond-patterned floor for ad- 
joining sitting rooms in the New 
York State farmhouse of Cindy 
and John Sites shown on these 
and the previous pages. 

She banished the gloom of the 
low, dark space by pickling the 
old beams and boards and paper- 
ing the walls in a creamy self- 
stripe that lifts the eye. Using a 
warm neutral palette that “will 
not rattle you in such a setting,” 
Cameron deftly assembled a few 
quirky antiques and some com- 
fortable upholstery. For crisp- 
ness she mixed ticking and plaid 
with a quiet chintz, and for 
country freshness she kept the 
upholstery and antique furnish- 
ings to a minimum. 

In the second project, the 
Connecticut house of the Walter 
Burkes, Mrs. Henry Parish II, 
with Cameron assisting and Fis- 
cher painting, devised two vigor- 
ous floor patterns (overleaf). 
One is based on a bolder-than- 
life marble square within white 
bands and black diamond cor- 
ners. The other is a formal faux- 
veneer design in a swelling oval, 
centered with a mariner’s-com- 
pass medallion. >

ussians have always 
had a passionate love 
affair with nature. It is 
a lasting romance, the 
kind born of struggle and pa- 
tience, of seasonal ups and 
downs, of suffering and redemp- 
tion. To much of the country, 
winter brings long, frigid days 
and dark nights. It is a time of 
heavy snows that blanket the 
forests and plains and muffle the 
sounds of urban life. Summer’s 
arrival is eagerly awaited. The 
warm days are dazzlingly light 
and lush with growth. They are 
met with great jubilation. 
For hundreds of years, the 
Russian people have acted out 
their love of summer, bathing on 


the banks of the majestic rivers, 





devoting afternoons to gathering 
wildflowers and mushrooms and 
birch branches to adorn their 
homes, taking tea outdoors in 
lacy wooden gazebos. In the 
summertime of the well-to-do 
before the Revolution, windows 
were thrown open, pine floors 
were scrubbed with sand and 
water, rag rugs were washed in 
the rivers. White slipcovers and 
linens were traditionally brought 
out to cover elaborate furnish- 
ings, their softened shapes 
adding an appealing freshness to 
rooms more than ready to be rid 
of winter's mustiness. 

It was in the late 19th cen- 
tury, with Russian culture in full 
bloom, that the great writers and 


artists chose to extol nature

Sophisticated people de- 
lighted in taking part in village 
life, cultivated cottage gardens, 
recorded the bucolic surround- 
ings with pen and paper or brush 
and canvas, and entertained 
friends around samovars carried 
sutdoors. Some even took up 
country skills like woodcarving

hours, sparking a renewed inter-

TLE such cultural hero was 


Alexander Nikolaevich Ostrov- 
sky (1823-86), Russia’s first 
professional playwright. He took 
over his family home at 
Shchelykovo in 1847. Built in 
the late 18th century, the timber 
house with modest neoclassical 
detailing afforded him a retreat 
after a hardworking winter in 
Moscow. Of his 47 plays, 19 
were written in this house; many 
were directly inspired by the sur- 
roundings. Here in the Russian 
heartland near the Volga, he 
rode horseback and fished and 
conversed with the peasants. He 
wrote to a friend of his summers: 
“It isa shame you are not a land- 
scape painter. Were you to visit 
me in the country, a comparable 
vision of Russian landscape you 
could scarcely find....” 


About 150 years earlier, Peter 
the Great (1682-1725) had set 
the stage for the celebration of 


Russian summer with imperial 
flair. At Peterhof, his 200-acre 
country estate on the Baltic Sea 
near Leningrad, the czar himself 
drew some sketches for some of 
the most charming features, in- 
cluding a movable dining table 
(overleaf). A pleasure pavilion 
designed for entertaining, Peter- 
hof had walls closely lined in oil 
paintings with gilded strips of 
wood between them. Its French 
doors could be opened all 
around to the region's famous 
white nights when the sun never 
really sets. Peter greatly admired 
the idyllic styles of the West: Pe- 
terhof was his Versailles. >

We borrowed a fine 
new house (preceding pages) in Hills- 
dale, N.Y., as the setting for their work. 

David Salomon and the team of 
Feldman/Hagan sifted through hun- 
dreds of catalog pictures and it was 
clear that their approaches to decorat- 
ing differ as much as their taste. 

When presented with the task of 
furnishing a living room in this new 
way, David Salomon kept giving him- 
self pep talks: “Stick to your vision for 
the room. Keep quality in mind. 
When you spot the right thing in a 
catalog, have the courage to try it.” 

Salomon’s courage never waned and 
the room expresses the Manhattan 
decorator’s style perfectly. “I’m happy 
with the result because it achieves the 
goal I always have: exoticism with a 
warmth and coziness that feels like 
home.” For Salomon, knowing that 
goal in advance was crucial. > 





Stencils often play a part in David 
Salomon’s decorating, and for the 
fireplace area in his mail-order living 
room (preceding pages) they are 
especially important. “Until this 
assignment I have always had stencils 
created for me. But these ready-made 
examples [executed by Sara Nesbitt] 
are very nice. Without them, the room 
would be something else entirely.” 
Despite being a cornucopia of 
styles and artifacts, Salomon’s rooms 
always display a balance. A large floral 
platter on the mantel along with 
punch-metal mirrors gives a strong 
focal point to one of the room's walks. 
Salomon admits that he “went out 
on a limb” with the ample Italian glass 





storage jars (opposite). “These I chose 
for their color and shape.” 
Cobalt-blue glass bottles on either 
side become strong end points. 

A sunny window illuminates a love 
seat and pillows covered with old 
Oriental textiles (left). Salomon 
exercised his penchant for layering by 
placing a dhurrie rug on top of a 
painted sisal.

“We 
simply trusted our taste and ordered 
furnishings that we liked, and from 
there it was serendipity,” says Hagan. 
Among the many fortunate finds was 
the handsome metal canopy frame 
bed, the focal point for the room. 
“The ultimate challenge was not 
being able to see in person what we 





were selecting. We had blind faith.” 

But as the parcels came in, both de- 
signers were continually and happily 
surprised by quality, textures, hues. 
The window curtain panels had the 
look of custom tailoring and proved 
especially easy to install. The plaid 
pattern of the blanket, which they 
used as a table skirt, was more subtle 
and distinctive than appeared in the 
catalog, and the mantel column clock 
turned out to have “the strength and 
dignity of an heirloom.” 

Hagan summed it up: “The great 
satisfaction is that we created a room 
that doesn’t look like it came from 
catalogs.” Ah, but perhaps it does, and 
isn’t that the point of our story?

he 15-acre estate in rural Connecticut was a dream set- 

ting for two friends who were looking for a place for 

weekends, but the dream house was missing. Although 

the property included beautiful woodlands, carefully 

tended rock gardens, and eight small buildings, including a pool 

house and an odd variety of cabins and sheds, there was neither main 

house nor even gatekeeper’s cottage. The budget for a proper house 

was limited, but the men were knowledgeable about architecture 

and sure of how they wanted to live.

“I didn’t want it to be preten- 
tious,” says Sheila, “but it certain- 
ly wasn’t rag-ruggy.” Following 
Sheila’s firm conviction that you 
should first get the shell right in a 
house (or apartment), the Koturs 
set out to restore the original 
character of their place. They un- 
covered and restored some splen- 
did stencils in the master bed- 
room and laboriously stripped 


paint from the library woodwork. 
For an airy contrast, they painted 
the living room cream color. 
Sheila stained the floor in stripes 
to make the best of narrow boards 
laid by previous owners.

A great cook teaches her daughter 


t doesn’t have to be compli- 
cated, but it has to be of 
value.” Alice Waters is talk- 
ing about food: simple food 
that delights the senses. This pas- 
sionate chef, who gave us the cel- 
ebrated Chez Panisse restaurant 
in Berkeley, Calif, is redefining 
her priorities. It is all for the love 
of Fanny, her seven-year-old 
daughter (mother and daughter, 
right). “Children have to learn 


about food with all their senses,

pounded.” Alice’s single favorite 


when they're _ being 
cooking tool is her big mortar 
and pestle.

Alice finds, “by arrangement of 
food. If you change the combi- 
nations, they think it’s some- 








thing new”—changes like the 
pairing of papaya with avocado 
for instance, and brilliant orange 
and tangerine sauce for asparagus 
(both below). 

Alice, who has been involved 
with the four Chez Panisse cook- 
books, is putting all this down 
for a new book, Fanny at Chez 
Panisse, which will be published 
by HarperCollins next year. She 
hopes it will awaken a love of 
quality in children of all ages. > 
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“Fanny is very privileged,” Al- 
ice admits. “I'll look through a 
flat of strawberries until I’ve 
found just the box to bring home 
to her. And she still prefers them 
to chocolate cake. 

“If you choose carefully and 
know what you are looking for, 
you can make something ex- 
tremely delicious very simply. 
But you must be very careful 
about how you buy, how you 
raise your food—the simplest 
things are the hardest.” Direct- 
ing her readers to search for or- 
ganic produce, encouraging 
them to grow food in their gar- 
dens, and to look back at what 
was good in the past, Alice strives 
for the perfection and purity of 
the simplest dishes. “One of the 
most wonderful things in life is a 


soft-boiled egg, but first you 
have to find a good egg,” she 
says. For Fanny she finds a dozen 
from a farmer’s free-range flock 
and serves one with fingers of 
chewy toast (opposite). Golden 
French toast with a fruit puree 
and juice made from a blend of 
juice oranges, blood oranges and 
tangerines (below) are other fa- 
vorites for breakfast and supper. 

Alice believes everyone’s food 
experiences should begin in the 
garden, Fanny’s have: running 
out to pick greens and tomatoes 
for a lunch that she often helps 
to prepare herself. “The garden is 
basically for her, filled with good 
things she can eat raw—peas, 
beans, parsley, lettuce, spinach 


and strawberries.”

Nowadays, pairing 
food with wine is a matter 
of taste. Red wine with 
meat and white 
with fish are rules meant 
to be broken 


eople who grew up with wine know that 
“which wine goes with which food” is nev- 
er as black and white as red and white. A 
roundup of the personal choices of wine 
takers is a way of shedding many an old menu 
iché and serving up something new. For the unex- 
ected in party perspectives, we begin in Bordeaux. 

Connoisseurs know Bordeaux as the great red 
ine capital, but how many know it as a seafood 
ipital? In fact, Bordeaux means “water’s edge,” 
ad it is France’s seventh largest seaport. There is a 
it of seafood around. 

In the Médoc area of Bordeaux, where flat fields 
f grapes run down to the sea, we are dining at the 
‘staurant Lion d’Or. This is a favorite canteen of 
ine traders, where chateau owners stride in with 
leir guests, carrying a bottle from their own cel- 
rs. Our host is Didier Cuvelier, whose chateau, 
ot five miles distant, is the celebrated Chateau 
éoville-Poyferré. He bottles one of the leading 
ines of Saint Julien: truly great and exclusively 
:d. The chef comes over to recite the specials and 
suvelier is delighted. Rouget, red mullet, is on the t 
ienu. “It’s my favorite fish,” he exclaims and 
romptly orders it. Cuvelier is the producer of one 
f Bordeaux’s greatest wines, lunching in the coun- 
y with his peers, a trophy bottle of his very red ’85 
reathing on the table. The man ignores the meats and orders fish! 

“What matters with taste isn’t color,” says Cuvelier, “the matter 
f taste is what’s in your mouth.” When the fish arrives, he sets 
bout pouring to prove his point. In faci, the rich, delicate oils in the 
esh of the rouget bring out the lighter note of his Léoville, while the 
‘ine’s personality and bouquet underscore a taste awash in subtle 
ad unusual harmonies. (Although this works with rouget, or blue- 
sh, say, it is doubtful a red wine would work with a dry fish like 
ass; it is the natural oils of the fish that float the taste of red wine.) 
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The spiciness of parmigiano reggiano, molded into bite-size pieces here with a 
melon baller, has, for Christian Pol Roger, a perfect affinity with his champagne. 


A similar combination can be found 390 miles to the north in 
Paris, where the favorite wine with oysters is often Beaujolais, espe- 
cially at cafés and brasseries, including the fashionable Stella, where 
I sit down with Henri de Rambuteau. “Yes, I know Chablis with 
oysters is traditional,” says the maker of Beaujolais’ La Grange. “But 
Chablis has gotten too expensive to quaff in cafés.” My question as 
to why so many Parisians now drink Beaujolais with their oysters 
brings a smile. “Beaujolais,” says Henri, “is a white wine that hap-

pens to be red.” Hint: When served with 
shellfish, Beaujolais should be slightly 
chilled to hold down the fragrance. 

Another habit deserves reversal: red wine 
with cheese. Wondering which white 
wines go with cheese and which cheeses go 
with white, I took a train to Champagne. 

Just up the street from Epernay’s glori- 
ous Avenue of Champagne, sitting in his 
reception room at Number One Rue 
Henri Le Large, Christian Pol Roger pours 
from a bottle of his own 1929 Pol Roger 
champagne and offers cheese. In fact it is 
not even a French cheese but Parmesan, 
parmigiano reggiano, served in a big bowl. 

A melon scoop is used to cut the cheese 
into little cocktail-size balls, which are 
popped in the mouth along with the 
champagne. The spiciness of the cheese 
and its salty background have a perfect 
affinity with the acidity of the champagne. 

How about another surprising combina- 
tion—a red wine that goes with vegeta- 
bles? Shall we try Chianti? 

Piero Antinori likes his own Chianti, the 
young and delectable Villa Antinori, with 
everybody’s summer favorite, pasta al 
pesto. Says Piero: “It’s the perfect dish to 
serve on the patio or under the trees. A 
good Chianti should never be mistaken for 
those dark, heavy wines that used to sit 
around in baskets. A good Chianti is 
bright, a taste of the sun in the mouth.” 

We could go on and on with what is 
oddly right with what. A few more 
choices: For Christian Bizot of Bollinger 
nothing is better than his own R. D. (Ré- 
centement Dégorgé) with wild boar. This 
reminds us how good champagne is with 
game, possibly because there is so little fat 
in game and the bubbles do perk it up. 

Closer to home, Robert Drouhin of Ore- 
gon’s Domaine Drouhin drinks his refined 
Pinot Noir 1988, the most elegant Bur- 
gundy this side of France, with fois gras. 

It ali goes to prove that wine sophistica- 
tion is just as complicated or as comfort- 
able as you want it to be.

Alice Waters feels strongly that today 
many Americans look for food that 
impresses rather than nourishes. She is a 
great believer in unadulterated natural 
food. “The sooner children know where 
food comes from the better. They must 
respect nature’s cycle and learn to look 
for food without chemicals and 
fertilizers.” 

Of the book she is working on, Fanny 
at Chez Panisse, Waters says: “I don’t 
want it to be about little esoteric 
vegetables, but about food that everyone 
can relate to. I want it to be really basic.” 

As basic and simple as the The Three- 
Minute Egg. “It makes all the difference 
whether the chickens are fed antibiotics 
or not,” says Waters. Here is how she 
prepares this simple dish. In a saucepan 
bring water to a point where it is just 
barely boiling. With a strainer, carefully 
roll the egg into the water and boil 
between three and four minutes, 
according to taste. Alice has a collection 
of little egg cups to put them in and she 
serves them with fingers of toast to dip 
into the egg, along with a pinch of salt. 

For French Toast she likes any sour- 
dough peasant bread, not too thick and 
not too thin. Says Alice: “In a bowl I 
whisk an egg. I want Fanny to taste the 
egg so I add only enough milk for the 
bread to soak it up on both sides. I put a 
little bit of butter in a pan, heat it and 
brown the bread on both sides.” She tops 
the French toast with a puree of fruit in 
which strawberries and raspberries are 
cooked together and then strained. No 
sugar is added. 

For breakfast, Alice likes to mix the 
juice from blood oranges, juice oranges 
and tangerines. “With a mix of fruit 
juices you have a natural sweetness to 
compensate for any one of the fruits that 
may not be quite ripe enough.” 

For Tangerine Dressing, poured over 
asparagus, use the above combination of 
oranges and tangerines—or use just the 
juice of tangerines—with a little salt and 
olive oil. You may add a touch of 
vinegar. “I peel a little of the asparagus 
stems if they are big so I can use more of 


them—I prefer stems to tops. 

“Papaya-and-Avocado Salad is a nice 
combination. It just needs a squeeze of 
lime and a little salt on the papaya and a 
drizzle of olive oil, if you wish, on the 
avocado,” Alice concludes. 


CHEESE-AND-TOMATO PIZZA 


Pizza Dough: 


¥4 cup warm water 
1 tablespoon milk 
2 teaspoons active dry yeast 
2. cups all-purpose flour 
¥) teaspoon salt 
tablespoons olive oil 
A little extra flour and olive oil 


In a large mixing bowl, combine water and 
milk. Add yeast and stir with a wooden spoon. 
Stir in flour, salt and olive oil. Mix together until 
it is too thick and sticky to stir. 

1 Spread a little flour on a kitchen counter and 
place dough on top. Knead dough with your hands 
by gathering it from the sides and folding it to the 
middle. Do this over and over, turning it around 
now and then, until the dough becomes smooth. If 
it sticks to the table or to your hands, add a little 
more flour. 

1) Clean and dry bowl. Rub bottom and sides with 
olive oil and place dough in bowl. Cover bowl 
with a towel and put it in a warm place. Let dough 
rise about one hour and a half. 

0 Punch down dough with a fist into the middle of 
the bowl. This will let the air out and allow it to 
rise again. Turn it over to make a ball, cover bowl 
again and let it rise another hour. Meanwhile, heat 
oven to 425°F. 

() Pat the dough out into a circle on an oiled 
cookie sheet and put on it what you like: try grated 
mozzarella cheese and slices of tomatoes (you can 
salt the tomatoes and drizzle with olive oil). 

© Bake 12 to 15 minutes until brown and crisp. A 
little parsley or basil sprinkled on after baking is 
very good.
